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DEPUTY MINISTER’S REPORT 


To the Honourable

BIOLOGICAL STATIONS OF CANADA. 


The three stations established by the Dominion Government for the investigation 
of fishery and marine problems are in charge of the Biological Board which was given 
a new status by Act of Parliament 2 George V, April 6, 1912, and this year exercised 
its additional powers under the direction of the Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 

Some changes occurred in the staff of the stations enabling a more continuous 
scheme of work to be carried out than in previous years, when the responsible control 
was exercised by a member of the Board who was appointed Director for the season. 
The members of the Board having important official and professional duties elsewhere, 
found themselves able for a time only during the season of work to actually supervise 
the researches carried on. 
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ST. ANDREWS BIOLOGICAL STATION. 


The staff of university professors and of assistant university professors and post- 
graduate students have felt the advantage of the presence of senior workers, members 
of the Biological Board and it enabled them to profit by the larger experience and 
practical knowledge of the seniors, but it did not allow of the continuity for solving 
important fishery problems. Hence the Board appointed Dr. A. G. Huntsman who 
has had much experience in British Columbia and at the Georgian Bay station, to 
take responsible charge as Curator 1912-13, at St. Andrews. 

- He did so with great benefit to the station’s work. Quite a large staff carried on 
investigations including Professors Macallum, Toronto; Willey, Montreal; McMurrich, 
Toronto; Bailey, Fredericton; Knight, of Kingston, and others, and the problems 
undertaken were: 

1st. Experiments with lobster traps, especially with respect to Order in Council 
December 18, 1910, which require a wide-lath space in such traps. 

2nd. The food qualities of soft-shell lobsters, specimens being procured and boiled 
and sealed for analysis in the laboratories of Toronto University. 

3rd. The viability of various fishes, especially food fishes, after being frozen alive. 

4th. Deep-sea investigations on the fishing grounds. 

5th. Faunistic studies including the preparation of three sets of specimens for the 
Victoria Memorial Museum, Ottawa, the Fisheries Museum, Ottawa, and the Imperial 
Institue, London. 

é GEORGIAN BAY STATION. 


The Georgian Bay station was under the care of Dr. EK. M. Walker, of Toronto 
University, and a qualified staff carried on work, including Dr. Klugh and Professor 
MacClement, who especially devoted their attention to the aquatic insects and plants, 
valuable as food for the fishes in the Great Lakes. 

The staff had the advantage of a new launch built in Toronto, the want of which 
had hampered the work. This station fulfils an important need and so much so that 
in the United States the founding of a similar station has been advocated. Indeed an 
important Ohio journal published the following statement on this matter. ‘What is 
needed on the Great Lakes is a permanent biological station, with a staff of trained 
scientific men, which should be devoted to the ascertaining of all the facts regarding our 
food fishes, the methods or replenishing the waters and of protecting the young fry 
against their natural enemies—those varieties of fish which prey upon them, while 
themselves valueless as food. A bill for this purpose was introduced in the Senate at 
the present session by Senator McMillan, of Michigan. The committee on fisheries, 
to which it was referred, has reported it favourably through Senator Bard, the chair- 
man,—it carries an appropriation of about $10,000, which is ample to inaugurate this 
important work.’ 

BRITISH COLUMBIA STATION. 


This station suffered a severe loss by the death of Rev. G. W. Taylor on August 
22, 1912; and Dr. C. McLean Fraser, of Iowa University, was appointed to fill the 
vacancy and began his duties in October 1912. A new wharf was completed soon after 
Dr. Fraser arrived and steps were taken to procure a gasoline launch of some size, 
suitable for making trips to more or less distant localities where important fishery 
questions had arisen. 
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Dr. Fraser began some valuable investigations on the breeding, eggs and life- 
history of the herring which abound in Departure bay waters, near: the station. He 
also completéd a very elaborate study of the hydroids of British Columbia shores, 
these being important as food for fishes. | 

He also studied the eggs of the blue cod (Ophiodon), these eggs being procured 
at the station for the first time by any scientific observer. 

Professor MeMurrich of Toronto visited the principal halibut banks of the north 
and studied the growth of the young halibut but was not able to procure the eggs. 
He has also published a paper on the young stages of the various British Columbia 
salmon. One of the questions which occupied the staff at the station was the destrue- 
tion of seals infesting the estuary of the Fraser river. These animals damage the 
valuable salmon to a serious extent each season. Several plants of lobsters from the 
Atlantic coast having been made; namely 600 in 1896; about 1,000 in 1905 and 1,620 
in 1908, arrangements were made for testing the results; but these up to the present 
time have been of a negative character. Other problems were the injurious effect of 
seines at Point Grey; the life-history of the oyster and other shell-fish and faunistic 
studies generally. 


INTERNATIONAL FISHERIES COMMISSION. 


The regulations, which were prepared by the commissioners appointed under the 
treaty of April 11, 1908, have not yet been promulgated. While this is a matter for 
much regret, it is one for which Canada must disclaim responsibility. A code of 
regulations was agreed upon by the Commissioners on the 29th of May, 1909. 
During the following session of Parliament, the Fisheries Act was amended, so as to 
enable these regulations to be proclaimed as contemplated by Article 3, of the treaty; 
but up to the present, the United States Congress has failed to approve the regula- 
tions, and to provide the necessary legislation to enable them to be enforced in that 
country. 

In May, 1911, Dr. David Star Jordan, United States representative on the Com- 
mission, resigned. In April, 1912, Honourable Job E. Hedges of New York city, was 
appointed to succeed him. 

In view of the vast importance of adequately protecting the valuable fisheries in 
the various waters contiguous to the boundary line, which experience indicates can 
best be done by the Federal Government of both countries, Canada would be very 
reluctant to withdraw from the treaty, and resume her liberty of action. It is hoped 
that after further consideration of the matter, Congress will in the near future take 
the necessary measures to enable the regulations to be promulgated. 


RE TRANSPORTATION OF FRESH AND MILDLY CURED FISH. 


The Department’s policy in aiding in the stimulation and development of the 
trade in fresh and mildly cured fish in the interior portions of the country, by placing 
at the disposal of the shippers cheap rates and additional facilities and equipment, 
is having most gratifying results. 

Prior to the time that the Department undertook to assist such markets as those 
in Montreal and Toronto were being very largely supplied from United States sources. 
The Canadian business was so small that the railways did not find it feasible to place 
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cold storage cars, which would be hauled by fast freight, at the disposal of the shippers 
and the express rates were so high that successful competition with United States 
shippers was not found possible. This will be realized from the following: The express 
rate on fish from Halifax and Mulgrave is $1.50 per 100 lbs., while from Portland the 
rate is but 80 cents. As, however, there is an import duty of 1 cent per lb. the gross 
rate is $1.80. The advantage of 30 cents per 100 Ibs. to the Canadian shipper was more 
than offset by the fact that at United States ports, owing to the very large number of 
vessels operating therefrom, a supply of fish could always be relied upon, and as the 
haul is short, orders could be sent up to within a few hours before the consignments 
were needed. Along the Canadian coast the demand for fresh fish was comparatively 
small and uncertain. Hence no great effort was being made by the fishermen to land 
fish during unfavourable weather, so that dealers could not rely on haying their orders 
filled exactly when required, which is an absolute necessity in the carrying on of a 
successful business in the sale of fish. 

To overcome these disadvantages and to assure, not only the Canadian market 
being supplied from Canadian sources, but a rapid expansion of such markets as well, 
the Department took up the question of procuring better rates and shipping facilities. 
The railway and express companies did not, however, see their way clear to do more 
than they were doing, keeping in view the volume of the business that seemed available. 
The Department, therefore, arranged to have the railway place at the disposal of the 
shippers a cold storage car on two days each week, which car would be hauled by fast 
freight to Montreal. To enable this to be done the Department guaranteed that the 
earnings on these cars would be at least two-thirds those on a minimum carload lot of 
20,000 Ibs., at carload lot rates from the point of starting to destination, plus $4 per 
ear for icing. . 

This service has proved a great boon to the trade. While it cost the Department 
a considerable amount annually for the first few years, it is now being taken advan- 
tage of to such an extent that it is practically self-sustaining. ° 

While a cold storage freight service is efficient for the supplying of a substantial 
market, such as that of Fridays, it soon became apparent that if a considerable 
demand for fish on other days were to be worked up, express facilities at reasonable 
rates must be available to the shippers. 

The Department consequently arranged with the express companies to accept 
responsibility for one third of the ordinary express rates on all shipments of fresh and 
mildly cured fish including shell-fish, from the Atlantic coast as far west as the 
eastern boundary of Manitoba, and from the Pacific coast as far east as the said 
boundary. This gave the shippers from Halifax or Mulgrave a rate of $1 per 100 lbs. 
to Montreal, and proportionately from intervening points, or an advantage to the ° 
Canadian coast dealers of at least 80 cents per 100 Ibs. over the United States shipper. 

With such facilities and rates the Canadian dealers did not take long to demon- 
strate that they could control the situation. Not only has the importation of fresh fish 
along the Canadian Atlantic coast been stopped from the United States, but the 
demand in the Canadian markets is being very rapidly expanded. 

While the dealers on the Pacific coast have for several years been sending fish 
through to Toronto and Montreal in ecarload lots, on which they are given a rate of $3 
per 100 lbs., the express charges in less than carload lots to the Prairie Provinces were 
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so high that the working up of any large trade there seemed out of the question. The 
rate from Vancouver or New Westminster to Calgary is $3.50 per 100 lbs., and to 
Edmonton, Qu’Appelle or Winnipeg $4.50 per 100 lbs. 

With the cheaper rate given owing to the departmental assistance the trade has 
increased wonderfully and now shipments are being sent in carload lots to quite an 
extent making departmental assistance unnecessary. 

How the business from the East and from the West, by express alone, has been 
expanding will be gathered from the following figures, which show the amounts paid 
by the Department as its share of the express charges :—

These figures as above indicated do not take account of the shipments that are 
made by fast freight from the Atlantic coast. 

. In addition to this business, in the fall and early winter of the year large ship- 
ments and carload lots are made from the Atlantic coast to points as far west as the 
Pacific coast, and throughout the year shipments of halibut and salmon are made in 
carload lots from the Pacific coast to Toronto and Montreal. 

Experience has shown that to assure fresh fish packed in ice reaching distant 
points with the ice still unmelted, refrigerator cars are needed even by express, and 
it is hoped: that in the near future it will be found feasible to place at the disposal 
of the shippers such cold storage facilities. 


FISHERIES EXHIBIT AT TORONTO EXHIBITION. 


While, as previously shown, the development in the trade has been very rapid, 
every advance has shown the possibility of making still farther advances. There 
seems no room for doubt that if the people had forced upon their attention the fact 
that with efficient transportation facilities fresh fish in first class condition and at 
reasonable prices can be placed at their disposal in practically all parts of the country, 
the demand therefor would be enormously increased. The Department has felt that 
the above facts could most readily be brought to the attention of the largest number of 
people by the making of a thoroughly representative fisheries exhibit at the Canadian 
National Exhibition at Toronto, as this fair is visited by people from all parts of 
Canada. Owing to the large expense involved none of the individual firms found it 
feasible to undertake such an exhibit. The Department has consequently decided to 
do so, and an appropriation has therefore been asked for, to enable such an exhibit 
to be given during the next exhibition. 
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DAILY BAIT REPORTS. 


One of the main hindrances to the successful prosecution of the fishery for cod, 
haddock, hake, ete., by hook and line, during the summer months, is the curtailment 
of the actual fishing period, by the weeks annually spent, especially by the larger 
vessels, in searching for bait from harbour to harbour, without any definite knowledge 
to guide them in locating supplies. In an endéavour to rectify this, as far as possible, 
- the Department, during the past summer, put into operation a system, whereby definite 
information concerning bait supplies along certain stretches of the coast, was collected 
by the local officer of the Department, and despatched daily by telegraph to certain 
important seaports on the Atlantic sea-board, and there posted up for the information 
of masters and owners of fishing vessels. 

The number of ports selected as receiving stations had necessarily to as limited. 
In order, therefore to insure a more general diffusion of the information, and to 
extend to the smaller fishing ports the benefit of direct advice as to available supplies 
of bait, copies of all telegrams were handed to the Halifax morning papers, with the 
request that the information be published in their columns daily. This Bee! was. 
kindly complied with, and the information spread accordingly. 

As far as could be ascertained, at the time of writing, this telegraphic intelligence 
has given the utmost satisfaction, and been of very great and real benefit to all 
concerned. _ 


GENERAL REVIEW. 


EXTENT OF FISHERIES. 


~ 


To say that Canada possesses the most extensive fisheries in the world is no 
exaggeration; moreover, it is safe to add that the waters in and around Canada contain 
the principal commercial food fishes in greater abundance than the waters of any other 
part of the world. The extraordinary fertility of what may be called our own waters 
is abundantly proved by the fact that, apart from salmon, all the lobsters, herring, 
mackerel and sardines, nearly all the haddock, and many of the cod, hake, and pollock 
landed in Canada are taken from within our territorial waters. 

The coast line of the Atlantic provinces, from the Bay of Fundy to the Straits of 
Belle Isle, without taking into account the lesser bays and indentations, measures over 
5,000 miles; and along this great stretch are to be found innumerable natural harbours 
and coves, in many of which valuable fish are taken in considerable quantities with 
little effort. 

On the Pacific coast, the province of British Columbia, owing to its immense. 
number of islands, bays and fiords, which from safe and easily accessible harbours, 
has a sea-washed shore of 7,000 miles. 

Along this shore and within the limits of the territorial waters, there are fish and’ - 
mammals in greater abundance, probably than anywhere else in the whole world. 

In addition to this immense salt-water fishing area, we have in our numerous 
lakes no less than 220,000 square miles of fresh. water, abundantly stocked with many 
species of excellent food fishes. In this connection, it may be pointed out that the 
area of the distinctly Canadian waters of what are known as the Great Lakes— _ 
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Superior, Huron, Erie and Ontario,—forms only one-fifth part of the total area of the 
larger fresh-water lakes of Canada. 

The fisheries of the Atlantic coast may be divided into two distinct classes: the 

deep-sea, and the inshore or coastal fisheries. 
The deep-sea fishery is pursued in vessels of from 40 to 100 tons, carrying crews 
of from 12 to 20 men. The fishing grounds worked on are the several banks, which lie 
from 20 to 90 miles off the Canadian coast. The style of fishing is that of ‘ trawling’ 
by hook and line. The bait used is chiefly herring, squid and capelin; and the fish 
taken are principally cod, haddock, hake, pollock and halibut. 

The inshore or coastal fishery is carried on in small boats with crews of from two 
to three men; also in a class of small vessels with crews of from four to seven men. 
The means of capture employed by boat fishermen are gill-nets, hooks and lines, both 
hand-line and trawl; and from the shore are operated trap-nets, haul-seines and. weirs. 
The commercial food fishes taken inshore are the cod, hake, haddock, pollock, halibut, 
herring, mackerel, alewife, shad, smelt, flounder and sardine. The most extensive 
lobster fishery known is carried on along the whole of the eastern shore of Canada, 
whilst excellent oyster beds exist in many parts of the Gulf of St. Lawrence notably on 
the north coast of Prince Edward Island, and in the Northumberland strait. 

The salmon fishery is, of course, the predominant one on the Pacific coast; but a 
very extensive halibut fishery is carried on in the northern waters of British Columbia 
in large, well-equipped steamers and vessels. The method of capture is by trawl- 
ing, dories being used for setting and hauling the lines, as in the Atlantic deep-sea 
fishery. Herring are in very great abundance on the Pacific coast, and provide a 
plentiful supply of bait for the halibut fishery. 

In the inland lake fisheries, the various means of capture in use are gill-nets, 
pound-nets, seines and hook-and-line to a great extent. The principal commercial 
fishes caught are whitefish, trout, pickerel, pike, sturgeon and fresh water herring— 
the latter in the Great lakes of Ontario only. 


VALUE OF THE FISHERIES. 


The total marketed value of all kinds of fish, fish products and marine animals 
taken by Canadian fishermen, from the sea and the inland lakes and rivers, during the 
fiseal year ended March 381, 1918, amounted to $33,389,464. 

This total falls short of that for the preceding year by $1,278,408. It has to be 
pointed out, however, that last year’s total was $4,702,439 greater than any other 
previous total, so that the result for the year under review is substantially greater 
than that for any year other than 1912-13. 

To the total the sea fisheries contributed $29,315,772, and the inland fisheries 
$4,078,692. 

These results were produced by 65,081 fishermen, who manned 1,669 vessels and 
tugs, and 34,501 boats; together with 23,327 workers who were employed on shore in 
the various canneries, fish-houses, etc., preparing the fish for market. 

In the course of the year the number of boats using gasoline engines, as a means 
of propulsion, was raised to 5,911 by the addition of 331. 
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The following table shows the value produced from the fisheries of each province 
in its respective order of rank, with the increase or decrease as:compared with the 


year 1911-12 :—

The table shows that British Columbia again coutributed a large increase chiefly 
as a result of an increased halibut catch, and of further developments in the herring 
fishery. 

The very largely diminished value shown against Nova Scotia is the result of 
stormy weather throughout the fishing season of 1912, which made deep-sea fishing 
particularly difficult, and ereaty curtailed the catches of cod, haddock, halibut and 
lobsters. 

The considerable decrease recorded against New Brunswick is due almost entirely 
to the low price of sardine herring in Charlotte County. 

These fish were as plentiful as ever, but in consequence of the canned sardine 
market in the United States becoming overstocked, fishermen allowed many big catches 
to escape from the weirs. 

The following table shows the quantity of the chief kinds landed in the whole of 
Canada during 1912-18, and during the two preceding years :—

In the table which follows, the total results of the sea and inland fisheries are 
given separately. In the first two columns are shown the catch of all kinds of sea fish, 
_and its value as realized at the vessel’s or boat’s side; while in the third and fourth 
columns are shown the various modes in which the catch was marketed, and the market 
value of each kind of fish. In the fifth and sixth columns are shown the quantity and 
value of all kinds of fresh-water fish caught and marketed. Such fish being practically 
all marketed by the fishemen in its fresh state, no distinction is made between the 
value of the catch as landed, and its marketed value. In the outer columns are shown 
the total marketed quantities of the various kinds of both sea and freshwater fish and 
the market values of the same. 
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REVIEW OF THE FISHERIES OF EACH PROVINCE. 


NOVA SCOTIA. 


The total marketed value of the fish and fish products of this province for the year 
under review amounted to $7,884,055. 

This, when compared with the total for the preceding year, shows a decrease 
amounting to no less than $1,983,495. 

This big decrease is due principally to a shortage in the catch of cod, haddock, 
halibut and lobsters; the value of which dropped $934,720, $263,886, $164,872 and 
$301,935 respectively. 

Stormy weather throughout the summer and fall of 1912 made deep-sea fishing 
more than usually hazardous, and to this alone must be attributed the diminished 
yield. 

Compared with the preceding year, there were 123 more men employed on vessels 
and 341 more in boats; while of fish workers there were 1,672 fewer employed on shore. 

The results in the various inpectoral districts of the province were as follows :— 

District No. 1. 

The marketed value of the fisheries of this district, which comprises the whole 
rland of Cape Breton, amounted to $913,217; this is $76,098 less than the value for 
the preceding year. . 

The mackerel catch in Inverness county was the best in many years. Dogfish 
were not nearly so numerous as in former years. 

Unfavourable weather conditions, scarcity of bait, and a tendency on the part of 
the younger men to give up fishing, owing to greater opportunities of obtaining ready 
money at other employment, are the chief causes of the falling off in the year’s results. 
The totals of the chief kinds landed in the district during the year and those landed 
during the two preceding years, were as follows :—

In the district there were 26 more men in vessels, and 452 fewer men in boats. 
Of gasoline boats there were in use 179; an increase of 89 over the previous year. 


District No. 2. 


This district comprises the counties of Halifax, Guysboro, Antigonish, Pictou, 
Cumberland, Colchester and Hants. During the year under review its fisheries pro- 
duced a total marketed value of $2,176,181. This is. $766,275 less than the total for 
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the preceding year. A shortage in the landings of cod, haddock and herring is chiefly 
accountable for the decrease in value. In the course of his report which will be found 
on page 40, the inspector submits some interesting figures which show the variations 
of the lobster fishery in his district during the past 17 years.

In 1912-13 the pack of lobsters was 4,872 cases less than the pack in 1911-12 and 
3,181 cases less than that in 1910-11. 


The shipment a live lobsters was 100 ewts. greater than that in 1911-12 and 
6,063 greater than the shipment of 1910-11. 


. The number of vessels decreased by 2, and of sail boats by 378; but there were 
397 more gasoline boats in use. There were 273 fewer men employed on vessels and 
boats. 


District No. 8. 


In this district, which comprises the counties of Lunenburg, Queens, Shelburne, 
Yarmouth, Digby, Annapolis and Kings, the total marketed value of the fisheries 
amounted to $4,294,657. This is a decrease of $1,141,122 from the total of the pre- 
ceding year. i 


In the early part of the season,.and again in the latter part, storms prevented 
profitable fishing, while during the summer bait was unobtainable. 


In many sections of the district, fierce gales during the winter season destroyed 
fully 50 per cent of the lobster traps and caused a suspension of fishing operations. 


The catch of the Lunenburg banking fleet fell far short of the catch in the pre- 
ceding year, owing to lack of bait and rough weather. 


The regular bait grounds were unproductive and the vessels lost much time 
cruising for supplies. 


Mackerel were very plentiful in the district and operations resulted in a largely 
increased catch.

NEW BRUNSWICK. 


The total marketed value of all fish and fish products of this province for the year 
under review amounted to $4,264,054. This falls short of the preceding year’s total 
by $622,108. The decrease is due almost entirely to the collapse of the canned sardine 
market, which resulted in such low prices that little more than half the preceding 
year’s catch was taken from the weirs. With the exception of lobsters, oysters and 
clams, on the gulf shore, all the chief kinds of fish gave substantially increased values. 


There were 106 fewer men in vessels, 189 fewer in boats, and 187 fewer workers 
on shore. Boats to the number of 1,087 used gasoline as a means of propulsion. This 
is an increase of 299. 


District No. 1. 


The total marketed value of the fisheries of this district, which comprises the 
counties of Charlotte and St. John, amounted to $1,612,599. This is a decrease of 
$479,754 from the record which was established in the preceding year. The very poor 
demand for sardine herring at the weirs caused fishermen to liberate many hogsheads 
of these fish, consequently the total value of the catch fell $548,331 below the preceding 
year’s total. Increased catches of cod, haddock, hake and lobsters helped to minimise 
somewhat the effect of the poor sardine season. 


It is gratifying to note that the lobster fishery in this district is increasing its 
output from year to year. As will be observed in the accompanying table the increase 
for the year under review is comparatively large.

There were eight more men in vessels, 51 more men in boats, and 374 more workers 
on shore. To the fleet of gasoline boats there were added 99. 


District No. 2. 


The total marketed value of the fisheries of this district, which comprises the 
counties of Albert, Westmorland, Kent, Northumberland, Gloucester, and Resti- 
gouche, amounted to $2,611,333. This is a decrease of $150,422 from the total for the 
preceding year. A greatly augmented smelt catch offset diminished lobster, oyster 
and clam catches, and prevented what would otherwise have been a very much reduced 
total value. 

Caraquet Harbour and vicinity, in Gloucester county, is the headquarters of a 
large fleet of small vessels, whose crews energetically and successfully prosecute cod 
fishing all through the summer in Chaleur bay and on the nearer banks in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. 

Of the total catch of cod (218,683 cwts.) in the whole of No. 2 district no less 
than 210,878 cwts. were taken by the Gloucester county fleet.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The total marketed value of the fisheries of this province for the year under 
review amounted to $14,455,488. This is an increase of $778,368 over the total for the, 
preceding year, and establishes a new record. 

The salmon catch was considerably greater than that of the previous year, but its 
value was over $300,000 less. This falling off in value was due to the fact that a large 
proportion of the catch consisted of humpbacks, and other inferior kinds, which of 
eourse sold at much lower rates than the famed sockeyes. 

The herring catch was much greater and increased its value by more than $600,000. 

The value of the halibut fishery shows an increase of over six hundred thousand 
dollars, owing to a largely increased catch. As an evidence of the rapid advance of 
the halibut fishery in British Columbia in recent years, it may be pointed-out that 
four years ago, its annual value had not reached one million dollars. In the year now 
being reviewed, the value of the halibut catch in round figures, is two and one-half 
million dollars. |

Throughout the whole of the province there were 15,628 persons employed on sea 
and shore in connection with the fisheries during 1912-18, against 15,167 during the 
preceding year. 


District No. 1. 


The total value of the fisheries of this district, which comprises the southern 
portion of the mainland of the province, including the Fraser River district, for the 
year under review, amounted to $6,263,320; making an increase of $95,258 over the 
total for the preceding year. 

There was a falling off in the salmon fishery of this district, which caused a drop 
in value of nearly one million dollars. Strange to say, however, the pack of sockeye 
salmon was nearly 49,000 cases greater than the preceding year’s sockeye pack. 
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The value of the increased catches of herring and halibut offset the diminished 


value of the salmon catch.

There were 4,748 persons employed in connection with the fisheries during 1912-13; 
as against 4,753 during the preceding year. 


\ District No. 2. 


The total value of the fisheries of this district, which comprises the northern 
portion of the province, including Queen Charlotte islands, for the year under review 
amounted to $581,291. This is an increase of $358,530 over the total for the preceding 
year. 

To the increase, salmon contributed over $200,000, and herring over $100,000, 
due to the development of the herring fishery of Prince Rupert, and the erection of 
additional canneries at Bella Bella, Naden Harbour and Aliford Bay. 

The whaling stations on Queen Charlotte islands had a successful season. The 
number of whales captured, exceeded that for the preceding year by 217, and included 
3 sperm whales.

Compared with the preceding year there was a decrease of 85 in the number of 
those engaged in the fisheries. 
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The fisheries of this district, which comprises Vancouver island and part of the 


adjacent mainland, produced, during the year under review, a value amounting to 
$3,110,877. This is $324,575 more than the value for the preceding year. 
Salmon, herring and halibut returns show largely increased quantities and values; 


but the number of whales captured falls short of the preceding year’s take by 307, 


and so the value from this source is diminished accordingly.

There were 2,886° persons employed during the year in connection with the 
fisheries in the district; as against 2,380 employed during the preceding year. 

The fleet of gasoline boats was increased by the addition of 26. 

Full reports by the chief inspector for the province and the district inspectors will 
be found, together with statistical details in Appendix No. 11. 

The following table is a recapitulation of the quantities and values of all kinds 
of fish and fish products marketed, by the various provinces during thé year 1912-13 :— 
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NUMBER OF PERSONS EMPLOYED AND AMOUNT OF CAPITAL 
INVESTED IN THE FISHERIES. 


During the year 1912-13 there were employed in the actual work of fishing 
throughout the whole of Canada, 9,076 men on board of vessels and tugs and 56,005 
in boats. 

In canneries and fish-houses on shore there were employed in the work of cleaning 
the fish and preparing it for market 23,827 persons, making a grand total of 88,408 
persons directly engaged in the work of the fisheries. 

This makes an increase of 20 men on vessels, a decrease of 2,865 men in boats, 
end a decrease of 1,879 in the number of workers on shore. 

In addition to the foregoing, there were many persons employed in a more indirect 
way, such as coopers, teamsters, boat-builders, rope-makers, etc., who are not taken 
into aceccunt in making up the returns. 

The estimated total capital invested in the fisheries amounted to $24,388,459. 
Of this sum $20,442,714 was invested in connection with the sea fisheries, and 
$3,945,745 in connection with the inland fisheries. Of the total $7,744,038 represents the 
value of vessels and boats, while $16,644,421 stands for the value of fishing gear, 
canneries, fish-houses and other fixtures necessary to the carrying on of the industry. 

The following tables show the details of the number of men employed and the 
number and value of vessels, boats, etc., for the whole of Canada. Table No. 1 dis- 
tinguishes between sea and inland fisheries. Table No. 2 gives the totals by pro- 
vinces :—

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FISHERIES EXPENDITURE AND REVENUE. 


A statement of the total expenditure and revenue in connection with the fisheries 
of Canada during the fiscal year ended March 31, 1913, forms Appendix No. 1 of this 
report. : ' 

The total expenditure amounted to $761,956.74, divided amongst the various 
services as follows :— 

Salaries and disbursements of fishery officers, $198,665.17; fish breeding, $283,- 
793.43; miscellaneous expenditure, $279,498.14; and $159,996.40 distributed as fishing 
bounty. . 

The total amount received as revenue from fishing licenses, fines, etc., in the - 
different provinces was $106,469.01, which includes the sum of $13,500, paid by United 
States fishing vessels as modus vivendi fees. 


FISHING BOUNTY. 


The fishermen of the Maritime Provinces received the sum of $159,996.40 as 
bounty on their respective catches of sea fish during the season of 1912-13. 

The number of claims received during the year was 12,972, being greater than that 
of the preceding year by 98; while the number of claims paid was 12,964, an increase 
of 319. | 

The sum of $67,318.80 was paid to 965 vessels and their crews; the number of 
vessels being the same as for 1911-12. 

To boats and boat fishermen was paid the sum of $92,677.60, the number of boats 
being 11,998 and of boat fishermen 20,411; an increase of 338 boats and 704 men. 

The amount of bounty expended ‘in each province for 1912-13 was as follows :— 

Nova Scotia, $97,904.15; New Brunswick, $15,109.75; Prince Edward Island, 
$11,119; Quebec, $35,863.40. 

Since the inception of the system in 1882, the sum of $4,900,200.87 has been paid 
to fishermen and vessel and boat owners, with a view to encouraging them in the 
development of their industry. 

The regulations governing the payment of the bounty, as well as the particulars 
respecting its distribution, form Appendix No. 2. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF FISH. 


Statements showing the quantities of the chief commercial fish and fish products 
imported into Canada for home consumption, and the quantities of the chief com- 
mercial fish and fish products, the produce of Canada, exported during the fiscal year, 
1912-18, will be found in Appendix No. 12. 

The quantities of the different kinds exported in any one year do not necessarily 
bear any relation to the quantities caught in that year, for the reason that the pro- 
ducts may not be, and are not, all exported during the year in which the fish are caught. 

The figures in this appendix are taken from the report of the Customs department 
and are reproduced in such form as will readily show to what countries the various 


products of the fisheries are sent. 
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PROSECUTIONS FOR VIOLATION OF THE FISHERIES ACT. 


A return showing the number of prosecutions for violation of the Fisheries Act, 
the nature of the offences and the amount collected in fines and by sales of confiscated 
fish and gear throughout the various provinces of the Dominion during the fiscal year 
1912-13 forms Appendix No. 13. 

The return shows an increase of 268 in the number of prosecutions. 


THE FISHERIES PATROL SERVICE. 


For the prevention of illegal fishing and for the general enforcement of the 
fisheries regulations in the inland waters, and for the prevention of illegal lobster and 
other fishing on the sea coast, the Fisheries Branch has under its control in the various 
provinces a number of motor launches and small steamers. Reports on the work of 
these craft during the year 1912-13, will be found in Appendix No. 14. 


UNITED STATES FISHING VESSEL ENTRIES, ETC. 

In Appendix No, 15 will be found lists of United States fishing vessels which 
have made use of Canadian ports, and of United States fishing vessels to which modus 
vivendi licenses were issued, during the year 1912-13. 

On the Atlantic coast an aggregate of 1,890 entries were made by 300 vessels 
against 1,491 entries by 282 vessels during the preceding year. 

Modus vivendi licenses were issued to 112 United States vessels during 1912-13, 
the revenue from which amounted to $18,500, there being a decrease of one in the 
number of vessels, and of $285 in the amount of revenue. 


OYSTER CULTURE. 


In Appendix No. 16 will be found a report by Mr. Kemp, the Department’s oyster 
expert, on his work during the season of 1912. 


CANADA FISHERIES MUSEUM.

The total expenditure for all fisheries services, except civil government, for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1913, amounted to $761, 956.74. 


The total net fisheries revenue derived from rents, fines, sales and license fees

to $106,469.01.

FISHING BOUNTIES. 


The payments made for this service are under the authority of the Revised 
Statutes, 1906, chap. 46, intituled: ‘An Act to encourage the development of the Sea 
Fisheries, and the ftagie of fishing vessels,’ which provides for the payment of the 
sum of $160,000 annually, under regulations to be made from time to time by the 
Governor General in Council. 


REGULATIONS. 


The regulations governing the payment of fishing bounties were established by 
the following Orders in Council :— 


AT THE GOVERNMENT House AT OTTAWA, 


TueEspay, the 30th day of June, 1908. 


PRESENT: 


HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR GENERAL IN COUNCIL. 


Whereas, in view of the revision of the Statutes of Canada in 1906, it is neces- 
sary that the regulations governing the payment of fishing bounties which were 
adopted by order in council on the 10th December, 1887, be readopted under chapter 
46 of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1906, ‘The Deep Sea Fisheries Act’: 

And whereas new conditions require certain changes in the existing regulations 
in order to establish a better interpretation of the bounty system. 

Therefore, His Excellency the Governor General in Council is pleased to order 
that the regulations established by the order in council of the 10th December, 1897, 
under the provisions of the Bounty Act, 1891, 54-55 Victoria, chapter 42, shall be 
and the same are hereby rescinded and the following substituted therefor :— 

1. Resident Canadian fishermen who have been engaged in deep-sea fishing in 
Canadian vessels or boats for fish other than shell-fish, salmon and shad, or fish taken 
in rivers or mouths of rivers, for at least three months, and have caught not less than 
2,500 pounds of sea fish, shall be entitled to a bounty: provided always that no bounty 
shall be paid to men fishing in boats measuring less than 13 feet keel, and not more 
than 3 men (the owher included) will be allowed as claimants in boats under 20 feet. 

2. No bounty shall be paid upon fish caught in trap-nets, pound-nets and weirs, 
nor upon the fish caught in gill-nets fished by persons who are pursuing other occu- 
pations than fishing, and who devote merely an hour or two daily to fishing these nets 
but are not, as fishermen, steadily engaged in fishing. 

3. Only one claim will be allowed in each season, even though the claimant may 
have fished in two vessels, or in a vessel and a boat or in two boats. 

4. The owners of boats measuring not less than 13 feet keel, whether propelled 
by oars, sails or other motive power, which have been engaged during a period of not 
less than three months in deep-sea fishing for fish other than shell-fish, salmon or 


shad, or fish taken in rivers, or mouths of rivers, shall be entitled to a bounty on each 
such boat. 
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5. Canadian registered vessels owned and fitted out in Canada, of 10 tons and 
upwards (up to 80 tons), by whatever means propelled, contained within themselves, 
which have been exclusively engaged during a period of not less than three months 
in the catch of sea-fish other than shell-fish, salmon or shad, or fish taken in rivers, 
or mouth of rivers, shall be entitled to a bounty to be calculated on the registered 
tonnage which shall be paid to the owner or owners. 

6. Owners or masters of vessels intending to fish and claim bounty on their vessels 
must, before proceeding on a fishing voyage, procure a license from the nearest col- 
lector of customs or fishery overseer, said license to be attached to the claim when 
sent in for payment. 

7. The date when a vessel’s fishing operations shall be considered as havihg begun 
shall be the day upon which she sails from port on her fishing voyage, after the license 
has been procured, and the date upon which her fishing season shall end shall be the 
day upon which she arrives in port from her last fishing voyage prior to the 1st 
December. The three months during which a vessel must have been engaged in fish- 
ing to be entitled to the bounty, shall not include such periods as she may have been 
lying in port, provided that not more than three days may be permitted for the sale, 
transfer or discharge of her cargo of fish and refitting. 

8. Dates and localities of fishing must be stated in the claim, as well as the quan- 
tity and kinds of sea-fish caught, .— 

9. Ages of men must be given. Boys under 14 years of age not eligible as 
claimants. 

10. Claims must be sworn to as true and correct in all their particulars. 

11. Claims must be filed on or before the 30th November in each year. 

12. Officers authorized to receive claims will supply the requisite blanks free of 
charge, and after certifying the same will transmit them to the Department of Marine 
and Fisheries. 

13. No claim in which an error has been made by the claimant or claimants shall 
be amended after it has been signed and sworn to as correct. 

14. Any person or persons detected making returns that are false or fraudulent in 
any particular may be debarred from any further participation in the bounty, and 
be liable to be prosecuted according to the utmost rigour of the law. 

15. The amount of the bounty to be paid to fishermen and owners of boats and 
vessels will be fixed from time to time by the Governor in Council. 

16. All vessels fishing under bounty license, are required to carry a distinguish- 
ing flag, which must be shown at all times during the fishing voyage at the main top- 
mast head. The flag must be four feet square in equal varts of red and white, joined 
diagonally from corner to corner. Any case of neglect to carry out this regulation 
reported to the Department of Marine and Fisheries will entail the loss of the bounty, 
unless satisfactory reasons are given for its non-compliance.

ing Bounty be rescinded and the following substituted in lieu thereof :— 

5. Canadian registered vessels, owned and fitted out in Canada, of ten tons and 
upwards (up to eighty tons), by whatever means propelled, contained within them- 
selves, which have been exclusively engaged during a period of not less than three 
months in the catching of sea-fish, other than shell-fish, salmon or shad, or fish taken 
in rivers, or mouths of rivers, shall be entitled to a bounty to be calculated on the 
registered tonnage, which shall be paid to the owner or owners: Provided that vessels 
known as ‘Steam Trawlers,’ operating ‘Beam,’ ‘ Otter,’ or other such trawls, shall 
not be eligible for any such bounty.

The bounty for the year 1912 was distributed on the basis authorized by the fo!l- 
lowing order in council, approved by his Royal Highness the Governor General on 
the 25th January, 1913. 

His Royal Highness the Governor General in Council is pleased to order, and it 
is hereby ordered that the sum of one ‘hundred and sixty thousand dollars, payable 
under the provisions of chapter 46 of the Revised Statutes of Canada, 1906, intituled: 
“An Act to encourage the development of the Sea Fisheries and the building of fish- 
ing vessels,’ be distributed for the year 1912-1913 upon the following basis :— 

_ Vessels: The owners of the vessels entitled to receive bounty, shall be paid one 
dollar ($1) per registered ton, provided, however, that the payment to the owner of 
any one vessel shall not exceed the sum of eighty dollars ($80), and all vessel fishermen 
entitled to receive bounty shall be paid the sum of six dollars and ninety cents 
($6.90) each. 

Boats: Fishermen engaged in fishing in boats, who shall also have complied with 
the regulations entitling them to receive bounty, shall be paid the sum of three dollars 
and ninety-five cents ($3.95) each, and the owners of fishing boats shall be paid one 
‘dollar ($1) per boat.

There were received during the year 1912, 12,971 claims, an increase of 92 over 
1911, while the number paid was 12,964, being 349 more than in the previous year. 

The amount of bounty paid to vessels and their crews was $67,318.80, and to 
boats and boat fishermen $92,677.60, making the total payments during the year of 
$159,996.40. ; | 

Bounty was paid to 965 vessels, the same number as in 1911, the aggregate tonnage 
being 24,900 tons, an increase of 1,100 tons over 1911. The number of vessel fisher- 
men to whom bounty was paid is 6,147, an increase of 35 over last year. 

Bounty was also paid to 11,998 boats and 20,411 boat fishermen, an increase of 318 
oats and 704 men as compared with 1911.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 1. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my first annual report as fishery inspector for 
District No. 1 (the island of Cape Breton), province of Nova Scotia, for the year ended 
March 31, 1918, together with tabulated statements showing the quantities and values 
of fish caught in the several counties of the district, and the material used and persons 
employed in the fisheries. 

Richmond county.—The fishery in this section of the island, generally speaking, 
was not quite up to the average due (a) to unfavourable weather conditions, (b) scarcity 
of bait, (c) the young men giving up fishing and seeking employment in other lines, 
because of the greater opportunity to obtain ready money. 

The cod fishery was below the average; mackerel and herring results were only 
fair, owing to the fish being too far off-shore and in the deeper waters, and because 
of the prevalence of dogfish; lobster returns were about the same as last season. 
Market prices generally ruled high. 

Inverness county.—The fishery on the western shore was generally satisfactory, 
although the catch of cod, haddock, and hake was not as good as in 1911-12. The 
mackerel catch was the best in many years and the lobster returns provided, probably, 
a record season. Dogfish were not nearly so numerous as in former years. The oyster 
fishery was slack and overseers and fishermen alike are suggesting the wisdom of 
urging upon the department, the establishing of a close season covering a period of, 
at least, two or three years, so that these shell fish may have a chance to develop both 
as to size and quantity. The salmon fishery was above the average. 

Victoria county.—An increase is reported in pollock, salmon, herring and lobsters. 
The inland lake sections report 4 slight decrease generally. Mackerel were scarce, 
due to the presence of dogfish. Squid were not so plentiful as in other seasons. At 
Cape North some of the fishermen made special preparation for the prosecution of 
sword fishing and did very well indeed. 

Cape Breton county—One station notes a 50 per cent increase in the lobster 
eatch. Market prices were the highest ever obtained. 

Throughout the entire district reports show that all boats and vessels have been 
kept in good condition and represent an asset equal, practically to their initial value. 
The addition is noted of one large vessel and three small craft to the fleet of the dis- 
trict. One small vessel retired from the business. This results in a net gain of three

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“vessels over 1911-12. The reports to hand show a decrease in the number of boats 
of 481 from the previous season, a decrease of 13 in the number of tugs and smacks, 
and an increase of 35 in gasoline boats. 


All overseers report that fewer attempts at illegal fishing have come under their © 
notice, due it is believed to two parties having been heavily fined last season for 
infractions of the regulations governing this matter; that all millers are observing 
strictly the necessary care in the prevention of sawdust and mill refuse being thrown 
into the streams; and that the condition of all fishways is satisfactory.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 2. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my annual report on the fisheries of District 
No. 2 of the province of Nova Scotia, for the year ended March 31, 1913, together 
with tabulated statements showing the quantities and values of fish caught in the 
several counties of the district, and the material used and persons employed in the 
fisheries. 


The aggregate value of the catch for the year is $2,176,181; whilst the value of the 
catch for the previous year had been estimated at $2,942,456, showing a decrease ‘in 
value of about twenty-five per cent. 


About one per cent of this decrease is attributable to a difference in the rated 
value of some of the fish taken. 


Of the deep sea fish there is a decrease in cod of thirty per cent; of haddock of 
about twenty-two per cent; the catch of hake is nearly the same as reported last 
year; that of pollock shows a decrease of about nine per cent; of halibut a decrease of 
about twenty-five per cent. 


The catch of mackerel is forty per cent below that of last year, and is the smallest 
catch reported any year since I made my first report to the Department in 1890. 


The value of the herring catch is thirty per cent below that of last year. 


LOBSTERS. 


There is a decrease in the value, as compared with last year, of about ten per cent. 


In the year 1896 the labelling. of lobster cases was commenced, and the statistics 
of the annual pack can be checked by means of the labels; not only so, but the returns 
of the season’s pack is made under statutory declaration by the packers, so that the 
statistics may be relied upon as accurate, and in this district the reports give some 
interesting data. :

There are no lobsters exported fresh in shell from the Strait. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that the fishery has kept up better in the 
county of Pictou, than in any other portion of the district, and it is a fair assumption 
that this is in a measure due to the fact that a lobster hatchery has been in operation 
for many years. 

It should be remembered also, when considering the decline of the fishery, that 
the use of motor boats enables fishermen to cover a greater area and fish a larger num- 
ber of traps than formerly. 


SALMON. 


The returns show a decrease in the value of the catch of about ten per cent; 
this decrease was largely in the western portion of Halifax county. In the county of 
Guysboro the decrease was about fourteen per cent; while on the Strait of Northum- 
berland there was an increase of about fifteen per cent; and on the Bay of Fundy an 
increase of about ten per cent. 

The rivers, during the spawning season, were not in a favourable condition; the 
water being low until about the last of October. 


SHAD. 


This valuable fish is becoming scarcer every year, and the quantity reported this 
year is the smallest on record. 

The prevention of fishing during the time the fish are in the rivers for spawning, 
is apparently the only remedy, and one which should be applied promptly. 

SMELTS. 

Notwithstanding the very short period during which fishing through the ice could 

be carried on, there were more of these fish taken than last year. 
ALEWIVES. 

Appear to be decreasing rapidly. Very few of these are taken now on the Atlantic 
coast. 

There were thirty-five prosecutions for violation of the Fisheries Act during the 
year and convictions obtained in thirty-one cases. 

I regret to report the death, by drowning, of the fishermen during the year.

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REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 3. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—I respectfully present the fisheries statistical reports for District No. 3, 
comprising the counties of Lunenburg, Queens, Shelburne, Yarmouth, Digby, Anna- 
polis and Kings. The statistics have been prepared with unusual care, and can be 
fairly relied on as presenting a correct account of the catch and value of the catch. 

The year has been unusually trying on the fishermen. In the early part of the 
season bad storms prevented profitable operations. Scarcity of bait prevailed during 
the summer months. Many of the fishing vessels cruised for weeks in search of a 
supply. The latter part of the season, from December 15, a succession of heavy storms 
destroyed much gear, and prevented a successful operation. . 

There is a decrease in the total estimated marketed value of the catch from 
$5,435,779 reported last year to $4,294,657 this year, a decrease of $1,141,122. A brief 
summary will perhaps be valuable in this connection. 


LOBSTERS, 


The total catch was 129,222 ewts., as against 175,310 for the preceding year, a 
decrease of 46,088 cwts. Shelburne reports a decrease of 8,334 ewts. Yarmouth a 
decrease of 38,486 cwts.. Lunenburg a decrease of 1,641 cwts. Queens a decrease of 
1,768 ewts.' Digby shows an increase of 6,021 cwts. In Annapolis and Kings the 
decrease was about 50 per cent. The Yarmouth decrease is very marked, from 89,407 
ewts. to 50,921 cwts. 

It can easily be seen that the lobster fishing season has been disastrous. The 
heavy weather of the spring fishing of 1912, and the succession of fierce gales during 
the winter season of 1912-18 caused much damage. In many districts the loss of traps 
was fully fifty per cent, and resulted in the suspension of fishing operations. As a 
consequence an extension of ten days was granted. The prices have been good. Over 
$50 per crate has been netted on shipments of live lobsters. The price of ‘ shack,’ 
or lobsters under nine inches, has reached the highest point known, 84 cents per 
pound. This was brought about by the anxiety of the canners to secure a fair pack, 
as the first part of the season the catch hardly paid expenses. In connection with the 
general report of scarcity of large lobsters, it may be of interest to note that one 
factory alone used 268,848 small lobsters. 


COD AND HADDOCK. 


The catch of cod and haddock shows a decrease of 310,394 ewts. The figuresi are 
928,975 cwts. for the past year as against 1,239,369 the preceding year. The total 
marketed value last year was $1,810,310 as compared with $2,578,382 the preceding 
year. The Lunenburg catch fell short 180,863 cwts., as compared with the exceptional 
catch of the preceding year. The total Lunenburg figures may be of interest. This 
year the catch was 528,850 ewts., as against 709,713 cwts. 

This great decline in the catch of the Lunenburg banking fleet was due to the 
scarcity of bait and rough weather. The regular bait grounds were almost barren, 
and the vessels vainly cruised for weeks seeking a supply. The price for dried 
fish ruled somewhat lower than the preceding year, being about $5.50 per quintal. In 
connection with the dried fish statistics it may be noted that a considerable portion 
is prepared for the boneless trade, which is rapidly growing in importance. 


MACKEREL. 


The statistics of the mackerel catch are noteworthy. The past year the catch was 
45,263 ewts., as compared with 8,899 cwts. the preceding year. These figures show an 
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increase in the catch of 36,364 ewts, and an increase in the marketed value of $150,188. 

Shelburne shows an increase of 12,346 cwts. Yarmouth an increase of 14,080 
ewts. Digby an increase of 5,610 cwts. Queens an increase of 1,837 ewts. Digby 
had the first catch of any quantity for many years, the fishermen attributing it to 
the fact that sawdust was not allowed to pollute St. Mary’s bay. The Lunenburg catch 
was a great disappointment. 

The mackerel was very plentiful and much larger catches could have been made, 
had the fishermen been prepared. This is particularly true of the Woods Harbour 
and Clark’s Harbour districts of Shelburne, where the fish continued close to the shore 
for some weeks. Some of the net fishermen took 2,000 fish per day. In these two dis- 
tricts alone, with the use of traps, $100,000 worth of mackerel could have been secured. 
Immense schools were reported off shore, and a decided change in methods should be 
made in operating this important fishery. It, is well to note that the greater portion 
of the catch was sold fresh, to the American dealers, where good Dees and ready 
markets prevailed. 


HERRING. 


The total catch was 218,105 ewts., as against 180,033 the preceding year, showing 
an increase in the catch of 38,072 cwts. The principal increase was in Shelburne, 
81,222 ewts., as compared with 51,009 cwts. It will be noted that the prices are very 
low. Fresh selling at $1 per ewt., and pickled from $2.50 to $4.50 per barrel. The. 
low price secured for fresh herring-in view of the great scarcity of bait, and the 


ready market for frozen fish, is accounted for by the absence of cold storage and 
transportation facilities. 


ALEWIVES. 


There was the large increase of 11,019 cwts., in the catch of alewives, the figures 
being 29,391 ewts., as compared with 18,372 cwts., the preceding year. Yarmouth is 
responsible for the chief increase, the catch being 24,869 cwts., as against 11,918 cwts., 
the preceding year. Kings shows an increase of 735 ewts. Alewives are a good bait _ 
and a fairly good fish for food. The usual low price is due to the small and uncertain 
catch, and the lack of ready storage facilities. 

Hake and cusk increased 32,780 cwts., while pollock shows a decrease of 89,210 
ewts. Halibut decreased 13,851 cwts. The smelt and shad catch were very small. 
Smelt decreased from 1,263 ewts. to 408 ewts., and shad from 411 ewts. to 252 ewts. 


SHELL FISH. 


Clams increased from 16,566 barrels to 20,048 barrels, chiefly in Digby and Anna- 
polis. Winkles and scallops are new entries in the statistical forms. Of the 1,658 
ewts. reported, 658 represent the winkles in Digby, having a marketed value of $1,645, 
and the remaining 1,000 ewts are scallops, from Tancock island, Lunenburg. This is 
an important and valuable shell-fish, and needs protection against the present waste- 
ful fishing methods. A close season for the spawning months, and a size limit of 
three inches, would be of benefit, The catch last year was about 500,000. by count. 


INLAND FISHERIES. 


The returns are obviously incomplete, and cannot show the value of these fisheries, 
as large catches are annually made by sportsmen and others, from whom no returns 
are received. The lamentable condition of the rivers and streams~from a fishing 
point of view is to be deplored, and demands most earnest consideration. 
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MEN AND MATERIAL. 


The gathering of these statistics has been carefully made, and important changes 
will be noted. The total value of fishing property shows an increase of $906,455 over - 
that of the preceding year. The figures are $3,814,536 as compared with $2,908,081 for 
the preceding year. The value of Lunenburg property has been greatly underestimated. 
Lunenburg town alone possessing more than was formerly reported for the whole 
county. About thirty new vessels were added the past year to the banking fleet from 
this county, and forty smaller vessels were added to the off-shore fleet, making a total 
- of 177, with a valuation of $1,440,320. In view of this addition to the Lunenburg fleet, 
an explanation is needed as to the cause for the actual decrease in the number of 
vessels reported for the whole district, 873 as compared with 399 the preceding year. 
A considerable number of large boats, throughout the district, were formerly reported 
as vessels, and there was a decrease of 12 vessels reported from Yarmouth county, 
which decrease is due to the lack of facilities for the fresh fish trade. Under present 
conditions it does not pay to pickle or dry fish for the market, and the result is that 
there is no development in the industry in Yarmouth county. The prosperity of the 
off-shore fisheries of the province depends on the facilities for handling and marketing 
fresh fish. There is little or no market in Yarmouth county, and the fishermen are not 
in love with the expense and labour of drying or pickling their catch. And there will 
be no betterment in the industry in this section without cold storage facilities and 
improved transportation. The Pubnicos would afford a centre for the operation of a 
plant, and with proper rail connections could market the goods on practically equal 
terms with Digby, where a large trade has been developed in connection with the 
smoked fish and finnan haddie business. 

There is a large decrease in the reported number of freezers and ice houses, smoke 
and fish houses, and piers and wharfs, which is accounted for by a greater discrimina- 
tion in gathering the statistics. 

The number of men employed in vessels and tugs, 4,161 shows a slight increase 
‘over the preceding year. The Lunenburg fleet employs 2,718 men. The number 
employed in boats, 7,400 is an increase of nearly 380. The great falling off in the 
number employed in fish houses, freezers and canneries, 1,892 as compared with 3,337 
the preceding year, is accounted for by the former practice of duplication of men 
otherwise enumerated, and by counting helpers of a most temporary character. The 
total number of persons employed in the industry -is 13,453, as against the 14,417 
reported last year. 


PATROL BOAT SERVICE. 


The service of last year has been satisfactory. The close lobster season was well 
observed, and has gained the hearty support of the fishermen by the general and indis- 
criminating nature of the service. Men who were outspoken against the activity of 
the service have expressed satisfaction over its success, and others who held to the 
impossibility of such law enforcement are now ardent believers in its possibilities. 
The enlargement and perfecting of this service cannot be too strongly recommended, 
particularly in connection with the lobster industry. | 

The officers are to be commended for their activity and zeal in the service.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 1. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—I have the honour to present herewith my seventh annual report on the 
fisheries of District No. 1, province of New Brunswick, consisting of the counties of 
Charlotte and St. John, together with the statistics of the different subdivisions. 
The value of the yield for this year is $1,612,599, against $2,092,353 for the previous 
year. The year 1911-12, however, was a phenomenal one for the fishing industry of 
this section, and, while the value of the catch for the past year falls $479,954 behind 
that for the previous year, it, at the same time has been a good year for the fisher- 
men; in fact the value of the yield for this year is greater than that of any one for the 
last ten years, excepting, of course, 1911-12. The depreciation in the value of this 
year’s yield .must not be attributed to a falling off in the supply of fish, but rather 
to the depression in the United States canned sardine markets. Owing to over pro- 
duction of canned sardines during the previous year, the American markets became 
overstocked and prices took a tremendous slump. This, of course, meant that Ameri- 
can sardine herring buyers at the weirs in this district would not be very anxious 
for fish and would only pay low prices for what they did buy. As a result of these cir- 
cumstances, I am placing the valuation of sardines at $1 per barrel, instead of $2 as 
in the past. The value of sardines at the wiers this year was $280,282. If the usual 
prices were paid, these same fish wouid have brought $560,564. All other branches, 
excepting pollock, were good—some exceptionally good. 


HERRING. 


There is a falling off in the value of the large herring fishery, although there is 
an increase in the catch; poor prices being the rule. The chief item under this head- 
ing is the smoked herring industry at Grand-Manan and, while the output of these 
was practically the same as last year, owing to the high prices during 1911-12, the 
total value of cured herring during that year was $286,209 against $196,793 for this 
year. The amount of barelled pickled herring gets less each year. 


SARDINES. 


At the beginning of this report I have at some length explained the outstanding 
features of this branch during the present year, and can only add that in addition te 
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the low priées paid the fishermen, and consequent poor returns, there were thousands 
of hogsheads allowed to pass out of the wiers, as there were no markets for them. This 
unfortunate phase was particularly true of St. John county. The fishermen having 
done well by seining sardines there during the past few seasons, when prices were good, 
built a number of new weirs so that they could more successfully prosecute the fishery. 
But, as the American buyers were not carrying on operations with their usual vigor, 
they confined their purchasing area to the weirs close at hand—in Charlotte county— 
and the St. John men had very few opportunities to sell. The output of the Charlotte 
county eanneries was fully up to the average, the pack being 84,977 cases, valued at 
$424,885. I am pleased to be able to report, however, that at this writing the markets 
for sardine herring are excellent, the immense new cannery at Chamcook is running 
and sardine herring are now bringing from $2 to $2.50 per barrel. Therefore, it is 
safe to presume that market conditions will continue good for all the season and the St. 
John county weir men, and those from Charlotte county as well, will be afforded oppor- 
tunities to sell their catches at remunerative prices. 


SALMON. 


The salmon catch has remained practically stationary during the past two years, 
3,353 cwts. valued at $50,295 during 1911-12 and 8,295 ewts for this year, valued at 
$49,425. 


LOBSTERS. 


It is extremely gratifying to be able to report u large increase in both the yield 
and value of this fishery. In 1911-12 the. catch was 8,539 ewts. worth $128,085, against 
12,410 cwts. valued at $186,150 for this year. In my opinion, the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries is responsible for the condition of the lobster fishery to a greater 
extent than it is in any of the other branches. The other kinds come in from the 
ocean, at certain seasons, and all that are not taken depart again, either to return to 
the off shore grounds or else along the American shores on their way to warmer waters. 
No matter which of these routes they take they find many fishermen waiting for them, 
and, no doubt, very few ever come back again. Not so with the lobsters. They may 
be compared with our domestic animals. They are hatched and reared, live and die 
right off our own shores, and, are therefore the particular wards of the department, 
if I may use the term. The present size limit 82 inches length of carapace has done 
wonders for the lobster fishery in this district. The value of the catch for 1910, which 
was the last year of the nine-inch size limit, was only $77,860, while the value of this 
year’s catch, as above stated, reaches the magnificent total of $186,150, an increase of 
nearly one hundred and fifty per cent. Flattering as these figures are, there is still 
room for improvement—not in the regulations, but in the enforcement of them. 
Being situated so close to the American border it is comparatively easy for fishermen 
with fast motor boats to slip over on the other side with sinall lobsters. As the State 
of Maine size limit is the same as ours, the lobsters are not marketed there. But being 
protected by the ‘Through Bill of Lading,’ which the fisherman makes out en route, 
they pass through Maine to their destination in either Boston or New York. JI am 
pleased that your department has taken up this matter of ‘Through Bills of Lading,’ 
with the United States authorities, and am in hopes that your efforts will be successful, 
and this great avenue through which quantities of small lobsters have passed, be shut 
off. If these ‘ Bills of Lading’ would not be recognized by the State of Maine officials, 
it would be much easier for our officials to carry out the law: Every dollar spent by 
your department for lobster protection adds to the value of the fishery. With the new 


patrol boats to be built, I am in hopes of having much better means for looking after 
the lobsters than heretofore. 


ss 
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COD, HAKE, HADDOCK AND POLLOCK. 


There was a noticeable increase in the cod catch, 18,160 ewts. in 1911-12 and 25,253 
this year. Hake increased from 79,412 during the previous year to 97,524 this season. 
There is an increase in the reported catch of haddock. The figures given being 10,382 


~ ewts. for 1911-12 and 20,532 ewts. this year. These figures are somewhat misleading, 


as the fishermen sell their small cod fresh with the haddock and report them to the 
officers as being all haddock. As a matter of fact, haddock are becoming scarcer each 
year. This, no doubt, is due to the large fleet of American and Canadian fishing 
vessels operating in the mouth of the Bay of Fundy all the year round and catching up 


the haddock before they can enter the inshore waters. Pollock were not so plentiful 


as during the previous year. Our fishermen are very apprehensive as to the future 
of this important fishery. They fear that unless the United States Government 
take steps to stop purse seining and carry out the laws against using explosives to kill 
fish, our pollock fishery will become depleted. 


ALEWIVES. 


There was a large increase in the catch of alewives, compared with the previous 


season. 
VALUE OF MATERIALS USED IN THE FISHING [NDUSTRY. 


There is a large increase in the value of the vessels, boats, weirs, canneries, &e. 
The value for 1911-12 was $1,404,372 and $1,858,844 for this year. The number of 
persons engaged in the industry, either as fishermen or employees, increased from 3,477 
to 3,910. The large increase in the value is almost entirely due to the erection of the 
immense sardine plant by the Canadian Sardine Company, Limited, at Chamecook. 
The value of this plant is given as being $257,000, and their fleet of sardine carriers 
at $67,500. The number of motor boats used by the fishermen increased from 681 to. 
780, and their value from $172,425 to $216,400. I may add that I believe we have the 
best fleet of motor fishing boats to be found anywhere in the world. However, there- 
should be regulations compelling the owners to equip them with effective mufflers. 


CONCLUSION. 


Generally speaking, the regulations were very well carried out. Some lobster- 
fishing was done during the close season. The resident fishery officers can do very 
little toward preventing violations of this nature. Patrol boat No. 2 had all of this 
work to do. As she is slow and can only go in good weather, it was impossible for her- 
crew to keep all of the fishermen from putting out traps. I am anticipating very little 
fishing during the close seasons after the new patrol boats are off. As you are aware, 
death has claimed Captain Silas Mitchell, of Patrol Boat No. 2. Mr. Mitchell was 
a capable and efficient officer. and his loss will not only be felt in the service, but in 
the community in which he lived as well. 

Once again I desire to thank both you and the officials of the department for 
courteous treatment during the year.

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REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 2. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my report on the fisheries of District No. 2, 
in the province of New Brunswick, for the fiscal year 1912-18, also returns of the catch 
with disposition of the same, and an estimate of the capital employed in the prosecu- 
tion of these fisheries, together with the number of persons engaged therein. These 
returns show an aggregate value of $2,611,333, which is $150,422 less than the value for 
last year, owing to there being a large falling off in all kinds of shellfish, which was at 
least partly caused by bad weather. 


"SALMON. 


More were caught than during the previous year, notwithstanding the unfavour- 
able season, and they were reported as exceedingly plentiful on the spawning grounds 
last fall. The extension of time for fly fishing is strongly objected to by net fishermen. 


SHAD. 


This fishery continues to decrease and I am afraid will continue to do so, notwith- 
standing commissions, &c., unless a close time is established while they are spawning. 
Even the proposed help of hatcheries appears problematical. 


HERRING. 
Immense quantities were taken as usual for all purposes, many being smoked in the 
large houses erected for that purpose at Baie Verte, Point du Chene, &c. 
MACKEREL. 


Fishing for these is now prosecuted very successfully, with large gasoline boats 
on several parts of our coasts, and many more such craft will be engaged in it, in the 
coming season than heretofore. 


COD. 


Bad weather and in some eases shortage of bait, interfered with this very import- 
ant fishery, still the catch was fully an average one. 


SMELTS. 


More were taken than for several years past, reaching to nearly 8,000,000 lbs. 
(4,000 tons). The importance of this coming in the winter season, when there is 
scarcely any other fishing being prosecuted, can hardly be overestimated; it means 
hundreds of thousands of dollars paid out to the inhabitants just when most needed, 
and I do not believe these little fish are at all diminishing in numbers, notwithstanding 
that many times more of them are eaten by other fish than are caught. 


SHELLFISH. 


It is certainly to be hoped that the present commission, composed of men of large 
experience, may work out something to benefit these permanently. There is little 
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doubt, fall fishing for lobsters after all spawning is done for the season, would make 
it difficult to fish them out. 

As to oysters, the cultivation of suitable ground where none exist now, even in 
locations where this is amongst live beds, would not only make such ground pro- 
ductive, but would vastly increase the output of such live beds from the spat that 
would be carried onto them from such freshly cultivated areas. Extensive cultivation 
which has been so successfully carried on in other countries can alone save and restore 
the oyster. 

The eatch of other kinds of fish was about an average one, with very high prices.

REPORT OF THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 3 (INLAND). 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir —I have the honour to submit my eleventh annual report on the condition 
of the fisheries in the inland waters of New Brunswick, for the fiscal year 1912-13, 
together with a statistical statement of the quantity and value of fish taken, the mate- 
rial used, and the number of persons temporarily engaged therein. 

By a more systematic, and I trust a more correct method of gathering the statis- 
ties, I doubt not that this report is about as nearly correct as it is possible to get it. 

While I have always advised my officers, and have tried to get as near to the truth 
about the different catches myself, as possible, I have, where estimating has to be 
done, as it has in the case of trout, and some others, been careful to try and make the 
statistics as reliable as possible. 

I am pleased to state that the financial result for the past year shows a betterment 
of over eight thousand dollars over that of 1911-12, as may be seen by the following :—

While this sum of money ($40,000) is not a great one, when distributed amongst 
quite a number of people, it must be remembered that a comparatively small number of 
them give a great amount of time to the fisheries, suffer little hardships, with practi- 
cally no risk to life or limb, and while the value of material is about equal to the 
annual catch of fish, none ef the material has to be renewed each season, and some of 
it lasts for years. 

The season was not considered favourable for salmon fishing, nevertheless the 
eeneral result appears to have been quite satisfactory. 

I think there is no doubt but that this fishery has very much improved in these 
waters within the last decade. . : 

There was quite a number of salmon taken with the fly, at different pools in the 
St. John river between Fredericton and Grand Falls. and some excellent sport was 
enjoyed. 
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I believe there are hundreds of places along this beautiful river where sport of 
this nature might be enjoyed if it were but tried at the proper height of water, as these 
_ fish pass up in easy stages and stop in the different pools as they go. 

The trout fishing was quite satisfactory last season. This sport, of course, appeals 
to the’great majority of fishermen, as it costs very little to outfit, and almost every 
brook has its quota of trout. The best fishing is to be found, of course, farthest from 
the settled districts. : 

Much could be done to improve fishing if trout fry could be conveniently had and 
placed in some of the better streams. 

I would respectfully call attention to the suggestion respecting this matter in 
Overseer McKay’s report, which will be found embodied herein. 

The shad fishery was fairly satisfactory, considering the condition it has been in 
for some years. 

I trust that good results will follow the operations of the floating hatchery, that 
it will be followed up for some years at least, and that if results justify such, it will 
be a permanent affair. 

The great run of alewives last season was one of the remarkable features in con- 
nection with the St. John river fisheries. They were late running, and only for a short 
time, but in that time the accustomed fishing grounds appeared to be literally alive 
with them and great hauls were made for which good prices were obtained. 

Sturgeon, pickerel and bass show an increased catch, and I trust that this is an 
indication, respecting sturgeon and bass, at least of a permanent increase, and that 
they will come to somewhere near what these fisheries were years ago, before proper 
regulations were enacted for their protection. 

Reports from my officers all indicate that the fisheries of this district, with the 
exception of that for shad, are hoiding their own, and some materially improving. 

Local conditions affect the catches in some districts, and cause fluctuations, but, 
speaking generally, the future appears encouraging. 

Overseer McKay, York county, reports :— 

“I am pleased to be able to say that salmon were never so plentiful in the St. 
John river during my term of office as in the past season; but the catch was not so 
large as it might have been, in consequence of the very heavy freshets that prevailed 
during the season, preventing fishermen setting their nets for a considerable portion 
of the time. 

Shad showed some increase; but the high water hindered the fishery until the 
last few days of the season; hence the catch was very little above last year. 

Trout, gaspereaux, &c., showed no material change from last year. 

Fortunately for the local sportsmen, the open season for fly fishing was extended. 
This extension was much appreciated, and there was taken a goodly number of fine 
salmon, some of which weighed upwards of twenty pounds. 

I again call attention to the necessity of installing a trout hatchery at some 
central place within easy reach of our lakes and small streams, so that there might 
be put into them such a supply of this sporting fish as to induce foreigners—as also 
natives—to visit these waters in the summer and spend their money building cottages, 
employing guides, and purchasing provisions and other necessaries. Salmon fre- 
quent only certain rivers, while every stream has some trout, and if these streams 
were well stocked with trout they would be sought by many sportsmen who would not 
go a long distance to a salmon river.’ 

I had the good fortune last season to be able to visit the head waters of one of the 
branches of the Tobique river, the natural breeding waters of, what some say, is the 
finest salmon in Canada. 

This was made possible, partially by the kindness of the Tobique salmon club 
making all arrangements and standing part of the expense of my trip, together with 
Mr. Donald Fraser, jr., of Plaster Rock, lessee of part of the Tobique waters, who 
allowed me the use of his lodge at the head waters, and brought me out from the 
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‘Forks’ of the Tobique in his motor car to his home, some thirty odd miles. Mr. 
Fraser has re-leased his part, with the exception of one pool, to the club. 

The Tobique salmon club, undoubtedly, has had a large share in the preservation 
and improvement of the salmon fishery, not only of the Tobique waters, but of the 
whole of the St. John waters, by the very efficient protective service on the Tobique, 
for about twenty years, leasing it when at a very much fished-out state, and by large 
expenditures of money and good management, bringing it back to a grand salmon 
river. ; 

Mr. Thomas F. Allen, superintendent for the Tobique club, is proud, as well he 
may be, of the results of his management for all these years. 

Plans are made and the material is on the ground for the construction of two fish- 
ways for obstructions in the Salmon river, Victoria county. 

These will be built as soon as the water gets low eneugh to do the work. 

Although this stream is not so large as the Tobique, and goes very low in a dry 
season, the water is cold and beautiful; there are dozens of splendid pools and with 
continuous stocking with fry, and proper protection it is hoped to make it a very valu- 
able sport fishing stream. 

Plans are made and orders given, also, for fishways to be placed in two dams in the 
Nashwaak river, York county. These are to be built the present season. This river 
is reported to have been a great salmon river years ago, but the immense quantities 
of lumber brought down it for half a century or more has so broken down the banks 
and filled up and widened the bed of the river, that in a dry season, salmon find it 
difficult to navigate it. However, there are some good pools and we hope for good 
results there also. 

A small supply of salmon fry was placed in the Nashwaak last season and more 
has been applied for, for the same purpose this season. 

In closing this’ report I wish to express my appreciation for kindly and patient 
treatment by all officials with whom IJ have had dealings.

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND. . 


REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF THE PROVINCE. 


To the Superintendent of fisheries, 
Ottawa. é 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my annual report on the fisheries of the province 
of Prince Edward Island for the year 1912-13; together with statistics showing the 
catch in detail in each county and locality. 

I have to report a very large increase in the number of gasoline boats for the 
season, over 200 more than for the previous year. Fishermen almost decline to prosecute 
the industry if not provided with them. 

I am pleased to report an increase of $173,510 in the value of the fisheries over 
that for the preceeding year. 

LOBSTERS. 


I have to report an increase in the value of lobsters packed of $159,276. Owing 
to the exceptionally clear and calm weather during the season, no fishing gear was 
destroyed. 

The price paid to fishermen being higher than in former years, made it 
profitable for them, and more particularly to fishermen on the north side of the 
Island. The lobster fishing on the south side has been falling off for sometime, and 
fishermen attribute the shortage to the large number of traps set on the New Bruns- 
wick side. 


OYSTERS. 


Although the oyster season was very rough and the number of days that fisher- 
men could prosecute this branch reduced, the catch was about equal to last season, 
_ and the beds well stocked with small oysters. 


CoD. 


I have to report a decrease of $13,664 in the value of this fishery. Codfishing 
in Kings County was practically a total failure. The total catch was only about one 
third of the usual one. 


HAKE. 


The hake fishing shows an increase of $22,511, more than double the value for the 
previous year ; this may be attributed to the plentiful supply of fresh bait, for with 
sufficient supply of bait good catches are almost assured. 


HERRING. 


The catch of herring was considerably in excess of the previous year. Enough 
were securred for baiting purposes and enabled fishermen to successfully prosecute other 
fisheries. 
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MACKEREL. 


The catch of mackerel was about the same as in 1911. The fish were quite large 
in size but did not school in any large bodies as in former years. 


SMELTS. 


The weather conditions were so mild that no ice formed to enable fishermen to set 
their nets until the season was well advanced. The season’s catch was small but 
somewhat in excess of previous years. 


QUAHAUGS. 


The catch of quahaugs is yearly becoming smaller. This year shows a decreased 
value of $12,432, and it almost appears as if the end of this fishery were not far distant. 


SYNOPSIS OF REPORT FROM OVERSEER KEAYS, OF KINGS COUNTY. 


LOBSTERS. 


There was a substantial increase in the lobster fishery in this county over previou 
years, due cheifly to fine weather and abundance of bait. 


COD. 


Was practically a failure in this county. The total catch was about one third of 
last year, although there was much more preparation made by fishermen than 
previously. 

The spring school did not strike the coast, and the fishermen give as a reason that 
ice left the gulf so early that it permitted the Nova Scotia and American codfishing 
fleet to get down to cape North in time to break up the school of fish, consequently very 
few visted our coast. 


HAKE. 


Hake was about the average, due chiefly to the good supply of fresh bait procured 
from fish traps in this district. 


SMELTS. 


The weather was so mild that no ice formed until the season was well advanced 
to enable fishermen to set their bagnets and consequently the catch was small. 

The close seasons were well observed by packers and fishermen. There were some 
reports of illegal packing from the southern part of the county, but I was unable to 
obtain facts to warrant prosecution. 

The weather was fair during the season, and no loss of life or property occurred in 
my district.

REPORT ON THE SEA FISHERIES OF THE GULF DIVISION. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir.—I beg to submit the annual return, showing the statistics of the Fisheries 
of the Gulf Division, Province of Quebec, for the season of 1912-18. These statistics 
show an increase in value of some $120,000 over. those of the previous season. 

The summer of 1912 in the Gulf of St. Lawrence was a remarkable one. It was 
cold, dull and wet all through the months of July, August and September, and while 
we had no very severe gales, yet the weather was constantly rough. 

SALMON. 

The returns, from this fishery, show a considerable increase; the catch in the nets, 
both on the South and North shores of the Gulf, was better than that of the previous 
season. On the lower north shore the catch was particularly good; the sport fishing 
- was'late in Feginning, but owing to the high water in the rivers, due to constant rains, 
and cool weather, the fishing was good right up to the close of the season. On most 
cf the rivers tke fshing closed at the usual date, and the extension in the fishing season 
was not taken advantage of. Most of our sportsmen are business men, who can only 
afford to remain on their rivers during what is kept and recognized as the regular 
holiday season; this ends with the middle of August. 

Some of our sa’mon rivers, particularly on the south shore, are greatly overnetted, 
and it seems particularly unfair, where the sportsmen, with the view of improving 
tke rivers, are buying out the nets in the channels and estuaries, that the local gov- 
ernment should persist in issuing new licenses. As long as this is done I see no use 
in the sportsren buying out the nets as they are doing. It should surely be possible 
for the sporting clubs to come to some arrangement, with the local government 
authorities, by which no new net licenses should be issued in the neighbourhood of 
estuaries, or rivers where the sportsmen are spending money in the purchase of net- 
ting rights, with the view of improving the conditions in the rivers. 
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LOBSTERS. 


The lobster pack was below that of 1911, being some 2,000 cases short. The total 
revenue figures out at about the same amount; this is altogether due to the increased 
value per case, which, for this season, we have fixed at $18. As the pack decreases, 
the cost to the consumer must naturally rise. 


COD. 


The cod fishery, over many parts of the coast, was a failure; this was particularly 
the case along the river shore, from Cape de Rosier West, and on the Labrador from 
Natashquan East as far as Blane Sablons. On this coast the capelin never came in, 
consequently the summer fishing, from the middle of June to the end of July, which 
is usually made with seines, and trap-nets, was a complete failure. Under ordinary 
conditions the cod follow the capelin schools right inshore among the islands, school- 
ing on the surface like herring or mackerel. When schooling in this way the cod will 
not take the hook, they are generally gorged with capelin. Fortunately for the people, 
the sa'mon net fishing was: good, and many turned their attention to lobster packing, 
while, late in the fall the deep water cod fishery, with hook and line, was fairly good. 
Had it not been for this, we would have had to deport many families from the Labra- 
dor, or have furnished them with sufficient supplies to have tided them over the winter. 
A: good many of the younger men left the coast, and found employment in the lumber 
camps at Anticosti, Clarke City, or elsewhere. 

The north shore cod fishermen are beginning to fear that the present method of 
conducting the whale fishery, which has greatly decreased the number of whales, 
usually found off the Labrador coast in summer, is the cause of the failure in the 
summer cod fishery. Certain it is that the capelin, on which the summer cod fishery 
is undoubtedly dependent, have not, for the past three seasons, struck inshore as they 
formerly did. There is no doubt that the capelin were largely preyed on by the 
wha'es, and it may have been this which drove them inshore in such great abundance, 
being no longer chased by the whales, the great schools of these bait fish, remain off 
shore in deep water, and the cod stay by them. Whether there is anything in this, I 
am hardly prepared to say, but the idea, that there is a good deal in it, is now held by 
the cod fishermen, all round Newfoundland, and on the Labrador. 

On the coast of Gaspé, from Cape de Rosier to Point Macquereau, the cod fishery 
was good. The price of dry cod was unusually high, and where the fishery was good 
the fishermen made big wages. 


HERRING. ~ 


Herring were very abundant all through the season, and on the coast from Cape 
de Rosier to Matane, where the cod fishery failed, the pack of pickled herring was 
unusually heavy. Unfortunately this fish is so carelessly cured, that the returns to 
the fishermen from it were small. The market for this fish, which in our ease is 
Quebec, became glutted. The common soft wood barrels, with only a few wooden 
hoops, in which their herring is packed, won’t. stand handling. They will not hold 
the pickle, so that much of the pack got rusty, and bad, and had actually to. be thrown 
away. This is an old story in connection with our herring fishery. The fishermen 
seem quite unwilling to learn that they are the losers by their careless manner of 
curing and packing this fish. I see no hope of any improvement, short of a strict 
inspection made on the spot where the fish are packed. There would be a great kick 
against anything of the kind, but there can be no doubt, whatever, that with a careful 
pack, the market for our herring would be greatly extended, and the fishermen them- 
selves would be the real gainers. Our herring are quite as good as any taken on 
the Scotch, Dutch or Norwegian coasts, yet due solely to our inferior packages, and 
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our careless and stupid methods of curing these fish, we have only a limited market, 
and we get an insignificant return for them. 


MACKEREL. 


The mackerel fishery at the Magdalen Islands was poor. The fish kept off shore. 
In the Bay of Chaleur a fairly good fishery was made by a number of small vessels 
from Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island; the fish were all taken by drifting. 
Though these fish were all taken in our inshore waters, and the vessels’ engaged in 
the fishery harboured in our harbours, yet their catch, not having been landed in our 
division, does not figure in our returns. 


WHALES, 


Ninety whales were taken by the two whaling steamers which operate in con- 
nection with the factory at Seven Islands. The whales were thin, and did not yield 
the average quantity of oil. One Black (Right) whale was taken well up the river 
above Manicouagan. This is the first black whale killed in the Gulf for sixty years. 
In 1850 Captain Coffin of Gaspé, in the old fashioned whaling day, killed two black 
whales, late in the fall, well up the river, near St. Thomas. In pre-revolutionary days, 
whalers from New England used to kill a good many black or right whales in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. The whale of this species, killed this season by Captain Soren- 
son, was 57 feet long, girthed 48 feet, and yielded 140 barrels of oil, and over half a 
ton of bone, nine feet long. This baleine, commonly called bone is worth over £2,000 
a ton. 


BAIT. 


Bait, except on the Labrador, was fairly abundant. We did not see anything 
like as much squid as usual, but as before said, herring were abundant all through 
the season. 

Except at the Magdalen Islands where we always have some poaching for lobsters 
in the lagoons, the regulations were well observed. Many traps were found, and 
destroyed, in the lagoons at the Magdalen Islands; and one considerable seizure of 
illegally packed lobsters was made, these were, after trial, confiscated and sold. 


INLAND SECTION OF THE GULF DIVISION. 


Practically all the commercial fishing in this section is made by means of brush, 
or woven wire weirs, the leaders of which extend from the shore, and dry out at low 
water. This method of fishing can only be carried out successfully when there are 
flat beaches, and a considerable rise and fall of tide. As we have no fishery officers 
of our own on either shore of the river, between Rimouski and Quebec, I am not able 
to vouch for the absolute accuracy of the statistics for this section; they have been 
collected with as much care ag possible, by consulting those who were considered best 
able to givé us a general estimate. The farmers who fish these péches are not always 
able to tell us just how much they do catch, and they are generally afraid to say much 
about the fishery, as they have the idea that we propose to put some kind of tax on 
them, based on their catch, so that I do not think that we get an over estimate of it. 
There are really no regular fishermen in the section; these weirs being fished by 
farmers, who enjoy, from old time, the right to fish on their respective fronts. As far 
as we have been able to ascertain there was a slight improvement in the fishery over 
the season of 1911. These weirs are very destructive engines; nothing escapes them, 
and the quantity of undersized striped bass, and sturgeon destroyed by them is 
enormous.

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REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF THE EASTERN TOWNSHIPS. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa, Ont. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my annual report for the fiscal year 1912-1913, 
together with statistical returns. 

‘From the information obtained from the local fishery officers and from fishermen 
of the district, fishing was better last year than the preceding year and although the 
temperature was not favourable last year, no fish died, as happened before in certain 
districts of the Dominion. 

The regulations regarding fishing were more generally observed and the fishery 
officers had less trouble, as the public seemed to be more interested in the protection 
of the fish. There were certain sections, however, where the regulations were dis- 
regarded, especially in parts of the district where the fish were not so plentiful and 
where the officers were indifferent regarding their duties. 

We noticed that the fishery regulations were better observed in places where 
licenses had been granted: the fishery officers were more active and the public more 
careful to comply with the regulations and protect the fish. 

In the counties of St. Jean and Chambly, the fish were abundant last year, especi- 
ally in the upper portion of the Richelieu river, where bass and doré are of a large 
size. Kels also, were very plentiful at Iberville; this fishing presented fewer difficulties 
than formerly and was less remunerative. The regulations regarding fishing were 
well observed in this part of the district. 

In the counties of Missisquoi and Iberville, at Missisquoi bay and Burbet river, 
fishing was very good last year and more remunerative. The local officers were active 
and the regulations better observed. 

In the counties of Stanstead and Sherbrooke, lakes Massawippi and Mem- 
phremagog, the waters of these lakes were well stocked with fish and much fishing was 
done by sportsmen during the fine season. We noticed an increase in the quantity of 
trout in lake Memphremagog. A strict watch should be kept on night-lines in this 
locality. The fishery officers seemed to be attentive to their duties. 

In the counties of Shefford and Brome, fishing was better last year. There was 
no disease among the fish as there was the preceding year, and pike, together with 
other different kinds of fish were plentiful in the upper part of the Yamaska river. 

In the counties of St. Hyacinthe, Bagot, Rouville, the Yamaska river and its 
tributaries offered more advantages than formerly, both as regards the quantity and 
quality of the fish. There were, however, certain contraventions to the fishery regula- 
tions at different points where spearing is carried on in the Spring. 

-In the counties of Richmond, Mégantic and Beauce, there was little progress 
made in the replenishing of the several streams in that part of the district, and there 
could be no great improvement as long as the saw-mills situated on the different 
rivers, especially the Chaudiére river, disregard the fishery laws. There are few fish 
in these waters and the regulations are unobserved, the public caring little about pro- 
tecting the fish. 

For the better protection of the fish, I wish to make the following suggestions :— 

That a strict watch be kept on night-line fishing; and that it be forbidden from 
October 15 to June 15. 

In all of the St. Lawrence river, together with its tributaries, the use of nets, if 
not totally forbidden, be allowed only from October 1 to December 31, the mesh of

these nets to be not less than 3 inches. 
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That the use of seines during the winter, if not all together forbidden, should at 
least, be closely watched.

sir,—I beg to submit to you my report for the year ended 31st of March 1913, 


together with the statistical returns. 
During the year, I had opportunity to visit the different sections of my district 
and found conditions to be as follows: 7 


LAKE ST. LOUIS.. 


Fishing is chiefly done on the South Shore from Dundee to Valleyfield. The 
law is better observed since a few years. There is scarcely any netting being done 
now, owing, perhaps, to the overseers being more careful. I must, however, make an 
exception about Coteau du Lac at ‘ River Delisle’ where there is no fish way on the 
dam, thereby preventing the fish from going up the river to spawn. 


LAKES ST. LOUIS AND TWO MOUNTAINS. 


Owing to the disappearance of seines there is an improvement in these two 
fishing grounds. I must admit, however, that there are still nets for minnows being 
used but, I may say, on, the whole, that the law is better obeyed than previously. 


“LAPRAIRIE. 


There is still reason to complain of the manner in which fishing is being carried 
on in this district. The closed season is completely ignored and, in my opinion, no 
improved state of affairs can be expecied if the use of nets is not absolutely prohibited 
in all seasons and for a determined number of years. 


CHAMBLY AND VERCHERES. 


No improvement can be reported in this district since my last report, although 
severe punishments are imposed when a case can be made against some offender. 
Fishing is indulged in on Sundays as well as every day of the week. 


RICHELIEU. 


Tt affords me great pleasure to report that the progress stated in-my last report . 
is continuing. The stock is improved and econtraventions are on the decrease. 
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LAKE ST. PETER. 


To my great regret, I have no progress to report about these fishing grounds. -I 
have seized, destroyed and confiscated lagge quantities of nets, hnd that to no effect. 
It looks as though the overseers were afraid to use their authority. Fishing is 
indulged in night and day, Sundays included, and with every kind of net. - 


NICOLET, 


What I have just said about Lake St. Peter may be said about this place. The 
law is completely ignored: small sturgeon, pickerel and immature fish of. all kinds 
are caught in hoop nets, seines with small meshes and night lines. They are sold 
around the neighbouring country. ) | 

In St. Maurice, Maskinongé, Berthier, L’Assomption, Laval, Terrebonne, fishing 
is done without any restriction whatever. Nets with small meshes are used freely 
everywhere. Although there are overseers in these parts of my district, they are 
never seen or heard from. ‘An exception may be made in favour of the overseer of 
Three Rivers who attends carefully to his duties. 


JACQUES CARTIER AND VAUDREUIL. 


In both these counties I have ascertained with pleasure that the law is better 
observed than in previous years. 


CHAMPLIN AND PORTNEUF. 


No perceptible improvement can be reported. The fishermen persist in claiming 
that they have been given permits by the former Seigniors of the place and maintain 
that no law can exist against their freedom. 


BELLECHASSE. 


I haye no improvement to report since last year. Small fish of every kind are 
caught needless'y. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Licenses are still being granted to fish with nets in small rivers, such as Lache- 
naie and L’Assomption where game fish go to spawn. The same may be said for other 
‘streams in the southern part of my district. 

On complaints of saw-dust being thrown from the mills into the streams, I have 
visited a great number of saw mills and fined the proprietors, obliging them to take 
the necessary steps to completely stop the nuisance. 

I still object to the use of minnow nets which are so destructive to game fish 
caught this way in great quantities. 

I consider it my duty to again call your attention to the serious results which 
may be expected if adequate control is not established over net fishing in the small 
tributaries of the St. Lawrence and in all navigable and unnavigable rivers in the 
Province of Quebec. There should be no net fishing of any kind in the tributaries 
of the St. Lawrence or other small streams. ; 

The law should require that the size of meshes ‘be not less than three inches 
extension for hoop-nets. Seines, gill-nets and trap nets should be altogether prohibited. 

Fish ways that have been built lately work satisfactorily. 

I respectfully suggest that fishing in winter should be coinpletely prohibited for 
the protection of immature fish. 
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It is now an established fact that in counties where illegal fishing has been stop- 
ped, since the issuing of the new by-laws, a great change for the better has taken 
place, and both the quantity and the quality of fish are greatly improved. 

The regulations actually in existence, concerning the use of nets and the dimen- 
sion of the meshes, should be better enforced, and the overseers should receive more 
stringent instructions for their regular observance. 

In my opinion, if progress is not more noticeable in certain parts of my district, 
it is owing to too much netting in the tributaries of the St. Lawrence river. This 
abuse constitutes a general blockade which prevents the fish from ascending the 
streams in the spawning season and causes its capture in an immature condition 
when coming back in high water. If you add to that the use of small meshes and 
illegal fishing, the depletion of fish in our rivers is easily accounted for. 

It is now, in my opinion, an established fact that in the upper part of my dis- 
trict, where the by-laws are generally better observed, and this for the last couple of 
years, it is noticeable that a great improvement has taken place, both as to quality 
and quantity, while in the lower part, there is a considerable decrease. 

A remedy that I might suggest would be that from the county of Champlain on 
the north shore and the county of Nicolet on the south shore of the St. Lawrence 
river nets of all kinds should be prohibited for a certain number of years, the prohibi- 
tion extending on both shores up to the bridge of the Pacific Railway at: Lachine. 

Night lines should also be forbidden from the fifteenth of October to the fifteenth 
of June of each year. 

T beg to state, m conclusion, that in Lake St. Francis, Lake St. Louis and Lake 
of Two Mountains, the game fish is perceptibly improved in quantity as well as in 
quality.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 1. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


_ Sir,—I have the honour to submit my report on the fisheries of the north-western 
division of the province of Ontario, for the fiscal year 1912-18. 

As far as I have been able to ascertain, I find that the laws are being generally 
enforced and there seems to be a general disposition on the part of sportsmen and 
licensed fishermen for a better voluntary observance of the laws. Owing to this obser- 
vance especially during close season, there has been a general increase in commercial 
- fishing. 

T have caused the removal of a number of dams and other obstructions in the 
Chippewa and other rivers. A fishway has been constructed, under my supervision, 
in the Thessalon river and there has been a consequent increase in the game fisheries 
in these waters. 

I regret that no action has been taken in regard to making a close season for 
Rainbow trout. They are getting to be numerous in the Sault rapids but in a few 
instances are being wantonly destroyed in spawning season. : 

The patrol boat Kathleen was found unsuitable for the work, and has been dis- 
posed of. 

I still believe that a better patrol system should be established and maintained, 
especially along these International waters. The poachers come chiefly from the 
United States and a swift boat is required to maintain a proper service, especially 
during close season. - 

As the Provincial officers are also game wardens and are very busy during that 
season, I find they are not able to give the fisheries the attention they should have at 
that particular season.

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REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 2. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


DEAR SiR,—I have the honour to submit my report on the fisheries of my district 
for the fiseal year 1912-13. | 

The angling or sportsman fishing shows a slight falling off in the waters to 
which there is easy access from the cities and towns, but in waters more remote the 
fishing is reported to be as good as in former years. I am pleased to report that the 
much talked of carp has not proved nearly as dangerous as anticipated and that large 
quantities are being shipped to New York and other American cities and sold at 
prices ranging from four to six cents per pound and in some cases. even more, the 
demand for them is also increasing in Canada, especially in the large cities and I am 
inclined to think that as people learn to prepare and cook them in different ways that 
this demand will gradually increase as the prejudice against their use as a food is 
gradually wearing away. 

I would not, however, recommend any close season for carp at the present time, as 
they are very prolific breeders and increase very rapidly and I think will reproduce 
themselves to such an extent that very little diminution of their numbers may be 
looked for, even with an all year open season and every facility given fishermen to take 
them. 

The law is being fairly well enforced by the provincial authorities, but I think too 
many licenses are being issued in some districts and am strongly of the opinion that 
the use of the seine should be entirely done away with except for catching carp, as it 
is certainly the most destructive method of catching fish.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 3. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sim,—I have the honour to submit my report on the fisheries of eastern Ontario for 
the fiscal year 1912-13. 

Commercial fishing for such as suckers, pike, bullheads and coarse fish, was very 
good in the spring of 1912. Commercial fishing for whitefish was hardly up to the 
average in the Bay of Quinté, owing to the continued rain and muddy water. I have 
had numerous complaints from residents living inland or around inland lakes that the 
large numbers of coarse fish which frequent the waters have in some places almost 
exterminated the game fish. 

I have visited nearly all the important fisheries in my district and found the 
fishermen very much pleased at what the Department is doing in the way of restocking, 
in fact I was informed ‘by some old fishermen, that the whitefish are more plentiful 
than they were twenty years ago. I would be pleased to see more hatcheries, especially 


® 
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one on the Bay of Quinte. In my opinion the fry that are deposited in the Bay of 
Quinte each spring are sufficiently matured to be able to take care of themselves by 
the time they reach lake Ontario. 

I am pleased that the Department continues to give attention to the question of 
fishways through dams; it affords better fishing inland, by allowing the fish to ascend 
to the natural spawning grounds. I was also pleased to see that the taking of lunge 
and trout through the ice was prohibited. It is my opinion that a close season for 
pickerel from December 15 to May 15 would be beneficial, also that the close season 
for salmon or grey trout in the inland lakes should commence October 15. 

Owing to the wet, cold season of 1912, the tourist trade was hardly up to the 
average, although anglers enjoyed splendid bass fishing in the fall. 

The law in my district has been very well observed. I have had the hearty support 
of the officers of the local government in suppressing any irregularities.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF THE PROVINCE. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa, Ont. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my report on the, fisheries of Manitoba for 
the year ended March 31, 1918, together with statistical returns, showing the yield 
and value of fish, and the material, etc., used. 

. The summer fishery in Lake Winnipeg was very good, and all the companies, 
with one exception, had their allotted amount before the 15th of August. The fish 
were of good quality and of good size. 

Winter fishing on Lake Winnipeg was not very successful; a north-west storm 
broke up the ice about the first of January, and caused a great loss of netting to the 
fishermen. The winter catch in the Pas district was very good. The local officer, 
as a result of careful inquiries of the Indians, is enabled to report a decided improve- 
ment everywhere. 

The tishing in Clearwater Lake was better than ever before. This is the first 
year that Sturgeon Lake and Rock Lake have been fished. They both gave good 
results. The quality of the whitefish taken from these lakes was described as splendid. 

The catch of whitefish in Lake Manitoba was less than in the previous year; but 
the catches of pickerel and all other kinds are about equal to those of last year. 

The fishery in Lake St. Martin was far below the average; in fact it did not pay 
to fish it during the winter. This lake in my opinion should be closed to commercial 
fishing for some years. It is at the head waters of the Little Saskatchewan river, and 
therefore forms a great spawning place for whitefish. 

I find that the fisheries regulations are being very well observed by the fishermen. 
There was some trouble last spring with illegal fishing at the St. Andrews Locks; 
also on the Litt'e Saskatchewan spawning grounds, where a quantity of fish was seized. 
There has been no trouble so far with regard to the size of mesh. Overseers through- 
out the district report that the ice was kept clean of all refuse during the fishing 
season. 5 

The following report from Fishery Officer Settee, may be of interest: ‘A short 
time ago I visited Bear, Pelican and Sturgeon Lakes. Bear Lake is a good fishing 
lake, but there was very little fishing carried on there this winter. The people in 
the vicinity live mostly by hunting in the winter; but some winters when fur-bearing 
anima's are not very plentiful, I find that a number of Indians live by fishing in the. 
lake. Bear Lake is thirty miles long by twelve miles broad, with an average depth 
of from eight to ten fathoms. 

Pelican Lake has never been fished in for commercial purposes, as the people 
living in that part of the country have not asked for any licenses. When I was out 
there I found that traders at Pelican Narrows every fall hired the Indians to eatch 
whitefish during the winter. The fish are all hung and sold.

SESSIONAL PAPER No. 22 ; 
Pine Island Lake is of fairly good size but shallow, averaging 5 feet in depth. 


It is good only for fishing in summer, especially for sturgeon. 
There are some other big lakes north of Sturgeon Lake, which abound with fish. 
The chief ones being Goose Lake, Rocky Lake, Cold Lake, Cranberry Lake and 


Ayapapisoon Lake.’

SASKATCHEWAN AND ALBERTA 


REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF THE PROVINCES, BY CHIEF 
INSPECTOR E. W. MILLER, FORT QU’APPELLE. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sirn,—I have the honour to submit the following reports on the fisheries of the 
Provinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta for the fiscal year 1912-1913, together with 
statistical returns showing yield and value of fish, and amount, ete., and value of 
material used. : 

At the beginning of the year a reorganization of the fishery service in these pro- 
vinces took place in consonance with the recommendations made by the special Fishery 
Commission which sat in 1910-11, under which I became responsible for the oversight 
of both, having the assistance of an inspector for northern Saskatchewan stationed at 
Prince Albert, and of an inspector for northern Alberta stationed at Edmonton. At 
the same time a new set of Fishery Regulations was brought into force which differed 
materially from those previously in force. 

This reorganization had been made with the view of giving the waters in the 
settled portions of the provinces that increased measure of protection which the 
development of the country had made imperative, and also to make provision for the 
gradual extension of the districts in which the regulations are actively enforced. 
Many lakes in former years, fished only by a small resident population for immediately 
local use, are now called upon to supply fish for the provincial and other markets and 
the older regulations had been found ill-adapted to the changed conditions. 

The new regulations shortened considerably the fishing seasons ov. the lakes which 
heretofore have been supplying the larger part of the whitefish taken for market 
purposes, investigation having shown that there was a danger of their exhaustion if 
additional protection was not given in the spawning season. Thig restriction together 
with the larger fee now charged for a license to fish for market purposes, has very 
much diminished the catch at these lakes during the past year. In many cases men 
who had for many seasons become accustomed to easily making large catches in the 
shallow waters during the earlier part of the winter, but who were not sufficiently 
practical fishermen to fish advantageously under the more difficult conditions of the 
later season, refrained from taking out licenses. This has notably affected the catch 
in the Battleford lakes and Cold and Primrose lakes. 

A clear distinction is made by the new regulations between those who fish for 
sale and*those who fish merely for their own household use; the former class pay $5.00 
for a fisherman’s license and the latter $2.00 for a domestic license. In several of the 
smaller southern lakes it has been found expedient to restrict the fishing with nets 
to that done under domestic licenses, for it will be readily understood that two or 
three men fishing for the market will be a bigger tax on the lake than ten times as 
many who fish merely for their own use. Tn such small lakes where only a small catch 
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can be made even in the aggregate it is the aim to give as many of the settlers as 
possible some benefit from the fishing rather than to allow a few market fishermen 
to profit more largely. 

Transport charges on fish that have to be freighted a long distance to a railway 
shipping point make a big difference in the value of fish caught in the more distant 
lakes; this combined with the difficulty and expense of reaching more remote fishing 
grounds naturally made most of even the real fishermen prefer to remain on the lakes 
easier of access though the catches ran much smaller. The effect of the new regula- 
tions in lengthening the close season on the southern lakes will thus prove an incentive 
to those who really wish to make fishing their winter’s work, to move on to the larger 
northern lakes where the season opens at an earlier date, and the longer season com- 
pensates for the smaller price obtainable for the catch at the lakes. It must be 
remembered however that most of the men who fish in these provinces are only incident- 
ally fishermen, and often not in a position to move far away from their farms though 
anxious to profit by the fishing in the winter season; this expectation of winter work 
has often been an inducement to them to locate in the neighborhood of a lake. 

These facts bring up a question with which there is great difticulty in dealing 
satisfactorily. There are a few good fishing lakes which are now well situated in 
regard to railway facilities for placing fresh caught fish on the markets of our cities 
and towns in the summer season, but only a few. Jackfish, Muray, Stony, and Long 
lakes in Saskatchewan and Wabamun lake in Alberta might be specially mentioned 
in this connection. These lakes have been in the past and would continue to be 
extensively fished in the winter season by settler residents who, generally spea<ing, 
have neither the time nor wish nor necessary expertness to fish in the cpen water 
season. Moreover it is necessary for the success of a summer fishery thav it be carried 
on with much more regularity than is found absolutely necessary in the winter fishery 
when the catch is naturally preserved and might be marketed at any time. In the 
summer, supplies of ice must be available, cleaning and packing must be expertly 
done, rapid transport to the railway point must be provided, and above all to secure 
a steady and profitable market the retailer must be assured of a regular supply at 
fixed intervals. These considerations therefore necessitate that the summer fishery 
business must fall into the hands of men prepared to make it their sole occupation 
and conduct it on business principles. The settler fisherman resident near the lakes 
however resents the idea that a few professional fishermen should carry on such a 
business in the summer season when he himself does not wish nor have time to fish, 
feeling (quite rightly) that it will deprive him of his winter’s fishing eventually; for 
it must be admitted that these lakes are not capable of long sustaining both an 
extensive summer and winter fishery. There is little prospect of other lakes being 
brought within sufficiently close connection with a railway to give a summer supply 
and even when they are, similar conditions will prevail. 

The decision of this question as to whether summer fishing is to be encouraged 
on the lakes mentioned, involves therefore either the sacrifice of what the residents 
near the lakes consider their special privilege or the absence from the provincial mar- 
kets of all but a most paltry supply of home caught fresh fish at that time of the year. 
There is certainly a keen demand for such fish then and they would readily retail at 
from 12 to 15 cents per lb.; nor would the closing of these lakes for winter market 
fishing lead to any shortage in the provincial markets in that season when matters 
were settled down, for more than they would supply was sent out of the province this 
year. In the interests of the provinces as a whole I am of opinion that preference 
should be given to the summer fishing even though the interests of some of the 
residents in the vicinity of the lakes in question will be adversely affected. It must 
be remembered that the fact that they are now placed within easy touch of railways 
implies that the residents are no longer so dependent on the fisheries as may have been 
the case in the earlier days of settlement. 
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Last summer the only fresh caught fish that were marketed at any distance from 
place of capture were those caught at Wabamun Lake, ‘Alta., which were sent to Ed- 
monton, Calgary, Saskatoon, Regina, Moosejaw and many minor points; with much 
smaller quantities caught at Stony Lake and Long Lake, Saskatchewan, sent to Prince 
Albert and Regina principally. This supply was by no means adequate to the demand, 
three or four times as many could readily have been disposed of. The success of this 
fishery at Wabamun Lake led to much local agitation, based on the grounds I have 
atove detailed. No summer caught fish were sent out of the provinces. 

_ The provincial markets were not so well supplied with fish this past winter as in 
the previous year though it will be noted that shipments of nearly 300,000 pounds 
were made to Manitoba points and 48,000 pounds directly to the United States; to 
the latter country too, no doubt, much of that shipped to Manitoba in the first place 
was reshipped. It may be considered odd that fish should be shipped away when the 
home demand was inadequately met, but I would point out that in the winter of 1911- 
12, some of the provincial cities were glutted with fish that had to be sold at unre- 
munerative prices and thus the larger dealers can scarcely be blamed for making con- 
tracts for part of their output in a more certain market. The home deficiency really 
arose from the very small catch at Jackfish and Turtle Lakes; the reason for which 
has already been given. The shortage was more felt in Alberta than in Saskatchewan 
for the catch in the first named province is not nearly sufficient to meet the demand 
and has to be supplemented by supplies from Northern Saskatchewan. 

Until. local enterprise takes up more efficiently the matter of distribution there 
is little prospect that our smaller towns and villages will be properly supplied with 
fish, inasmuch as the buyers handling the winter caught fish on a large scale prefer 
contracting for the sale in car lots rather than to find customers at local points who 
can deal only in small lots. Moreover the freight on small quantities so raises the 
price that there is but little demand and few local merchants seem to care to handle 
fish. 

Tn the Lac Ste. Anne and Lac La Biche districts of Alberta various relaxations 
of the rezu'ations have been made from time to time in favour of the old established 
settlements of halfbreeds there resident, and the full enforcement of the close season 
was much petitioned against this past winter. As it was felt that the new regulations 
had scarcely become thoroughly known in these localities and there appeared reason 
to think that some hardship would be caused if so radical a change as full enforce- 
ment of a longer close season was carried out at once, a certain amount of fishing 
for daily use was allowed. But these districts are now being opened up, the demand 
on the lakes is not confined to the same limited area as before nor are the residents 
comrelled to rely on fishing for their actual livelihood. Under these changed cir- 
cumstances to afford the greatest good to the greatest number and to maintain the 
lakes well stocked with fish, it is unquestionable that the fishing should be restricted 
solely to thé proper seasons so that more could enjoy the privilege of fishing then. 

The claim is made as pointed out by the inspector of the district, that fish cannot 
be taken later in the winter than the spawning season, but experience elsewhere where 
similar statements have been made shows that the difficulty disappears when proper 
energy and methods are employed. 

In the Lesser Slave Lake conditions are somewhat the same: Indians and half- 
breeds have long been accustomed to take spawning fish in the fall to stock for winter 
vse, and say that they will starve if prevented from so doing. If no other fishing was 
done the lake might possibly have withstood this damaging course indefinitely it being 
so large comnaratively to the number of residents. But if a supvly of fish for the 
benefit of other parts of the province is to be obtained from here, of necessity the 
lake must receive full protection in spawning time. and the Tndian Department must 
otherwise provide for their charges than by permitting them to think that fishery _ 
regulations do not apply to them. 


’ 
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The evidence from fishery officers in many parts leaves no doubt but that the 
Indians are not instructed by their agents that they are subject to the restrictions 
imposed by the regulations, but that they are often on the contrary given to under- 
stand that they need not pay attention to them and this conflict of authority makes 
it difficult for all concerned. 

Lesser Slave and Island or Calling lakes in Alberta and Lac la Loche, De la 
Crosse lake and Lac la Ronge in Saskatchewan represent at present the most remote 
districts in which any regulation of the fisheries is attempted. Beyond those points 
the fishing is done entirely for local consumption and vast water areas and very 
limited population render any restrictions unnecessary. An extension of railway 
facilities to Fort McMurray on the Athabasca river is however expected in the near 
future and when that occurs, no doubt attempts will be made to open a fishery for the 
outside market at Athabasca lake, which should afford a splendid source of supply. 

I am indebted to Mr. J. C. Melville, F.R.G.S., for a most interesting report on 
the fish of the Great Bear lake in the far north of which I give here a brief epitome. 
Mr, Melville spent two seasons in that district and speaks from close personal observa- 
tion. . 

Great Bear lake has an area of 12,000 square miles and is, as far ag ascertained, 
of very great depth. Its waters which rarely rise above 40 degrees F. in temperature 
are of extraordinary clearness with no weed except in some of the bays. The bottom 
is of rock and sand. The lake begins to freeze over in October and is completely 
frozen before Christmas, the ice attaining a thickness of between six and seven feet. 
It is rarely free of ice before the middle of July. About 150 Slave and Dogrib 
Indians compose the permanent residents of the district and twenty or thirty Eskimo 
families visit the eastern shores in fall for the hunting though they do not fish. The 
Great Bear lake fish are freshwater herring, trout, grayling or bluefish, whitefish, jack- 
fish, tullibee, suckers and ling and they are in that order of importance.’ The herring 
is similar to that caught on lake Erie, sometimes called the salmon herring or lesser 
whitefish. It is caught throughout the year in gill nets of 24 or 8-in mesh and forms 
the chief food of the Indians. As many as 500 have been taken at once in a sixty yard 
net but about twenty is the average catch. The weight is about 14 lb., sometimes 
reaching 21 lbs. At least 150,000 of these are caught in the year. 

Lake Trout (Salvelinus Namaycush), attain the greatest size and finest condition 
in this lake, averaging twenty pounds: one weighed 492 pounds and larger have 
been seen. There are two species; one a dark green scaled fish with orange coloured 
fins, and pink flesh, the other silver scaled with yellow flesh. The former is much 
preferred for eating. They appear to spawn in August when a big catch is made for 
drying purposes. They are caught in gill nets, also with hook and line as they take 
a bait very readily. : ° 

The bluefish, back’s grayling or arctic trout, weighs about a pound and is found 
in abundance both here and in all other waters of the Barren Lands. It is most easily 
caught with either bait, spoon, fly, or in nets and though not in great demand for food 
at ordinary times forms‘an unfailing resource when other supplies fail. - 

Whitefish do not appear to be plentiful in the waters that are fished and little 
reliance is placed on a catch of them at any time. They average from 3 to 4 pounds 
weight and have been caught up to ten pounds. 

The other fish named are not esteemed for food and no effort is made to catch 
them but they occur among the other fish captured. Each family puts up a few bales 
of dried fish from time to time but the supply of nets is so scanty that there is at 
most times very little excess caught over the daily demands for food. Some are dis- 
posed of to the furtraders and missionaries but even they can not always obtain a 
sufficient supply from the Indians. Nets were formerly made from willow bark but 
this is fast becoming a lost art only one or two of the old squaws now being able to 
make them.

Mr. Melville is of opinion that with a good and effective steamboat service on the 
McKenzie river and introduction of modern means and methods of catching and 
curing fish, the Great Bear and Great Slave lakes will eventually prove of very great 
economie value to the western provinces. 


SOUTH SASKATCHEWAN 


; In Southern’ Saskatchewan, for the reasons already set forth, there can be no 
‘great increase in the amount of net fishing. ‘A’ surprisingly large number of people 
however now take up their residence for a portion of the summer on the shore of the 
various small lakes and the quantity of jackfish and pickerel caught by those visitors 
is forming a very large proportion of the total catch in these waters. Fortunately 
these fish are most prolific and there is little danger of the supply becoming deficient. 
To the neophyte this fishing gives great pleasure but there is a very general demand 
that these lakes of popular resort shall be stocked with fish that will afford more real 
sport, and public opinion will not be satisfied until the feasibility of stocking them 
with some species of bass has been givey a prolonged trial under the most favourable 
conditions possible. 

On Devil’s, Fishing, Round, Crooked, Pelletier and other lakes similarly situated, 
net fishing is now restricted to that done under domestic licenses and it must now be 
taken into serious consideration whether all fishing with nets should not be barred 
during the open water season. Only a very small number of persons would be adversely 
affected by this and when interests conflict as they certainly do in regard to the fishing 
on many of our lakes, it seems right that the benefit of the many should prevail over 
that of a few. Some of these lakes carry whitefish and tullibee as well as jackfish, 
pickerel and perch: the first named two can of course be caught only in nets and in 
these lakes it would be right to continue the issue of net licenses for the winter season. 

On Long Lake almost the same number of licenses was issued as last year but 
on the whole there was not so much winter fishing done and as the season closed 
earlier the total catch was not so large. Overseer Hunter reports that the average 
cateh per net showed no diminution and that the fishermen were satisfied with the 
results of the season. Prices were high as the uncleaned fish fetched from five to 
eight cents a pound on the ice. Part of the catch goes to the cities of Regina, Moose- 
jaw and Saskatoon but the larger quantity is retailed in the smaller towns in the 
neighbourhood of the lake. There is not much net fishing done in the open water 
season though there would soon be if it were deemed advisable to grant summer 
licenses to a few expert fishermen from the outside. Some ice has been put up by 
local men for the coming summer but only on’a small scale. This is one of the lakes 
where the question of giving summer fishing the preference even if against the wishes 
of local residents requires consideration for the markets of Regina and Moosejaw 
are within easy reach. 
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Several important changes had been made in the new regulations as affecting 
the trout fishing in the Southern Albertan streams: the extension of the close season 
to June 30th; the imposition of a fee of $1.00 for an angler’s permit to use rod and 
line; and the limitation of a day’s catch. These changes met with general acceptance 
aud public opinion in favour of their strict enforcement has been very keen. While 
the actual money value of the catch may not be very great, a day’s sport of the kind 
attorded by these game fish appeals most strongly to a very large number of the public. 
lt was realized that it lies in the power of a few unsportsmanlike and unscrupulous 
persons to effectually wreck the smaller trout streams by taking fish out of season and 
using illezal methods of fishing. Many complaints had been made of the danger of 
the waters being depleted by such practices in the absence of efficient guardians had 
been made and that the complaints were not groundless is shown by-the number of 
successful prosecutions that took place in this district during the year. Despite the 
fact that the arrangements for the distribution of anglers’ permits were not completed 
until the season was well advanced, twelve hundred and nineteen were issued of which 
ten were to non-residen's. During the current year now that the regulations are 
better known and it is realized that they cannot be considered a dead letter, a much 
larger number will no doubt be in demand,-the revenue so obtained going far to pro- 
vide the necessary protective measures. A matter, however, that has called forth 
much adverse comment is the fact that much less stringent regulations were in force 
within the limits of the Dominion Parks and Forest Reserves which are under the 
control of the Department of the Interior. It was said, and not unreasonably, that 
if a resident of the province had to pay a fee for a permit to fish in its waters, it was 
scarcely fair that a casual visitor, perhaps not even a British subject, should be able 
to fish within the Park jurisdiction without paying any fee. Even more irritating 
to many was the fact that the season opened in the Parks six weeks before it did in 
the province generally. The feeling is not that the fishery regulations are too strin- 
gent but rather that the Park regulations for fishing ought not to be less so, particularly 
as the upper waters should have even a greater measure of protection than the lower. 
I have brought this matter before the proper authorities and I understand that it is 
the intention to remove the anomaly by bringing the park and forest reserve regula- 
tions bearing on fishing into consonance with our own. Such action is certainly 
very necessary. 

It is very difficult to form even an approximate estimate of the catch of fish in 
these waters Lut Overseer Head from careful observations made during his trips 
throughout the district estimates it at not less than 80,000 trout and 8,000 grayling. 
He considers that after the regulations became generally known they were fairly well 
observed. The state of the streams during the close season was such as to afford a 
large measure of natural protection and consequently when the season opened the 
fishing was better generally than it had been for several years. The overseer reports 
that many anglers complained of the size of the tag issued to be attached to the réd. 
and suggests that if the permit itself siened by the holder were to be produced on 
demand, the tag itself could be dispensed with. The mills in the district were visited 
and sawdust, &e., found to be satisfactorily disposed of. The overseer comments on 
the fact that in several cases where persons were found guilty of fishing without per- 
mits they were discharged with a caution by the justice dealing with the case. He 
received a few complaints of anglers exceeding the daily catch but found that these 
arose generally where campers in parties of three or four staying a‘ few days on one 
stream had accumulated a number of fish though not over their collective legal quan- 
tity. 
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Such comparatively distant localities are now brought within easy -access from 
the towns, and visiting parties of anglers are able to so speedily go and return that 
it will be necessary to provide a number of resident guardians in order to prevent 
evasions of the regulations on the streams that are most frequented. It is evident 
too that these waters will require some artificial assistance by the provision of hatch- 
eries if they are to support continuously the constantly increasing legitimate demand 
on their resources, for very few of the streams now retain the splendid supply remem- 
bered by ang’ers of early days though they may still provide good fishing as generally 
accepted. . 


In regard to the statistical return of boats, &e., I find that officers have varying 
ideas on what should be enumerated under this head. By far the greater part of the 
catch of fish in these provinces is made in the winter season through the ice. There 
are lakes giving a good output of fish with possibly scarcely a boat on them. On other 
lakes frequented by summer visitors there are large numbers of boats and gasoline 
launches totalling to a very large value and of course many of them are used for 
angling purposes from time to time but it would not be reasonable to return them as 
being used for fishing in its usual sense. In the northern districts every Indian and 
‘Halfbreed family possess its canoe or canoes which practically afford the only means 
of travel in the summer when their owners are pretty constantly on the move. These 
too are used for fishing but are not always enumerated as fishing boats. 


It may be stated incidentally in this connection that the old birch boat canoe is 
fast disappearing and that it is now thd ambition of all the natives to posses ani 
imported canoe, very large numbers of which are yearly brought into the country and 
distributed by the fur companies at prices ranging from $40 to $100. 


The number of boats therefore which can be said to be in use mainly for fishing 


purposes is but small and few of them of much value. s 


The classification of net licenses as provided for in the new regulations hag 
answered well and though there has been a temporary falling off in the total number 
issued in the past year, the amount of revenue received for licenses and permits shows 
a large increase. It is to be feared that at least a portion of the catch made under 
domestic licenses does change hands for a consideration but there is no open market- 
ing of such eatch: the demand for fresh fish is very keen in the summer and people 
in the district near the lakes who do not visit the lakes themselves naturally feel that 
they should be able to get a fish or two from their neighbors who do.

It will be understood that anglers’ permits are not required for pike, pickerel, 
perch, and goldeye fishing with rod and line and that consequently none are called for 
in Saskatchewan where they are the only kinds angled for. 


The augmentation of the staff has enabled a better enforcement of the regulations 
and there were fifty-nine prosectitions during the year, convictions being obtained in 
all but three. Fines were imposed and collected to the amount of $373 and a further | 
$230 was realized from the sale of confiscated fish. 
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The offences charged were as follows :—

Thirty-two of these cases arose in Alberta and twenty-seven in Saskatchewan. 
The convictions obtained will doubtless have an excellent effect in securing a closer 
adherence to the law in future seasons but it is observed that in one or two districts 
offenders have been fined for the second time and it is evident that in some cases the 
local Justices take too lenient a view of fishery offences and do not impose sufficiently 
large fines to act as a deterrent. 

Most valuable assistance was rendered by the officers and men of the R.N.W.M. 
Police especially by Superintendent Primrose and Inspector Belcher in the Pincher 
Creek and Crow’s Nest district where the presence of a large mining population, 
many of foreign extraction and very keen on fish, demanded a great deal of attention. 

As the question of hatcheries for these provinces has been for some time under 
consideration and arrangements for their construction at suitable points are now 
practically settled it is unnecessary to dwell upon it at the present time. It might be 
stated however that the demand for fry to be placed in small lakes scattered throughout 
the settled parts has become very large and though in many cases it is to be feared that 
the waters are not suitable for the varieties desired by the petitioners, there are 
many places which well warrant a trial at stocking. There are other lakes in which 
the demand forefishing privileges is so great that it is necessary either to provide for 
their artificial replenishment or to reduce the amount of fishing allowel. Much 
satisfaction will unquestionably be felt when the proposed hatcheries are carried 
through to completion. 

Detailed reports from the northern Saskatchewan by Inspector G. C. MacDonald 
and of northern Alberta by Inspector J. D. Willson are herewith appended.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF NORTHERN SASKATCHEWAN, BY 
INSPECTOR G. C. MACDONALD, PRINCE ALBERT, SASK. 


To E. W. Miller, 
Chief, Inspector of Fisheries, 
Fort Qu’Appelle, Sask. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my first report on the fisheries for the northern 
portion of the Province of Saskatchewan for the year ended March 31st, 1913, together 
With statistical returns showing the yield and value of fish, the amount and value of 
equipment, ete. 

I may say ‘the weather conditions were not as favourable as in some former sea- 
sons. On some of the northern lakes ice formed to the depth of from four to five feet 
with about three feet of snow causing great inconvenience to the fishermen and much 
extra Jabour in opening fishing holes, and in fishing generally. 
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The largest operations took place on the Isle La Cross lake when forty-four men 
licensed to kill fish caught a total of 732,000 pounds, 75 per cent of which were white- 
fish, averaging five pounds in weight. Some 80 per cent were cleaned and boxed, and 
brought 2 cents per pound on the ice. They were then hauled to Big river and 
shipped in car lots. The majority of the fishermen are residents of the district 
tributary to this lake. The whitefish killed on this lake were commanding 3 cent per 
pound in advance of fish from any other lake in the district. 


_ The Jake next in importance is Dore lake with 22 licensed fishermen. About 
70 per cent of the catch was whitefish. Overseer Beatty informer me that the best 
fishermen in his district, who are Icelanders, with considerable experience in fishing, 
operated on this lake. The quality of fish was much better than last season, owing 
probably to the great extent to which fishing operations had been carried on in former 
seasons. 


La Plonge lake had a total of only 8 licensed men. This lake is the only lake 
in the district in which trout were killed for market purposes. There was only a 
small percentage of the catch hauled to the outside market, owing to the non-comple- 
tion of a winter road connecting this lake with Dore lake, which is situated on the 
main road to the railway at Big river. 


On Stoney lake and other minor lakes in this vicinity, including Dog lake, Sled 
lake and Ladder lake, there were 17 licensed fishermen who did not devote very 
much time to fishing operations. They caught some 53,000 pounds of fish, the bulk 
or which was consumed by Big River Lumber Company and citizens living in the 
vicinity of Big river. Only two men caught fish on Stoney lake during the winter 
season; this is reserved for summer fishing only and numerous fishermen were disap- 
pointed when informed that no winter fishing would take place. 


During the summer season, a few men fished on Stoney lake, but owing to the 
shortage of ice, it was impossible to ship fish further than Prince Albert. On Candle 
lake and Trout lake some 20 men procured licenses to fish, but only about one halt 
put their nets in the water. ° 


The bulk of the catch at Trout lake was hauled to the lumber camps a distance 
of from 30 to 60 miles and brought an average of 5 cents per pound there. The men 
who fished on this lake informed me they only had their nets in’ the water half the 
time as they could not compete with the Fish Company selling fish on the Prince 
Albert market, and no other fish dealer offered to purchase their catch. 


On Candle lake the catch was very small. I was on this lake at the beginning 
of the winter season and I witnessed nets being pulled out with only 10 to 12 fish of 
an average weight of 2 pounds. The total catch from this lake was marketed at 
Prince Albert, where 5 cents per pound was paid for whitefish. 


In the Green lake no commercial fishing was carried on during the winter sea- 
son. This was unsatisfactory to the settlers living around the lake; but on bringing 
the matter to your attention, it was decided to open the lake for een fishing 
in the following season for settlers in the locality. On being informed of this through 
overseer Beatty the residents were greatly pleased. 


Lakes situated north of Battleford, such as Jackfish, Murray and Turtle, with 
numerous small lakes, were not fished to any great extent principally on account of 
the lateness of the closed season. The bulk of the fish caught were consumed locally 
and sold at 34 cents per pound on the ice. Only a small percentage were cleaned, 
and boxed. Dealers purchased the catch at the fish holes on the ice. 
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Lakes situated further north of Jackfish, namely Turtie, Loon, Bright Sand and 
Island were licensed to the extent of 39 men. The catch was principally consumed in 
the district, about 20,000 pounds were shipped to points in the southern part of the 
pzovinees. The decrease in the catch in this district was due principally to the late- 
ness of the closed season and the inexperience of fishermen. The catch on the Sas- 
katchewan river was estimated. at 37,100 pounds which I consider not very accurate 
on account of the change of officers. I have made searching inquiries in regard to 
the killing of sturgeon on this river, and not one- instance has been brought to my 
notice’ of any having been caught. . 


At Wakaw and fishing lakes the use of nets is restricted and only angling is 
allowed. I would strongly recommend that a dam be constructed on the Carrot river 
at the Wakaw lake to increase the supply of water in the lake during the summer 

eacon. Residents of the Wakaw lake district complain of the scarcity of fish during 
the last few years. "This is said to be due to a dam constructed on the Carrot river 
near Kinistino, a point on the Canadian Northern Railroad, for the purpose of raising 
the water for the companies’ water tank. J have recommended the erection of a fish- 
way here. 


The total catch in this district, with the exception of 48,000 pounds, which were 
shipped direct to the United States from the dealers at Big river, was consumed in 
Canada. 


I may state that the greatest difficulty in the way of summer fishing on lakes 
north of Prince Albert is the impassable condition of the roads leading to the lakes. 
Stoney lake being the most. convenient to the railroad is a desirable water for summer 
fishing, but owing to the trail leading to this lake, a distance of some 6 miles, being 
in such a bad condition, the cost of hauling the fish to Big river is great, consequently 
the price to the consumer is increased considerably. | 


Jackfish and Murray lakes are situated more conveniently to the railroad than 
any other waters in the northern portion of the province for summer operations. 


The Fish Company with its head office at Big river, that has purchased practically 
the total catch from waters north of that point, would have no difficulty in disposing 
of double or treble the quantity handled during the past winter. 


In conclusion I would point out the necessity for inducing fishermen of some 
experience from the southern portion of our province to devote the winter season 
operating nets on some of the large lakes in the north of the province. If this were 
done, I am satisfied that fishermen would find it profitable, and settlers living on the 
Prairie portion of the province, would be benefitted, as at the present time fish are 
looked upon as a luxury, on account of the high price the retailers demand during 
the short season of the year in which fish can be purchased, in the frozen state, in 
the more remote parts of the province.

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REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF NORTHERN ALBERTA BY INSPECTOR 
2 J.D. WILLSON, EDMONTON, ALBERTA. 


To E. W. Muter, Esq., 
Chief Inspector of Fisheries, 
Fort Qu’Appelle, Sask. 


sirR,—I have the honour to submit my report on the fisheries of northern Alberta 
for the year 1912-13 together with statistical returns. 

As I only began my duties in September, 1912, and the majority of the overseers 
and guardians were men recently appointed, who had not received instructions until 
August, and in some instances until November, and were thus unable to get into touch 
with fishermen, the statistics sent are not as accurate as they would otherwise be. 

Since my appointment I have visited the following districts, Lac Ste. Anne, 
Wabamun lake, Pigeon lake, Beaver Hills lake, Buffalo lake, Saddle lake, Moose lake, 
Cold lake and Primrose lake, Lac La Biche, the Athabaska district, and the Lesser 
Slave lake. | 

The waters of the Lac Ste. Anne district contain whitefish, jackfish, and pickerel, 
there being few of the latter species, the fishermen of this district, are Halfbreeds, 
Indians, and settlers living close to the shores of the lakes, and have little skill or 
enterprise. The sale of fish caught is limited to the village of Lac Ste. Anne and a 
few small traders of the district, the remainder of fish caught being consumed by 
fishermen’s families. | 

In view of the size of these lakes and the increasing population of tle surrounding 
district, the larger towns of Alberta cannot receive any supply of fish from the Lac 
Ste. Anne district. 

The Wabamun Lake district, in which the only lakes fished are Wabumun lake, 
Island lake, and Chip lake, has for several years shipped fish to Edmonton, Calgary, 
Saskatoon, Lethbridge, and smaller towns of Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

Last year, in addition to fishermen’s licenses, three commercial licenses were 
held for Wabamun lake, and as the village of Wabamun, the headquarters of these 
fishermen, is situated on the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, which provides a daily 
service, there was almost daily shipment of whitefish to Edmonton, of larger quantities 
than I think lake Wabamun would continue to bear. 

As during the ensuing year, it has been decided that these commercial licenses 
will not be renewed, and the number of fishermen’s licenses are to be limited to the 
older resident fishermen, if the longer close season be strictly enforced, I am confident 
that in a few years lake Wabamun will be as well stocked with whitefish, as it is said 
to have been some five years ago. 

Jackfish and pickerel were shipped from Island lake last winter to Edmonton, 
Calgary, and Saskatoon. It would appear, that by comparison with the report of 
fisheries of Alberta for the year 1911-12, the value of fishing gear and boats. the 
number of men employed, and the amount realized by the sale of fish in the Cold lake 
and Primrose lake districts for the year 1912-13 has diminished. 

T am of the opinion, that this decrease is because of the longer close season now 
prevailing and the reduction in the number of licenses for Cold lake. The fact that 
three of the fishermen began operations late in the season, and probably some diminu- 
tion in the amount of fish in these waters, or other unknown natural cause.

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It is to be noted however, that a larger amount of trout were caught during the 
past year, than was reported during the preceding one. This increase is owing, I 
think to the fact that the Cold lake fishermen have acquired more skill, and have more 
knowledge, than formerly, of that part of the lake, in which trout are most abundant, 
trout are not believed to be in Primrose lake. 

The fish caught in the Cold lake district are generally shipped to Kitseotti, and 
Vermillion on the Canadian Northern Railway, and thence to large dealers of Edmon- 
ton such as the Swift Canadian Company and the P. Burns Company. 

The fishing of the Moose lake district for the past year was confined to half- 
- breeds. Indians, and settlers; the catch being consumed by fishermen’s families and 
neighbouring settlers. 

The lakes of the Moose lake group appear to have been fished just about to the 
limit for many years, and fishing there, for several years to come should be contined 
to residents, and the number of licenses limited to about the number for the past year. 

The lakes of this group will never provide more fish than are required for the 
district immediately surrounding it. To the north, and northwest of Moose lake, is 
a group of lakes among which are Musquito, Jackfish, and Bear lakes, which are said 
to be well stocked with whitefish, tullibee, and jackfish. Of these waters I have no 
_ statistics, but I think it likely that more fishing might be done among these lakes than 
heretofore. They should in future be under closer supervision than during the past 
year, either by the fishery overseer of Cold lake, or the fishery guardian of Moose lake. _ 

To the East of the North East angle of Cold lake, at a distance of about six miles 
is situated Trout lake through which the waters of Cold lake empty into the Beaver 
river. It has always been fished by Indians, but never by whitemen, and is said to be 
well stocked with trout. Fish caught in winter in Trout lake might be hauled to 
market over the same road as those from Cold lake and Primrose lake. 

Of the Saddle lake district, I have to report, that I am of opinion, that the more 
northern lakes of the district, such as Trout lake, and Touchwood lake, will bear much 
more fishing, than was done during the past year. Floating Stone lake appears to 
have been overfished; for it I would not recommend the issuing of other than domestic 
licenses. Saddle lake, Whitefish lake, and Goodfish lake, are chiefly fished by Indians, 
whose reserves are along the shores of these lakes, who fish without license for domestic 
use. 

Lac La Biche and Beaver lake were fished by Halfbreeds and Indians only during 
the past year. Owing to the fact that guardian Edmond Smith only received his 
instructions in November, 1912, and that his place of residence is at Warwick, some 
sixty miles distant from the nearest waters of his district, this district was not under 
the supervision necessary to the protection of fish, and no fees were collected for 
licenses. 

When visiting Lac La Biche in March I found that many of the people had 
wrongly interpreted the fishery regulations, assuming that clause 2 permitting Indians 
and Halfbreeds to fish without licenses, for daily consumption only, allowed them to 
fish through the season for unlimited use and storage. I met some fifty heads of 
families and explained the regulations, and have since received several applications 
for licenses. The fish caught at Lac La Biche and Beaver lake during 1912-13 were 
consumed in the immediate neighborhood. North East of Lac La Biche at a distance 
of about thirty miles is Hart’s lake where whitefish are said to be abundant, during 
recent years it does not appear to have been fished except by Indians. The Lac La 
Biche group is likely to be the source of a considerable supply for the markets, in the 
near future, as there is now railway service from Athabaska Landing, but sixty miles 
to the West by a fairly good road. ; 

Of the lakes of the Athabaska Landing district, only one, Calling lake, is of any 
present importance. It is situated within sixty miles of Athabaska Landing, by a good 
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winter road. The winter fishing of this ke was very successful, the catch being 
<old on the ice at 4 cents per pound. _ Calling lake fish are shipped via Athabaska 
Landing to Edmonton. 

Moose lake about twenty miles westerly from Calling lake, was not fished during 
the past winter, excepting by a white trapper and an Indian, for domestic use. It 
contains but few whitefish, which are of large size, but tullibee are abundant, weighing 
‘m an average two pounds. No fishing is done during summer in the Athabaska 
Landing district. 

When visiting Lesser Slave lake in January, 1913, I found but two fishermen at 


work. One, Mr. Hermann Nicklas who lives at Dog’s Island, about three miles above 


Sauridge at the foot of the Lake, is an enterprising and intelligent fisherman, he 
bas a good equipment of boats and nets and a commodious building, not quite 
finished. Mr. Nicklas proposes to smoke fish. 

The greater part of the fishing of this lake appears to have been done by Half- 
breeds and Indians who do not hold licenses, these people having long regarded it as 
a right to fish without license, and in the close season not much was done during 
the past year to correct this. Overseer Robert H. Potts having only received his in- 
structions in October, seems to have been in doubt as to the interpretation of the 
regulations, as they apply to Indians and Halfbreeds. Large quantities of fish were 
caught by them in the close season. 

As Mr. Potts is now better informed of the regulations and of his responsibilities, 
I hope during the ensuing year the supervision of Lesser Slave lake will be closer, 
and regulations properly enforced, though it will be difficult, to correct traditional 
habits of a peop'e, only very recently brought under fishery laws. | 

As one commercial license has already been issued, and a second one applied for 
for Lesser Slave lake, fishing operations at that lake are likely to be more extensive 
than for several previous years. Within a year or two this district will have railway 
service, when an excellent market will be available. 

The fishine of Buffalo lake is at present unimportant, only jackfish are caught, 
which are uncommonly large and good, and for which there is a good market in 
adjacent villages. 

Of Gull and Sylvan lakes I have no statistics. I aoee to visit this district during 
the summer. 

In these southern districts, the importance of rod fishing as sport is increasing. 

In only two of the lake districts of my inspectorate did I hear complaints of 
the longer close season, all experienced white fishermen with whom I conversed on 
the subject agreeing that the lengthening of the season was timely and in the true 
interests of businesslike fishermen. 

The Halfbreeds of the Lac Ste. Anne and Lae La Biche districts state that it is 
impossible to catch whitefish in those lakes during winter, and that the strict enforce- 
ment of the present close season would prevent their accumulation of a store of fish 
for winter use. With regard to this statement as to Lae Ste. Anne, it may be because 
of lack of skill and energy, as white men have not fished it. In confirmation, how- 
ever, of this statement as to the impossibility of catching whitefish at Lac La Biche 
during winter, I was informed by Halfbreeds and also by the Reverend Father Le Goff, 
who has resided in the district for several years, that about eight years ago skilled 
white fishermen attempted. at some expense, to fish in Lac La Biche, but were unsuc- 
cessful, and moved their plant to Touchwood and Trout lakes. Whatever are the 
reasons for the failure of winter fishing in these lakes, it would appear, that by rigid 
enforcement of the present close season, these people would be deprived of an impor- 
rant artic’e of food, to which they have for generations been accustomed, and on which 
they are partly dependent. : 
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With further reference to this, it seems that the concession of two days weekly 
during the close season was satisfactory to fishermen, and the privilege was not abused, 
according to the local guardian at Lac Ste. Anne. 

From information obtained on my visits of inspection, and from large fish dealers © 
it is evident that the fisheries of Northern Alberta are becoming very important, all 
my information points to the fact, that the supply of fish from the lakes within reach 
of markets, is not adequate to the supply. 

Owing to this inadequate supply of whitefish there is an increased demand for 
pickerel and jackfish.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF THE PROVINCE BY THE CHIEF 
INSPECTORS 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries. 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit my report on the Fisheries of the Province of 
British Columbia, together with statistical returns for the fiscal year ended March 
51,1913: 2 

Reference was made in last year’s report to*the creation of the new position of 
Chief Inspector of Fisheries for the whole province, and it is submitted that the 
department’s action was a ccrrect cne, and that the value of the whole protection 
service in this province has been enhanced accordingly. 

The southern portion cf the province has been divided into districts, with 
efficient officers located at central points. The same remark applies to .Vancouver 
Island. New protection boats have been supplied by the department, and there is 
now in vogue a methodical system of dealing with the service in this province namely, 
through the head office located in New Westminster. 


COMMERCIAL VALUE OF THE FISHERIES. 


The total commercial value of the fisheries for the whole province is $14,455,455 
for the fiscal year, as compared with a total value of $18,677,125 for the previous 


year, giving an increase of $778,363. The total increase would have been much | 


greater if the price of canned salmon had been equal to that of the previous year, but 
unfortunately there was a great falling off in the market which consequently greatly 
reduced the value. This falling in value applied mostly to humpback salmon, but «s 
this species is packed just as carefully as the other varieties, and is very nutritious, 
there is no reason why there should not be as big a demand for this class of goods as 
there is for the far-famed sockeye. The humpback, of course, lacks the inviting 
appearance of the sockeye, but that is the only difference, and this species should be 
in great demand with those desiring a cheap and healthful article of food. 

There is a notable increase in the value of herring and halibut. This is due to 
the fact that a large quantity of herring was put up in the Gulf of Georgia, and also 
to the increased exploitation of the herring fishery in the northern part of the 
province. 
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It is gratifying, however, to note that whilst there is a falling off in the value ot 
some varieties, others have increased and, on the whole, there is a fair increased 
value as compared with the preceding year. 

The total value of the fishing vessels, boats, nets, etc., is $9,941,049, as compared 
with $8,903,000 for the preceding year. This increase is due to the construction of 
the large cold storage at Uchucklesit, Barclay Sound, by the ‘ Wallace Fisheries,’ 
new canneries at Quatsino on the west coast of Vancouver Island and at Naden 
Harbour on Queen Charlotte Islands, and also by completion of the cold storage 
plant at Prince Rupert by the ‘Canadian Cold Storage Company,’ and by the large 
salmon cannery, herring saltery and other buildings erected by the.‘ British Columbia 
Fisheries’ at Aliford Bay, Queen Charlotte Islands. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


This district comprises the southern portion of British Columbia, including tlie 
Fraser River district. The southern part of the district was, up to last year, pro- 
tected by one overseer located at Nelson on the Kootenay lakes, assisted by special 
fishery guardians employed from time to time as necessity required. Owing to the 
influx of settlers, and the growing importance of the fisheries in the great inland 
lakes, it was found necessary in the public interest to arrange for a more systematic 
protection service; consequently, this large area was divided into districts and com- 
petent officers appointed as fishery overseers located at central points, and the allot- 
ment of the annual salaries enabled them to give their whole time to the enforce- 
ment of the fisheries regulations. 

The quantity of salmon canned in this district amounted to 173,921 cases of all 
varieties. There were 108,784 cases of sockeye packed as against 58,487 cases for the 
previous year. This is a notable increase, and there is no doubt that the distribution 
of fry from the hatcheries on the Fraser River water sheds in 1908, which 
amounted to over 53,000,000 of this species, had a great bearing on it. A large nuin- 
ber of immature males were found in the regular run, many of which entered Shu- 
swap Lake, and to experienced fishermen, such a run is said to portend a big run of 
fish the following year. 

There were 1,430 salmon gill-net licenses issued during the year, and 15 cannery 
licenses. All the cannery licenses and practically all the gill net licenses were for the 
Fraser River. 

Reference was made in my last report to the fact that the steamer Georgia had 
outlived its usefulness and should be replaced by a suitable gasoline launch. I am 
glad to know that my recommendation in this connection has been acted upon by the 
Department. 

The gasoline boat Swan has also been greatly improved and its usefulness in- 
creased by the installation of a new, 25-h.p. engine. The launch Hik has been made 
more serviceable by transferring to her the old engine from the Swan. 

The steamer Restless was utilized during the season for protection work on the 
Fraser and in the Gulf of Georgia, and was also used for an inspection tour of the 
waters of the west coast of Vancouver Island and the northern part of the province. 
Two hundred and eighty-nine cases of violations of the Fisheries Act in this district 
were dealt with, and fines were imposed in 276 cases, aggregating a sum of $2,546.50. 
Thirteen cases were dismissed. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


This district comprises the northern waters of the province, and is under the 
supervision of District Inspector J. T. ‘C. Williams, with headquarters during the 
fishing seascn at Port Essington, on the Skeena River, and during the winter season 
at Vancouver, where the greater number of fishing companies operating im 
the north have their headquarters. 
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The statisties for this district give the value of the total pack as $5,081,291, 
against $4,722,761 for the preceding year. 

The development in these northern waters referred to in last year’s report is now 
a matter of actual fact. The cold storage built and equipped by the ‘ Canadian Cold 
Storage Co.’.is in operation, and its fleet of deep sea fishing ‘craft is now practically 
engaged in the fishing industry. The ‘ British Columbia Fisheries, Limited,’ operated 
their new cannery at Aliford Bay, and their fleet of halibut boats may be seen on 

» halibut banks. The herring fisheries of Prince Rupert harbour received con- 
sidevaple attention during the winter months, and large quantities of herring for. 
bait were caught and placed in cold storage for this year’s halibut fishing. 

The district is protected by fishery overseers located at Rivers Inlet, Prince 
Rupert, Naas Harbour and on Queen Charlotte Island. These officers are supplied 
with patrol boats, and are constantly on the move throughout the season. They are 
assisted by special guardians placed on the upper reaches of the rivers, and further 
assistance is given by the provincial fishery and game wardens. The steamer 
Falcon was as usual employed at different parts of the district as her services were 
required, and was also utilized by the imspector in travelling from centre to centre 
at such times as his presence was necessary. 

District No. 2 is a very large one, and owing to the general development, it was 
considered advisable to create what is known as the Central Division, embracing the 
following area: From Addenbrooke Island in Fitz Hugh Sound, following the 
southerly coast of Hecate Island; thence north, following the coast line to Lowe 
Inlet, Grenville Channel; thence following the easterly shore line back to Adden- 
brooke Island, including all inlets, bays, channels and lakes embraced in this area, 
with the exception of Dean and Burke Channels. 

This was necessary owing to the fact that Butedale cannery, Lowe Inlet, the new 
cannery at East Bella Bella, and the Namu cannery, were at too great a distance 
from Skeena River to admit of the protection necessary being afforded; consequently, 
a new overseership was created and filled by the appointment of Mr. James Boyd, 
with headquarters at East Bella Bella. This officer had been in the service as patrol- 
man on the Skeena River, and his experience and knowledge thus gained well fitted 
him to fill the more important position of fishery overseer. 

Whilst there was a decrease in the number of cases of sockeye packed on the 
Skeena River as compared with the previows year, it is not fair to assume that there 
was a small run of this variety. Large quantities of fish escaped the nets and 
reached their natural spawning grounds, as reports are to the effect that in addition 
to the hatcheries being filled with eggs, the natural spawning grounds were well 
seeded. : 

The fisheries regulations were well enforced in this district, and very few seizures 
were, made; owing to the constant patrolling of the launches, little illegal fishing, 
was attempted. 

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This district is under the supervision of Inspector E. G. Taylor, residing at 
Nanaimo, and comprises Vancouver Island and the mainland adjacent. 

The statistics for this district show that there is an appreciable increase in the 
commercial value; the total being $3,110,877 for this year as compared with $2,786,- 
302 for the previous year. The increase in the quantity of herring caught is a notable 
feature; the total being 515,980 cwt. as against 499,210 ewt. for the previous year, 
with a value of $462,963 as against $301,635. 

Last year 890 whales, including 24 sperm whales, were captured, as against 581 
whales, including 16 sperm whales, for this year. 

One new cannery has been constructed in the district, and is operated by the 
‘Jervis Inlet Canning Co.’ at Bargain Harbour. Large quantities of salmon for this 
cannery were caught by trolling; in fact, this mode of fishing is extending to all 
parts of the coast. 
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The cold storage located at Uchucklesit and operated is the ‘ Wallace Fisheries ’ 
is a modern institution and is of considerable value to the fishing industry on the 
west coast. It gives employment to a large number, and the businesslike methods 
prevailing should ensure a successful venture. 

Reference was made in last year’s report to the fact that owing to the size of 
this division, additional boats were required for fisheries protection. The steamer 
Alcedo renders good service, but it was felt that even greater protection was neces- 
sary than could be afforded by this patrol steamer. With this end in view, the whole 
coast line of the island has been divided into nine sections which provides for the 
necessary protection. The districts thus created are as follows: Quetsino, Clayoquot 
Sound, Alberni, Cowichan, Nanaimo, Comox, Campbell River, Alert Bay and Pender 
Harbour, including all the bays and inlets: as well as the inlind lakes as they 
occur in the respective districts. Salaries have been allotted to the respective officers 
which will allow of their giving their whole time to the distric, Contracts have 
been allotted for gasoline boats for such districts as require them, 4 nd when construc- 
tion is completed, they will be put into commission. Ag these bog 's are commodious 
and seaworthy, it is anticipated that they will also render consi lerable service in 
protecting the three-mile limit. 


OBSTRUCTIONS. 


Considerable work has been done during this year in connection with removing 
rock and log jams which were an obstruction to the free ascent of salmon to their 
natural spawning grounds. At the Stamp River Falls in District No. 3, a free pass- 
ageway was made, and salmon can now ascend without experiencing the difficulties 
which existed before these falls were made accessible. 

The work of constructing a passageway at the Medziaden Falls, Naas River Dis- 
trict, was undertaken by the Provincial Fisheries Department, the Dominion Govern- 
ment assuming the cost thereof. This work, when completed, will cost about $14,000, 
and will lay open large additional spawning areas to which fish can ascend without 
hindrance at all stages of water. 

The work of making the falls at Bridge River on the Fraser River accessible to 
salmon is also being proceeded with by the Provincial Department, the Dominion 
Government assuming the cost. This work, together with the arrangements made 
for the removal of Indian barricades on the upper waters of the Fraser, ought to be 
of great value to future returns of salmon from this water-shed. These barricades 
were erected by the Indians in such a way that few, if any, salmon could escape, and 
their removal is a cause for congratulation, especially as no hardship has been placed 
upon the Indians, they having been supplied with nets with which they are enabled 
to supply themselves with the necessary fish for their maintenance. 

There are many other streams throughout the province Se attention, and 
these will be attended to as conditions will permit. 


REGULATIONS. 


This year changes have been made in the regulations which affect more particu- 
larly the northern part of the province. In December, 1910, a regulation was made 
which provided for what was known as boat rating areas, and covered Skeena River, 
Rivers Inlet, Naas River, Bella Coola, Kimsquit Manitou, Smith’s Inlet, Namu and 
Lowe Inlet. To each of these areas a maximum number of boats was allotted, and 
this number was again allotted to the canneries then in existence. 

This system, whilst it had its good points, was too drastic, and prevented that 
competition which is the life of trade. 
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It was the desire of both the Federal and Provincial Governments to encourage 
white fishermen to become permanent settlers in the north; consequently, whilst the 
number of licenses to be issued in each area remains the same, a certain percentage 
was reserved for white fishermen who were British subjects owning their own boats 
and nets, and which it is expected, will be a means of encouraging British subjects 
to take up their permanent residence in this part of the province, where great oppor- 
tunities exist, and where success awaits those who are industrious ‘and thrifty. 


GENERAL REMARKS. ry 


I am pleased to refer to the visit of the Superintendent of Fisheries, which oc- 
curred in July. The Superintendent and Provincial Deputy Commissioner of Fish- 
eries, together with the Chief Inspector, accompanied by the District Inspectors in 
their respective districts, made an inspection tour of practically the whole coast of 
the province, including Queen Charlotte Islands. 

The tour was an instructive one from many standpoints. The Superintendent. of 
Fisheries became personally acquainted with the requirements of the fishing indus- 
try, and is thus better enabled to deal with questions coming before him, having a 
personal knowledge of the locality affected. ; 

Periodical visits by officers from the Department are of great value officially, as 
a personal knowledge expedites and assists in reaching businesslike decisions. 

The fishery exhibit was, as usual, held in connection with the annual exhibition 
in New Westminster. The exhibit consisted of a miniature hatchery in operation. 
Specimens of the different species of salmon indigenous to this coast and all of which 
had been incubated and reared in retaining ponds connected with the Dominion 
Government hatcheries, were shown in glass aquaria. The usual mounted specimens 
were in evidence. 

This exhibit is becoming more popular year by year, and the building is really 
now too small to accommodate the interested crowds. It is certainly a valuable source 
for disseminating information on the fisheries, and to illustrate, although in a small 
way, the work of the hatcheries throughout the province. 

The exhibit was this year honoured by. the presence of His Royal Highness, the 
Duke of Connaught, who expressed himself as greatly interested. 

I am pleased to be able to refer to the amicable relationship which has existed 
between the Provincial Fisheries Department and your. representative here. Every 
effort has been made on both sides to act in the best interests for the develop- 
ment and conservation of the fisheries. Conferences have been held both in 
Ottawa and Victoria, and it is sincerely hoped results will show wise decisions 
have been reached. In any event, it can only be felt that the very best consideration 
was given to all matters pertaining to the wellfare of the fisheries of this coast, and 
that everything possible has been done to foster a great heritage.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT NO. 1. 


To F. H. CunnincuaM, Ksq,, 
Chief Inspector of Fisheries, 
New Westminster, B.C. 


Sir,—I beg to submit herewith the Statistical Report of the Fisheries for District 
No. 1, British Columbia, for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1918. 

Salmon.—There is quite a noticeable decrease in the total pack of canned salmon 
as compared with last year, there being then a total of 301,978 cases, against 178,921 
cases this year. This is accounted for by the fact that this season a very small 
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quantity of salmon outside of the sockeye was packed, but of this variety almost 
double the quantity as compared with last year has been put up, as shown by the fol- 
lowing figures :—

This was expected to be the smallest run of sockeye in the four years’ cycle, 
but as shown above there is an increase in the pack over the previous year of 48,968 
cases, and compared with the last ‘small run’ four years ago (though that year there 
were 11,448 cases put up from fish brought from the south-west coast traps) there is 
the remarkable increase of 34,210 cases. 

The following table shows the quantity of the different varieties packed in this 
district this season :—

The sockeye were of unusually good quality throughout the season, but a very 
extraordinary feature of the run was the large number of immature males 
which appeared with the regular run. Quite a number of those were gilled in the 
regular sockeye net, 52 inches extension measurement, though they were not more than 
half the size of the average sockeye. 

The great unprovemert in the run of sockeye this season would succly insicate 
the splendid results from our hatcheries, as in the summer of 1908 there wer. liber- 
rated from the Dominion Government hatcheries situated on the Fraser River water 
sheds, 53,832,000 sockeye fry. 

Halibut.—tThe return shows this season 21,127 ewts. as against 15,854 ewts. last 
year, an increase of 5,273 ewts. This was taken by the different fishing companies 
engaged in this trade, principally in District No. 2 and in neutral waters. A great 
deal of this was taken by the ‘New England Fish Co.’ and brought into this district 
in bond and sent direct through for consumption in the United States. 


Cod.—The returns show the catch of this variety to be about the same as last 
year, though the demand was considerably greater, and consequently it commanded 
a better price. The total amount of the return ig 1,475,000 Ibs., though there is no 
doubt a great deal of this variety is taken by Japanese by means of hook and line, 
and sold to peddlers, who, in turn, retail it from house to house, and for which it is 
impossible to obtain an accounting. The average wholesale price paid this season 
for cod was 54 cents per pound. 

Herring.—There is a very noticeable increase in the quantity of herring taken in 
this district over last year. . The return this year shows 46,800 ewts. against 19,822 
ewts. last year. This is accounted for by the fact that the herring were unusually 
large in size and of exceptionally good quality; consequently there was a greater 
demand, a better price paid, and more fishermen were engaged in the business. The 
average wholesale price paid for these fish in a green state was 3 cents per pound, 
while last year only 2 cents was paid. 

The total value of the product of the fisheries of this district this year, you will 
notice, is $6,263,320, which is $105,258 greater than last year, which is exceedingly 
encouraging to all that are interested in this very important industry. 
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A very important matter affecting the fisheries of this district is the somewhat 
old question of hair seals. These destructive pests continue their depredations, 
particularly upon the spring salmon and during the season when there is a great 
demand in the markets for this variety of fish. The destruction which these creatures 
occasion is a great source of annoyance and of tremendous loss both to the fishermen 
and dealers. 

As you are aware, shot guns have been tried, but without any noticeable effect. 
Also a test was made last year with cross lines, but this too failed so far as practical 
results were concerned, as these mammals appear to possess almost human intelligence, 
and successfully keep out of harm’s way when an attempt is made at their capture. 
It is to be hoped that the department can devise some method that will either drive 
out or exterminate the hair seal. 

Re-organization—The re-organization of this district went into effect on the 
24th of July last. Under such re-organization the interior portion was divided into 
four sub-districts, and placed under the supervision of overseers with headquarters 
as follows: Nelson, Vernon, Kamloops and 150-Mile House. 

The remaining portion of the district, including the waters of the Lower Fraser 
with all its small tributaries, Lillooet Lake, Harrison Lake and the streams flowing 
into them, Serpentine and Nicomekl Rivers, the Gulf of Georgia, Howe Sound and 
the Squamish, have been attended to. by myself with the assistance of the local 
officers in charge of the Fisheries Protection launches. 

The work of protecting the fisheries has been well performed under the above 
arrangement. The duties of the officers in the interior portion of the district have 
consisted in looking after the operations of sawmills to prevent the depositing of 
refuse into the streams, and attending to the enforcement of the regulations, 
especially concerning the protection of the fish on their spawning grounds. J may 
add that throughout the whole district, good .and efficient service has been rendered 
by the various officers andi the interests of the fisheries well protected.

REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 2. 


To F. H. Cunnincuam, Esq., 
Chief Inspector of Fisheries, 
New Westminster, B.C. 


Sir,—I have the honour -to enclose my statistical report on the fisheries of the 
northern coast of British Columbia, District No. 2, for the fiscal year ended March 
31, 1913, including the salmon packs for the different divisions. These returns show 
an increase in the aggregate of the total value of -fish and fish products for 1912-13, 
being $5,081,291, as against $4,722,761 for 1911-12. This increase is accounted for to 
some extent by the additional pack of 127,116 cases of salmon over that of last season, 
also by the development of the herring fisheries of Prince Rupert, and the erection of 
additional canneries at East Bella Bella, Naden Harbour and Aliford Bay, the two 
latter canneries being situated on the Queen Charlotte Islands. The East Bella 
Bella and Naden Harbour canneries have operated principally in the salmon fisheries, 
but the Aliford Bay cannery, which is owned by the ‘ British Columbia Fisheries, 
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Limited,’ have not only put up a fair pack of salmon, but have entered the herring 
and halibut industry extensively.

Skeena River.—The run of sockeye on the Skeena River shows a considerable 
falling off. It is difficult to account for the deficiency in the run of this variety of 
salmon. The weather was all that could be desired, westerly winds prevailed, the 
water was of a good colour and everything seemed favourable to an excellent catch. The 
spawning grounds are protected and carefully patrolled by our officers, barricading 
and unnecessary waste of fish by the Indians was prevented. I should strongly advise 
the immediate reduction of the Tatcha River falls, which will enable the salmon to 
reach a magnificent area of spawning ground hitherto unapproachable. Steps 
have already been taken by me to obtain a report on the local conditions in 
connection with the removal of this obstruction, and plans and specifications are 
now in the hands of the chief inspector. I consider this the most important work in 
connection with the spawning grounds of the Skeena River. 

The run of springs was an average one, but the run of humpbacks was again 
phenomenal. I enclose Overseer Norrie’s report in connection with his division, in 
which he touches on the seeding of the spawning grounds and other matters of 
interest. 

Rivers Iniet.—I ara gratified at being able to report an increase of some 36,000 
cases in sockeye pack of Rivers Inlet. This I consider is attributable to the magni- 
ficent weather during July and August westerly winds prevailed the water was 
thick, thus preventing the salmon from seeing the nets, which enabled the fisher- 
men to make good catches. 

Tishery Overseer Saugstad reports the spawning grounds on Oweekayno Lake 
and tributary streams well stocked with salmon of all varieties. The fishery regula- 
tions were well observed throughout the whole season. 

Naas River—The pack of salmon on this river: increased some 5,000 cases, but 
run of sockeye being practically the same as last season. The increase is attributable 
to the canners packing more fall fish taan hitherto. The fisheries generally are in 
a satisfactory condition, and Overseer Adamson reports very few violations of the 
fisheries regulations.

I am gratified at. being able to report that arrangements have been made by the 
Dominion Fisheries Department with the Provincial Fisheries Department to remove 
the obstruction at the foot of Meziaden Lake that flows into the Naas River. In 1896 
I made a full report to the department on this subject, pointing out the large area of 
spawning grounds that would be available for salmon by the removal of this obstruc- 
tion and have always considered it of vital importance to the salmon fisheries of the 
Naas River. 

Last fall Mr. J. P. Babcock, the fisheries expert of the Provincial Fisheries 
Department, was appointed to superintend this work, and he designed a fishway to 
be built in the north side of the falls. This work is in actual charge of Mr. E. J. 
Gillingham, Provincial Engineer. The work was commenced in November and will 
be completed in March. It will cost about $14,000, which will be paid by the Domin- 
ion Government. The lake is some twelve to thirteen miles in length with.a width 
of about one and three-quarter miles. Tributary streams come from the glaciers, and 
the spawning grounds are principally along the shores of the lake. The falls obstruct 
the passage of salmon to a certain extent at all stages of water, but at the low stages 
it is completely blocked. 

All varieties of salmon frequent these waters, especially the sockeye. I am 
indebted to Mr. J. P. Babcock for this information. 

North coast and Queen Charlotte Islands—The pack of salmon has increased 
some 86,000 cases. This is attributable to two causes, the building of additional can- 
neries at East Bella Bella, Naden Harbour, and Aliford Bay, and also the exceedingly 
heavy run of humpback salmon referred to previously in my report. The new can- 
neries packed almost exclusively the coarser grades of salmon, as they are located in 
waters little frequented by sockeye. The East Bella Bella cannery is situated near 
Bella Bella in Lama Passage, and is distinctly a fall fish proposition. The Naden 
Harbour cannery, owned by the ‘ Wallace Fisheries, Limited,’ is situated on Virago 
Sound, Graham Island, and the Aliford Bay is situated on Skidegate Inlet, and 
owned by the ‘ British Columbia Fisheries, Limited.’ This company was organized by 
Sir George Doughty. They are going extensively into all branches of the industry, 
especially salmon, halibut, and herring. They own several trawlers and purpose 
increasing their operations in the near future. I enclose report from Overseer Harri- 
son on his work and observations in his division, namely, the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. ; 

The run of herring in Rupert Harbour has been exceptionally heavy and 
operators have had all they could handle, but the low figure which prevails in the 
Oriental market for these fish, together with the high rate of wages paid to employees, 
has resulted in most unsatisfactory conditions, and until a better price is procurable 
for this fish, Iam afraid there will be little further development. 

Taking the fisheries in my district, I consider they are in a most satisfactory 
condition, and though prices of some varieties at the present moment are slightly 
depressed, there is no question that this trouble will regulate itself in the near future, 
when better prices will be obtained. The whaling stations operated at Virago Sound 
and Rose Harbour on the Queen Charlotte Islands, had a most successful season, the 
number of whales captured was 526, including three sperm whales, against 300 last 
season. 

This is the first occasion on record in which sperm whales have been captured in 
the northern waters.

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REPORT OF OVERSEER STEWART NORRIE. 


Prince Rupert, B.C., February 21, 1913. 
To J. T. C. Witiiams, 


Inspector of Fisheries. 


Sir,—I beg to submit the following report, touching on the Prince Rupert and 
Skeena River divisions of District No. 2, which have been under my care for the 
past year. 

. The spring salmon run on the Skeena River was a very large one, more fish of 
this variety being taken than in any other year in the history of the river. The mild 
curing process seems to have a market that is hard to overstock. 

The catch of sockeye was hardly up to the average, but large quantities of ‘fish 
got past the nets, and conditions this season have been in favour of the fish reaching 
their spawning grounds. 

This is the first year the cohoe fishing has been prosecuted with vigour. Few 
fishermen, and not even the cannerymen themselves, I believe, had any idea of the 
large number of fish of this variety that run on this river in the fall, and no doubt 
in future the cohoe will be depended upon as a valuable asset. 

Each year as it passes seems to eliminate to some extent the old-time deplorable 
waste of valuable fish food for lack of a market. This year the largest part of the 
humpback catch was packed. It is a variety that never seems to fail on thig river. 
Some fishermen attempt to single out special humpback years, but my own experi- 
ence leads me to believe that the Alaska pink or humpback is with us in much the 
same proportion every year. 

There was only one case of’ illegal fishing. This is, without doubt, due to the 
never-ceasing patrol kept up by the department launches, the province also with a 
chartered launch helped considerably, during the sockeye run, and the threat of 
heavy fine has practically done. away with the one-time notorious practice of violat- 
ing the fisheries regulations. 

The increasing tendency of the fishermen to fish outside, in the southern portion 
of Chatham Sound, is good, thus spreading the allotted number of boats allowed by 
the rating over a larger area of water, than the old-time policy of never leaving the 
estuary of the river. 

T am pleased to report that large quantities of salmon of all kinds succeeded in 
reaching their spawning grounds. Guardian MacKendrick, from Babine, reports 
that the fish have acted a little differently this season. jFor several years the run of 
salmon up the hatchery creek has been very limited, and this season the superintendent 
has been able to secure enough ova from this creek to almost fill his hatchery. Tache 
was the worst stocked spawning ground of the lake; everywhere else, the spawning 
erounds had their average complement of sockeyes. One thing, however, ;was very 
noticeable, and was remarked by the Indians, that there was an unusual amount of 
under sized fish or ‘runts,’ some of them as small as ten and eleven inches, mostly 
males. 

The assistance given to MacKendrick by the appointment of Guardian Collins 
was good, in giving MacKendrick the opportunity to render what, I consider, a com- 
plete and thorough report on the country drained by the Tache River. The depart- 
ment will now be in a position to decide as to its policy pertaining to these falls. 

Guardian D’Feville reports the usual amount of fish on his beat. He visited 
Kisgagas, and found that the Indians were complying with the law, and expected to 
get their usual amount of fish for food purposes without much trouble; also Kuldo, 
Schalm Geese, and Blackwater, one of the headwaters of the Naas River. The Indians 
are behaving themselves very well, and he has had very little trouble around Hazelton 
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and Agwilgat. The Bulkley River has had a very fair run again this year, and the 
Morristown Indians got all they require for food purposes; so also has the Kispiax 
River, and the Indians who take their toll from that stream. 

Guardian Henry Frank, whose beat extends from tide water to Hazelton, reports 
a good season for that part of the river under his care, and calls attention to an 
obstruction in the Simaquoix River, a correct copy of his report on these falls having 
been forwarded to you by me in October. ; 

The creeks running direct into salt water, and in the immediate vicinity, have 
each had their complement of humpbacks and cohoe salmon, and Shawatlans and 
KXloiya also had their usual amount of sockeyes. 

The Metlakatla Indians fished Shawatlans Inlet commercially ag usual, and with 
‘success, but they don’t seem to think much of Kloiya as a fishing ground. 

Guardian James Boyd, employed on the lower xiver, and captain of the Hawk, 
after a faithful season’s service for the department, was unlucky enough before the 
season ended, whilst investigating the headwaters of the Oxstahl River, to contract 
a bad case of inflammatory rheumatism in the knees, which, after considerable acute 
suffering in the general hospital here for over two months, is still weak and stiff, and 
not: in condition to do hard work. . 

This must be considered the first season that herring have been fished to any 
extent in Prince Rupert Harbour. The fish put in an earlier appearance than 
usual, a few being caught at the entrance to the harbour before the end of November. 
Since then the harbour has simply been a mass of fish. Some of the seine licensees 
fishing for the Japanese trade in dry salted herring, on account of a glut in the 
market, had to abandon fishing before they had made expenses. The operators who 
thave made a success of the herring fishing is the Canadian Fish and Cold Storage 
Company, who have frozen their catch for bait for cod and halibut fishing. Their 
fish is easily worth twenty dollars per ton to them, and last fall bait here was worth 
forty dollars per ton. Crippen and Company are also doing well with their kippering, 
and special mode of curing, and expect to make a good season’s showing. The 
British Columbia Fisheries, Limited, have also put up a large quantity of salted bait, 
which they intend to use in the halibut and cod fishing. The fishing is practically 
over for the season, close upon five thousand tons having been taken up to date. 
Simpson Harbour has not received much attention by the herring fishermen this 
season. 

Large quantities of spring salmon, which always follow in the wake of the her- 
ring, have been caught with spoon hook and line, both in this and Simpson Harbour, 
this winter. 

Cod and halibut were plentiful, and the fishermen were successful up till the 
fall, but the winter was a succession of south-east gales, which made it impossible to 
make big catches. 

The trawler Kingsway, which used to operate out of here, and was responsible for 
the nice variety of mixed fish that came to the local market, was taken off through 
the summer, to operate, I believe, out of Vancouver. 

Speaking to the captain of the trawler Triwmph, one of the British Columbia 
Fisheries new vessels, I asked him if he considered the grounds in the Hecate Straits 
too rough for the Otter trawl, and he expresses himself as confident he. could make 
a success of it, provided that the fish was there. He says that a man in charge of an 
Otter trawl must feel his ground first, which he says is simple enough, and when he 
has found clear ground. he can go ahead with confidence.

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REPORT OF OVERSEER C. HARRISON. 


Massett, B.C., December 3, 1912.

Sir,—The season just closed has been the first for the operation of canneries on 
Queen Charlotte Islands. There are now two first-class canneries in this district, one 
at Naden Harbour and the other at Aliford Bay. They were not in readiness for 
canning when the fish first began to run, and consequently the pack at either place 
was not as large as it might have been. The vessels and boats were partly new and 
partly old at the Naden cannery, whereas at Aliford Bay all were new and in excel- 
lent condition. Next year, as the canneries are now completed and fully equipped, 
the pack should be at least double that of the past. season. It is only just to consider 
that this was the first year of a venture on the part of these two large fishing com- 
panies to exploit the salmon in Hecate Straits. Early in May the salmon banks off 
Langara Island attracted the attention of the fishermen. They gathered in large 
numbers and in June began trolling for spring or king salmon. The cannery at 
Naden Harbour offered three cents per pound for the fish, some of them weighing as 
high as ninety pounds, and the catch was far beyond expectations. Some of the 
fishermen captured twenty fish a day by simply rowing about, with a line and her- 
ring or spoon bait. A few whites tried their luck and were more than pleased. If 
the fishing ground were in the neighbourhood of some large city, or if the islands 
were advertised, as they should be, tourists from all over the world would be attracted 
by the great sport. The spring salmon is also a wonderfully delectable fish. This is 
the first year, I believe, that these fish have been canned for commercial purposes, 
and the Naden cannery filled over 6,000 cases for export. Formerly they were mild 
cured and exported in barrels or put into the cold storage plant at Claxton. A close 
season for trolling for these fish similar to that enforced for the use of gill-net fisher- 
men should in my opinion be at once inaugurated. After the run of. the spring 
salmon, the pink, or humpback salmon run commenced. Indians and Japanese who 
are acquainted with the fish of these waters consider the pink salmon equal to any 
caught. The fish if caught before entering the rivers is of good colour and appear- 
_ ance. The further it ascends the river, the more it deteriorates. Alaskans have been 
canning this salmon for a good many years and shipping them to China and Japan. 
The epicure is assured that the pink salmon is equal to any as a food, and should 
become a marketable article in European centres. The inlets and rivers were liter- 
ally jammed with these fish. The two canneries could not handle the catch, and a 
visit to the spawning beds shows that there is little danger of exhausting the supply 
in the near future. A law should, however, be made to inflict a penalty on the fisher- 
men or cannery owners, 7.e., the parties who are really guilty for catching more fish 
than can be handled at the canneries should be punished. This year many thousands 
had to be dumped from the scows into the salt water in front of the canneries, as 
the canneries could not handle all that were caught. This is simply a wanton destruc- 
tion of good edible fish that in the near future will be required and be in great 
demand, therefore before it is too late precautionary methods should at once be 
adopted and no more fish allowed to be caught than can be utilized. During the past 
fishing season I did my utmost to protect the fisheries and prevent illegal fishing as 
far as I was able, but my district, comprising the whole of the waters surrounding 
the Queen Charlotte Islands, is a very large one. The most remarkable thing about 
the fishing in this district is the fact that all is or should be done in the salt water. 
The rivers and streams which are numerous are very narrow, and the fisheries regula- 
tions do not allow the fishermen to enter the rivers, and consequently most of my 
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time was occupied in protecting the rivers and streams from being illegally used by 
the fishermen. In regard to the weekly close season, the Haidas have caused me no 
trouble, as they themselves always looked forward to this period of rest to meet their 
friends at the canneries, but I cannot say the same regarding the whites, as some of 
them would fish every day in the week if they thought they were not likely to be 
caught. The gasoline schooner Josephine was engaged during the past season for 
patrol work, and although she is the best gasoline boat in this inlet, she is too slow 
and too small for the work required to be done. The superintendent whilst at Massett 
requested me as early as convenient to send you the details of the vessel that would 
be suitable for fishery patrol work in this district. This I have already done and hope 
that the vessel will be built in time for next season’s work. During the cohoe and 
humpback season the department should allow me to engage two fishery guardians, 
‘one for the north end and the other for the south (distance between these two places 
being about 120 miles), as during my absence from either place there really is (out- 
side of special constables who, as a rule, do not care to interfere with fishery matters), 
no one to see that the regulations are fully complied with. 

All our streams up to the present time are free from sawdust and mill refuse, 
as the sawmills now in operation on these islands are located on the various town- 
sites and not near any river or stream that salmon frequent. I wish to draw your 
attention to the fact that the sockeye and cohoe runs were almost failures during the 
past season, and consequently attention should be paid to the propagation of these 
two species. On some days the Indians caught from 20 to 100 cohoes, but the run 
was not constant. It is possible that the island'rivers are not large enough for the 
cohoes and sockeyes to ascend them in large numbers. At any rate, it is evident that 
the two species have not been plentiful during the past year. I believe that had we 
proper fishways up the Aiin and the Naden rivers so that the salmon could enter 
the Aiin and Eden lakes, that within a very few years with careful attention, the 
cohoes and sockeyes would become almost as plentiful as the humpbacks. Aiin is a 
large body of water about twenty miles in length and from half to one and a-half 
miles in width, and very deep in the centre, but the fish cannot ascend as thev should 
do owing to rocky waterfalls averaging in the Aiin District from the mouth of the 
river to the outlet of the lake about 100 feet. There are also two waterfalls in the 
Naden River that need to be blasted out to facilitate the entry of the fish higher up 
the river and into Eden lake. I have already sent you reports re the various rivers 
at the south end of this island and those on Moresby island, Aiin, Naden, Yakoun, 
and Ouan rivers are the principal rivers at the north end of the island that the 
sockeyes and cohoes frequent, and Copper river and Honna are the best rivers 
for these fish down south. For the propagation of the species the rocky waterfalls 
and obstructions should be cleared out of the streams in order to allow the fish to 
ascend to their natural spawning beds. Two hatcheries under the supervision of 
competent men should also be erected, and the most suitable places in my opinion 
are Quan river up Massett inlet, and the Honna river near Queen Charlotte city. 
With the removal of all the obstructions to the salmon ascending to natural spawn- 
ing beds, with proper and careful protection during the fishing season, and with the 
erection of hatcheries to propagate the species required, I firmly believe that the 
salmon fisheries in this district would in the near future become large enough to 
supply six instead of two good sized canneries.

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REPORT ON THE FISHERIES OF DISTRICT No. 3. 


To the Chief Inspector of Fisheries, 
New Westminster, B.C.

S1r,—I have the honour to enclose my statistical report on the fisheries for Dis- 
trict No. 8, of the province of British Columbia, for the fiscal year ended March 31 
1913. ; 

This was a banner year in the various branches of the fishing industry through- 
out the district, and the development along all lines was most satisfactory. This was 
especially the case in the salmon and herring fisheries. The total value of fish and 
fish products for the year was $3,110,877 against $2,786,302 for the year ended March 
31, 1912, an increase of $324,575. Last year the value of salmon marketed was 
$1,485,517; this year it is $1,931,685, an increase of $446,168. The salmon catch last 
year was 166,322 ewts.; this year it is 221,410 cwts., an increase of 55,088 ewts. 
700,000 pounds of spring salmon were put up by the mild cure packers at Victoria 
for the foreign market. These salmon were taken in the traps operating on the 
south-west coast of Vancouver Island. Five traps fished last season. They were oper- 
ated by J. H. Todd and Sons. This firm is the only one operating traps on the coast of 
Vancouver Island. One new salmon cannery was erected and operated for the first 
time at Bargain Harbour, on the mainland coast, this season. 

The herring fisheries continue to show a satisfactory development, especially in 
Nanaimo District, where the increase over last season was 10,000 ewts. In the Pender 
Harbour District the catch was only a little over one-fifth of last year’s. This was 
owing to the inner waters of the harbour being closed to seine fishing. 

The halibut fishing on the west coast of Vancouver Island received greater atten- 
tion this past season than ever before, and the various fishing vessels engaged in this 
branch were rewarded with a fair measure of success; but owing to the unusually 
stormy weather which prevailed through the winter months, their operations were 
greatly hampered. The cold storage plant erected at Uchucklesit Harbour, Barclay 
Sound, Vancouver island, is proving a great stimulus to the fisheries on that coast. 

The two whaling stations operated by the Canadian North Pacific Fisheries on 
the west coast of Vancouver Island had a fairly successful season., The whales taken 
to the station at Kyuquot Sound numbered 297, and the number taken to the Barclay 
Sound station was 284, making a total capture of 581, which includes sixteen sperm 
whales. Last year the number of sperm whales taken was 24, and the year before 
eleven sperm whales were captured. 

In compliance with the conditions agreed upon by the various powers interested 
in the preservation and protection of the fur seals, which frequent the waters of the 
North Pacific ocean, the sealing vessels accustomed to engage in this industry did not 
go out, consequently only the Indians along the west coast of Vancouver Island 
hunted the fur seal. They succeeded in capturing 205 skins, valued at $6,150. 
Under the sealing regulations, the Indian is only permitted to kill the seal 
with a spear, and can only use a canoe. The large price offered for the skins ig a 
great temptation to the Indian to adopt modern methods in seal-hunting thereby 
violating the regulations. 

It is very gratifying to report, however, that the fisheries regulations throughout 
the district were well observed during the past season, and the infringements were 
fewer than in any previous season.

FISHERIES PATROL SERVICE 


The following reports on the work of the vessels comprising the Fisheries Patrol 
fleet during the year 1912-13 are submitted by the Inspectors whose districts the boats 
respectively serve :— 


REPORT ON THE WORK OF PATROL BOAT No. 1, IN DISTRICT No 2, 
NOVA SCOTIA. 


Pictou, N.S., 1918. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—During the months of June and July, in the year 1912, this boat was 
employed in collecting lobster ova from the factories in Antigonish county and con- 
yeying them to the hatchway at Tracadie. 

After the commencement of the close season the coast waters of Antigonish, 
Pictou, Colchester and Cumberland, on the Strait of Northumberland, were patrolled 
and many miles gone over with the grappling-iron to take lobster gear illegally set. 
~ On September 3, between Northport and Wallace, ten lobster traps were confiscated; 
September 5, between Pugwash and Northport, picked up fifty traps. 

September 11, found a long line, but no traps. 

September 13, between Pugwash and Tidnish, took four lines and 250 lobster 
traps. 

October 18, in Bay de Verte, took a quantity of traps and cordage. 

Searching for traps and gear is about the only work the boat is suitable for, being 
a steamboat, and the speed under most favourable circumstances not more than five 
and one-half miles per hour. 

Many of the fishermen’s boats have gasoline engines and can go from nine to ten 
miles per hour, and if they are detected violating the law can easily escape. 

In November the boat went out of commission.

NOVA SCOTIA.

Sm,—The coast waters patrolled by this boat are chiefly in Inspectoral District 


‘No. 1, but the coast waters of Guysboro county, in District No. 2, is included in the 


service, and from August 8 to August 16 the coast waters from Canso to Whitehead 
were patrolled; again from August 26 to August 28 the same district was gone over. 
From September 11 to September 24 patrol work was done from Canso to Ecum 


.Secum. 


From October 11 to the 21st day of the same month she patrolled from Canso to 
Sonora. 

The fact that the boat may appear at any time or place on the division has the 
effect of preventing violations of law. 

On none of the above occasions was any lobster gear observed, although at Dover, 
where some reports of illegal fishing were observed, yet after diligent searching and 


use of the grappling-iron, none were found.

REPORT ON WORK OF PATROL BOATS ‘A’ AND ‘B’ 


SHELBURNE, N.S., 1918. 
To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
. Ottawa. 


Smr,—The following is a brief description of the work of the patrol boats ‘A’ and 
‘B,’ for the year 1912-13. . 

Patrol boat ‘A, Capt. Hadley Blackford, went into commission the Ist of Sep- 
tember, being placed on the bay shore of Digby county. This boat performed fairly 
satisfactory work in the protection of the close season lobster regulations, until the 
opening of the fishing season, January 6, after which she was laid up for the winter. 

Patrol boat ‘B” Capt. John Bateman, went into commission the 1st of November, 
and was placed on the Shelburne County district, giving special attention to the 
prevention of illegal lobster fishing in the Clarke’s Harbour and Seal Island district. 
This boat greatly assisted in the prevention of violations of the close season regula- 
tions, with the result that very little illegal fishing was done. She continued her 
patrol until the opening of the lobster season, December 15, when she was laid up 
for the winter. 

These two boats were the first of a series of five specially designed for the Fishery 
Patrol Service. They are 45 feet long, 12 feet beam, 43 feet draft. They are pro- 
pelled by double gasoline engines of 20 horse-power each, and can develop 12 knots 
an hour. They each carry a complement of four men.

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REPORT ON WORK OF PATROL BOATS ‘RICHMOND’ AND ‘J. L. NELSOWN,”’ 


CHARLOTTETOWN, P.E.I., 1913. 
To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—Guardian Peter J. Cameron, who is in charge of the motor boat Richmond, 
reports that on May 20, 1912, he entered on the duties assigned to him of protecting 
the oyster beds of Grand river and Richmond bay, and gave particular attention to 
keeping quahaug fishermen within the boundaries marked for them, and keeping 
strict watch that no one interfered with the oyster beds during the quahaug season; 
also visited lobster canneries in the district during the lobster season, and to see 
that fishermen or packers were not taking spawn lobsters. He states that during his 
several visits to the canneries in Richmond bay, that he found no spawn lobsters, 
after the close of the lobster season, on July 10. He devoted his time during the latter 
part of July and August in watching for illegal lobster fishing, when he found and 
destroyed a quantity of traps and lines. 

The quahaug season opened on the 1st of September, and he took up the work 
of keeping the quahaug fishermen within the boundaries laid out for them. From the 
opening of the oyster season on the ist of October until the close of navigation, he 
devoted his time in protecting the oyster beds from being robbed of small oysters. 

In some parts of Richmond bay he found star fish quite plentiful, and oysters on 
many beds destroyed by them. 

THE PATROL BOAT ‘ NELSON.’ 

Captain Wrayton patrolled the coast from Miminigash to Egmont bay, and north- 
ward, after the close of the late lobster season, making Miminigash his headquarters. 

Good effective work was done, and many traps and lines were destroyed after the 
close of the season.

Sir,—Owing to delay in repairs on this boat she did not go into commission until 
May 28. As usual Captain Mitchell maintained an effective patrol against violators 
from the American side, particularly those who were attempting to dynamite pollock. 
No. 2 also did good service in visiting different parts of the county of Charlotte during 
the close season and prevented lobster fishing being done. | She also destroyed all 
traps found set during that period. Without the assistance oe this boat the lobster 
regulations would be flagrantly violated. I went to the different parts of the district 
in her when the occasion called for my being there and she could be spared from her 
ordinary work. 

I am deeply grieved to have to report the death of Captain Silas Mitchell, who 
commanded this boat. Captain Mitchell was in poor health during the latter part of 
the season, but stuck to his post until the boat was laid up in December. He passed 
away on April 27. 
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No. 2 has practically outlived her usefulness. She is too slow and is becoming 
unseaworthy. No doubt the new boat now being built in her place will be a great 
improvement over the old one. 

She was hauled up at Harbour de Loutre, Campobello, on December 17, where 
she remained until this spring.

Leslie, officer 
in charge of House Harbour hatchery, I accordingly, on the 5th of June, boarded the

immediately to carry the lobster spawn from Grand Entry and Amherst island to 
the House Harbour hatchery, going alternately, one day to Grand Entry, next to 
Amherst, which work was carried on until July 11, being afterwards employed in 
distributing the matured spawn in the different lagoons, ending our work in connec- 
tion with the hatchery on the 30th day of July, 1912. 
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On the 31st day of July, 1912, we commenced our patrol in connection with the 
Fishery Protection Service, patrolling the lagoons of Grand Entry, House harbour 
and Havre au Basque, until October 16, 1912, during which time we smashed or 
destroyed 1,549 lobster traps, seized about 4,000 fathoms of rope and two boats engaged 
in illegal fishing in the lagoons, all of which were sold at auction after due notice was 
given. 

According to instructions the proceeds were duly sent to the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries. On October 17, we were directed by Commander Wakeham to 
hold CO. E. Tanner ready for Pictou. On the 18th we were taken in tow by SS. cruiser 
Princess, and arrived at Pictou on the morning of October 19, and according to 
instructions immediately left C. H. Tanner in charge of W. H. Noonan, agent, Depart- 
ment of Marine and Fisheries.

REPORT ON WORK OF PATROL BOAT ‘LADY OF THE LAKE’

To the Superintendent of Fisheries,

Sir,—I have the honour to report with respect to the patrol boat Lady of the Lake, 
for the fiscal year ended March 381, 1912. 

The Lady of the Lake was employed on the waters of Lake Winnipeg, including 
all rivers flowing into, and out of, it. 

Capt. Forrest was instructed through this office to have necessary repairs and 
painting done. This work commenced on the Marine railway, on April 13, and was fin- 
ished May 27. From the latter date she was employed protecting the fisheries in Lake 
Winnipeg, until the fall, when she assisted in collecting whitefish eggs, for Berens 
river, Gull harbour, and the Selkirk fish hatchery. 

I am pleased to say that the steamer accomplished her work in a very satisfactory 
manner, considering that her hull was in a very poor condition, and that the season 
of 1912 was 9 very rough one. 

During the season she covered over 6,500 miles, and went into winter quarters at 
Selkirk on November 23, 1912. 

She was under orders from the writer, who was aboard throughout the season.

Sir,—I beg to submit the report of the service performed by the fisheries patrol 
boats of this district for the year ended March 31, 1913, as follows :— 


SS. ‘ GEORGIA.” 


This boat was employed about three months during the first part of the season 
patrolling the lower Fraser river and Gulf of Georgia, enforcing the regulations. 
During this time she logged about 1,000 miles. 

As you are aware, she was removed from the service on the 6th of July last, and 
has since been replaced by the new patrol launch Foam, a boat 45 ft. long, 10 ft. beam 
and 4:ft. draught, fitted out with a 25 horse-power Eastern standard engine. She has 
a speed of approximately ten miles per hour. 

The gasoline launch Bert White was chartered for a few weeks to take the place 
of the Georgia during the time the fishing operations were at their height. 


LAUNCH ‘ SWAN.’ 


This launch, under the charge of Officer Hembrough, was employed during the 
year patrolling the Fraser river and its various tributaries, including the following: 
Coquitlam, Pitt, Lillooet, Salmon, Chilliwack and Stave rivers, and Pitt lake, Sumas 
lake, Hatzic slough and Silver creek. She logged in all 8,020 miles, and found 181 
eases of violations of the fishery law, principally fishing in the channel at the mouth 
of the Fraser river, Steveston, and fishing during the weekly close season. She also 
assisted in distributing the fry from the Fraser river hatchery. 


LAUNCH ‘ SEMIAHMO.’ 


This boat has been under the charge of Officer Wm. McLelland Moore, and has 
been engaged in patrolling the waters of Burrard inlet, English bay and Howe sound, 
enforcing the regulations, and has logged 5,160 miles. 


LAUNCH ‘ ELK.’ 


This launch, under the charge of Officer Dauphinee, was employed during the year 
patrolling the waters of the North arm of the Fraser river, enforcing the regulations, 
and has travelled about 3,200 miles. One hundred and five cases of violations of the 
law were reported and dealt with, principally for fishing in the channel and during 
weekly close season. The Hlk also assisted in distributing fry from the Fraser river 
hatchery. 


ss. ‘RESTLESS.’

Sir,—In handing in my report of the services performed by the C. G. S. Restless, 
under my command during 1912, while engaged in the inner waters, I beg to say that 
I reported for duty at New Westminster on June 14, in connection with the salmon 
fisheries. Continued in this service, making a trip to Bellingham and Unacortes, 
U.S., until July 3, when we left New Westminster on an inspection visit to all the 
fishing stations on the coast. During this trip was accompanied by Superintendent 
of Fisheries Found, Chief Inspector Cunningham, Deputy Provincial Commissioner 
McIntyre, Inspector Taylor, and Inspector Williams, at different times and places. 


On July 5, left Victoria, proceeding to the west coast, where we visited Alberni, 
Uchuckleisit, Sechart, Whaling station, Uchulet and Kennedy river, Clayoquot sound, 
returning to Victoria July 10, at midnight. 


On the 11th left Victoria to continue the inspection of the inside stations on the 
north coast, and after taking coal at Nanaimo, proceeded visiting Quathiasca cove, 
Alert Bay, Smith’s inlet, Rivers inlet, Bella Coola, Kimsquit, Bella Bella, Buteglen 
and Low inlet, arriving at Prince Rupert on the 21st, where the officials left the Rest- 
less, and continued their work on the O. G. S. Falcon and Wm. Jolliffe. After bunk- 
ering ship, left Prince Rupert on the 23rd for Union bay, where we arrived on the 
26th, and awaited the arrival of the officials from the Queen Charlotte islands on the 
Wm. Jolliffe on the 28th, when we left for Vancouver, arriving at 4.30 p.m. Proceeded 
to New Westminster the following day, having completed a very satisfactory trip to 
all concerned. 


Continued carrying on patrol duty and on August 5 took Superintendent Found, 
Chief Inspector Cunningham and friends to Blaine, U.S., returning vza Nanaimo, 
where ship bunkered. During August was engaged on the Fraser river, making also 
two trips to Bargain bay, Malaspina straits. 


September 3, took Mr. A. Robertson of the Harrison lake hatchery to the head of 
Jarvis inlet to learn if salmon eggs could be procured in quantities in that vicinity. 
Returned on the 5th and continued patrol duty until the close of the season, 
October 31. . 


During the season had occasion to report eleven boats for violations of the 
regulations, and their owners were brought before the Inspector and fined for the 
offences. 


October 31, proceeded to Nanaimo, took on board Inspector Taylor and: Provincial 
Officer F. DeGrey, and left on a trip to the head of Seymour inlet, calling at various 
fishing stations, going and coming. Experienced very severe weather on this trip, 
arriving back at New Westminster on November 13, where orders were received to 
proceed to Esquimalt, and outfit for the winter service. 5 


During the period covered by the above report the Restless steamed 5,327°statute 
miles, and was under way 582 hours in the discharge of her duties.

REPORT ON WORK OF PATROL BOATS OF DISTRICT No. 2. 


VaNcouvER, B.C., 1918. 
To the Chief Inspector Fisheries, 
New Westminster, B.C. 

Sir,—I have the honour to submit my annual report in connection with the 
services performed by the fisheries patrol boats under my control during the fiscal 
year just closed. 

LAUNCH ‘ HAWK.’ 


During the season this launch was engaged patrolling the Skeena river, from 
April 1 to September 30. 

Owing to the effective patrol few seizures were made and comparatively little 
illegal fishing was indulged in. 

She travelled some 2,500 miles during the six months she was in commission. 

She was under the supervision of Overseer Norrie. 


LAUNCH ‘ MERLIN.’ 


During the season the gasoline launch Merlin. was engaged in patrolling Rivers 
inlet, making occasional trips of inspection to Smith’s inlet and Namu. She is under 
the control of Overseer Saugstad. 

She travelled some 300 miles during the season. She was in commission from 
May 1 to October 1. Her work was most effective in preventing illegal fishing during 
the season, scarcely any infringements of the regulations being reported. 


LAUNCH ‘ KA YEX.’ 


This launch patrols the waters around Prince Rupert and Skeena river. She is 
in commission during the whole year. She ran about 4,482 miles from February to 
November, when she was laid up for repairs. The wholesale infractions of the 
Fisheries Act of recent years have now become a thing of the past, only one conviction 
being secured last season. I attribute this to the steady patrol service rendered by the 
two launches Ka Yex and Hawk. The former launch travels when in good running 
order fully nine and a half miles an hour, which enables her to cover a large area of 
water during the weekly close season. 

The department is making some needed repairs this spring which will materially 
assist the Engineer in his work, and be instrumental in keeping the launch continually 
on the move. 

C. G. S. “FALCON. 


This steamer was under my control from May 30 until October 9, and during that 
time logged 5,286 miles, making 197 calls at the different fisheries in the district. She 
patrols a coast line of some 1,100 miles. Her special work is the protection of the 
salmon and herring fisheries, in District No. 2, and to convey the Inspector of Fisheries 
to the outlying fisheries that require his supervision. During July she was used by the 
Superintendent of Fisheries and the Chief Inspector of Fisheries for visits of inspec- 
tion around Rivers inlet, Skeena river and the Naas river. 

Below I give the approximate distances travelled by the Falcon during each 


month and the number of calls made. 
Miles travelled. Calls made. 
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LAUNCH ‘ LINNET.’ 


This launch patrols the Naas river and Portland inlet under the control of Over- 
seer Adamson. She travelled about 3,000 miles during the season, and was in com- 
mission from April 1 to September 30. She is rather small for her work in the rough 
and dangerous waters of Portland canal. A larger and faster launch would be more 
effective in enforcing the regulations. For her size and speed she is a first-class little 
boat. 


LAUNCH ‘ KINGFISHER.’ 


This launch patrols the waters of Burke channel and Dean channel, which include 
the Bella Coola and Kimsquit fisheries. She was in commission from about May 1 
to September 30, and during that time travelled about 1,500 miles during the season. 
She is under the control of Overseer Widsten. The canvas cabin she has at present 
is being replaced by a wooden one, as it was found most unsatisfactory and dangerous 
in rough weather. She is otherwise a staunch little craft and well suited for her work, 
giving excellent service and satisfaction. 


LAUNCH ‘ JOSEPHINE.’ 


Owing to the erection of two canneries in 1912 in the Queen Charlotte Islands 
division, a patrol boat for the protection of the salmon fisheries was absolutely neces- 
sary, and the department placed the launch Josephine under the control of Overseer 
Harrison for that purpose. He did his utmost to protect the fisheries and as the 
division is such a large one I consider he rendered most effectual service. During 
the past season he cruised regularly around all the rivers at the northern end of 
Graham island, and made two trips around the southern end and down as far as the 
head of Kumshewa inlet. He also erected flags to designate the fishing boundaries. 
The Josephine was under charter three months and twenty-one days, and the total 
distance she travelled approximated 3,770 miles.

REPORT ON OYSTER CULTURE BY THE DEPARTMENT’S EXPERT FOR THE 
SEASON OF 1912. 


CHARLOTTETOWN, P. E. ISLAnp, 


December 31, 1912. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit to you my annual report on last season’s work 
in connection with oyster culture in the lower provinces. 


CARIBOO HARBOUR, N.S. 


During a portion of last year my time was engaged in Cariboo harbour, Pictou 
county, in preparing an area of four acres in extent and making it suitable for the 
planting of young oysters. As the season was so late when the ground was in readiness 
to receive them, only twenty-five barrels of small oysters from Richmond bay, P.E.L., 
were planted on one acre, it being the intention to plant the remaining three acres 
with American seed oysters for the purpose of ascertaining whether these oysters 
would propagate in Canadian waters. 

Arrangements having been made by the department to obtain seventy-five barrels 
of seed oysters from George T. Greene, Esq., of Warren, Rhode Island, with instruc- 
tions for me to see them packed and rushed through without any unnecessary delay. 
I left Charlottetown on the 10th day of May with the Ostria, arriving in Pictou the 
same evening. On Saturday, the 11th, I proceeded to Cariboo and arranged the 
stakes to mark the bed which was previously prepared. On Monday, the 13th, I again 
proceeded to Cariboo and saw that the stakes were all in order, and examined the 
bottom, which I found in a satisfactory condition. I then obtained samples of the 
oyster which were planted last year-and am pleased to report that they were looking 
very healthy, and growing in a very satisfactory way, the fish being very full and 
white, and no mortality noticeable amongst them. 

On Tuesday, the 14th, I left Pictou, arriving in Warren on Wednesday, when I 
met Mr. Greene, who arranged to catch the oysters on the following day, which was 
done, and on Friday they were packed in barrels and shipped on board a freight-car 
at railway station. I may here state that the oysters shipped were a splendid sample, 
and have the appearance of growing into a fine oyster. 

They left Warren, R.I., on Saturday, the 18th May, on which day I also left. 

At Portland, on Monday, I found out that the oysters had preceded me. On my 
arrival at. Vanceboro’ the freight agent informed me he had just received a wire, 
stating that the oysters were on the freight train behind ‘the express, and would leave 
at 8 p.m. for St. John, where they arrived at noon next day. Arriving at St. John 
at midnight, I made further inquiries, next day, at the Canadian Pacific Railway 
freight offices, where I was informed that the oysters had just arrived and would be 
transferred. I left by the midnight express, arriving in Pictou at noon on Wednesday. 
The oysters arrived on the 10 o’clock, a.m., freight, on Friday the 24th, but I could 
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not get them until after the Minto had left for Charlottetown. They were shunted 
into position and placed on board Ostrea after 7 o’clock that morning. Early the next 
morning I proceeded to Cariboo harbour and planted them all by noon. They arrived 
in excellent condition, not one broken or dead oyster was noticed, and were evenly 
spread over the area reserved for them. They were a fine lot of young, growing 
oysters, and I must say that Mr. Greene did everything he possibly could to make the 
experiment a successful one, as far as it lay in his power. Before leaving I removed 
all the stakes marking the beds, and suggested to the department that some one should 
be appointed to look after the area as far as poachers are concerned. I was 
in hopes of making an examination of these oysters late this fall in order to ascertain 
the results of a summer’s growth, but work in other provinces and wild weather pre- 
vented me from doing so. 


' BIRD ISLAND BED, RICHMOND BAY, P.#.I. 


After finishing my work at Cariboo I proceeded to Richmond bay and made a 
thorough examination of Bird island bed, and found the area clean and free from 
weeds or eelgrass, and the oysters growing in a very satisfactory manner. This would 
prove to be an excellent piece of ground if left alone, but I can see that intruders 
have been taking some of the best samples. I have invariably noticed that as soon 
as oysters have grown to a marketable size there is a certain class’ of persons who will 
make a raid on these particular beds, and it is exceedingly hard to catch them. There 
should be a much larger proportion of the larger oysters on the bed than there is. 
The following shows the number of oysters taken at each haul of the dredge, including 
all sizes: 47, 185, 81, 81 and 106. I took one haul at Cariboo this spring on the one 
acre that was planted the summer before, and took up 200. Both these grounds were 
spread with the same proportion of small oysters. The difference is easily seen, and 
one can draw his own conclusions. 


After finishing the above area I visited some of the public beds where the small 
oysters were planted last fall, and on Little Curtain island bed I found 23, 21 and 12 
oysters, and 17, 23 and 19 starfish respectively, with three hauls of the dredge. This 
is a very large bed and probably I did not go over exactly the same ground on which 
the young oysters were laid down. On another bed on the west side of Curtain island 
I found 29 oysters, which were relaid; and on the northwest side of Curtain island I 
found, with two hauls. of the dredge, 88 and 75 oysters, which were relaid on these 
beds; there were also 18 and 11 starfish. 


These natural ‘beds appear to be overloaded with rough, loose, dead shells. If 
the beds were owned by private individuals the shells would be removed to the shore 
where they would be dried and relaid at the proper time and place to act as spat col- 
lectors. They are too dirty now to serve the purpose where they are, and for me to 
remove them and place them into deep water would be an endless task; besides, there 
is no accommodation to land them here. 


It appears to me from past experience that it is utterly useless, and very discourag- 
ing, to build up these new beds. The ground is prepared and brought into good 
condition, it is then stocked with fine samples of hardy oysters. Afterwards the 
growth appears to be enormous, and everything goes well, until some pirate invades 
the grounds and spoils all results. 


To transplant young oysters on the public beds and spread them thinly over large 
areas, I consider a much fairer way of serving the fishermen, as there is then no 
particular place on which to concentrate their energies. But when an area is specially 
prepared they will make a raid on that particular bed in spite of everything. 
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With reference to the starfish, I have always tried te impress on the fishermen 
the necessity to save all they catch and throw them on the land, as that is the only 
way to keep them under. 

On November 13 I again visited the bed and was met in Malpeque by Fishery 
Officers Keir and Cameron, and proceeded across the bay in the patrol boat Richmond. 

On examination of the grounds I found the oysters to be growing in a satisfactory 
way, and several small ones of different sizes were very noticeable, having attached 
themselves to the shells, &. From the appearance of the shells brought to the surface, 
the area does not look as if it had been fished upon recently, as both oysters and shells 
were covered with a sediment which would have been washed off if much fishing 
were carried on. Both officers informed me that they have given it their utmost 
attention, and state that Indians have given them quite a lot of trouble by trying 
to fish oysters and quahaugs between the beds and the shore, where oysters are found 
to be growing since this bed was planted. Both officers suggested that oyster fishing 
be prohibited on the south side of Bird island, extending from the shore until it reaches 
a depth of 12 feet at low water, which I also approve of, as this would greatly facilitate 
their work. 


RICHIBUCTO, N.B. 


After finishing my work in Richmond bay I left there on June 20, arriving at 
Richibucto next morning and examined several areas in Richibucto harbour. The 
only place that I found to be at all suitable is a narrow channel, probably an acre in 
width, and from half a mile to nearly a mile in length, situated between French island 
and the mainland, at the lower part of the bay, but was unable to find or obtain 
any shells for the foundation of the bed; about 1,000 barrels of shells would be required 
for this experiment. I also went up the Richibucto river and made inquiries among 
the fishermen, fishery overseer and others as to the probability of obtaining the neces- 
sary quantity of small oysters for planting the area, and found that conditions have 
entirely changed since I was here before, when large quantities of small oysters were 
obtainable. They are extinct now, and it is an utter impossibility to obtain such here. 

I am of the opinion that the ground referred to is much more suitably adapted 
for the planting of quahaugs, as there is no preparation required for these and they 
could be thinly scattered over a large area. The tidal current here is pure and free 
from any sediment, but higher up the river the flats are composed of soft.mud, covered | 
with eelgrass and a heavy coating of decaying sawdust, which is. very injurious to 
fish-life of any description. 

Being unable to find any suitable ground available, or the material at hand to 
build a bed, I left Richibucto on July 4 and proceeded to Bay du Vin. 


BAY DU VIN, N.B. 


Upon examination of all the grounds lying between Bay du Vin river and Black 
river, I found that most of the bottom consists of rough stones; but further off shore, 
as the water becomes deeper, it was found to be much softer. 

A suitable area of ground was selected off Horton’s creek which will fill the 
requirements for an experimental oyster bed, consisting of a firm, smooth bottom with 
a few scattered stones; it is also quite close to the fishery officer’s residence. I 
measured off an area of four acres and upon examination found a few scattered 
oysters. This area is situated from five to seven miles from the regular fishing beds 
on the opposite side of the bay, there being no beds nearer. I spoke to the fishery 
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officers and several of the fishermen, explaining what I wanted, and they all informed 
me that it would be next to an impossibility to find an area such as I described without 
finding an oyster or so on it, but that no fisherman could get a living here, or even 
attempt to fish in this locality, as the oysters are too scarce. Both officers and fisher- 
men, however, would only be too glad if the department would allow the experiment to 
be tried, as they are all of the opinion that it would be possible to improve the whole 
shore from Bay du Vin river to Pointe Quart, as the spat from a good bed would 
disperse in both directions. Owing to the lack of men who promised to catch the 
shells, and who failed to carry out their promise, I found it impossible to secure the 
shells necessary for the foundation of this bed, and after receiving instructions to 
leave for patrol duty, I was unable to carry on the work any further this season, but 
hope that satisfactory arrangements will be made to enable me to complete shelling 
and stocking this area during the coming summer. 


PATROL WORK IN P. E. I. 


On August 9 I received telegraphic instructions to proceed with the Ostrea to 
North Cape and patrol the coast and endeavour to suppress any illegal lobster fishing 
that might be carried on. I left Bay du Vin on August 13, that being the first fine 
day, and continued on duty between North Cape and Malpeque until October 15, 
during which time several lobster traps and lines were destroyed off North Cape, 
Tignish, Kildare cove, Alberton harbour, also along the coast between Alberton and 
Malpeque bar, and in Richmond bay. The weather at this season of the year in this 
locality is decidedly unsettled, and the Ostrea is too slow a boat to patrol over this 
large area and do effective work with only two harbours for shelter. However, when 
T left the district I felt sure there was very little or no fishing being carried on. 
The presence of a patrol boat has a good effect on some of the fishermen who, not 
wishing to lose their gear, will take it in at the first approach of danger. Others are 
more persistent, and I have found their traps and lines varying in depth from 7 to 
18 feet water and buoyed with glass bottles and other almost invisible objects. These 
lines would be placed out of the track of the ordinary patrol boat and are difficult 
to discover, and I regret to state it was impossible to obtain any definite information 
from the local fishery officers around Alberton and Tignish, &. This state of things 
should not exist, as patrol boats acting in co-operation with the local fishery officers 
on shore could do very effective work. 


SHEDIAC OYSTER RESERVE, N. B. 


On October 18 the Ostrea left Malpeque, P.E.I., arriving in Shediac on the follow- 
ing day, when arrangements were made to open this reserved area for public fishing 
to licensed fishermen, commencing on Tuesday, October 29, finishing on Saturday, 
November 8. No fishing was carried on during the 1st November, it being observed 
as a holyday, and on the 8th instant fishing was stopped on account of a heavy gale 
of wind, so that in atl only nine days’ fishing was carried on, resulting in a total catch 
of 1,242 bushels oysters and 1,088 bushels of quahaugs, as near as could be ascertained. 

The sample of oysters caught this year was a little smaller in size than when 


‘ fishing here on former occasions, and every precaution was taken by the fishery officers 


and myself to have the smaller ones returned to the beds, consequently the quantity of 
small oysters left on the grounds this year far exceeds that of other years when the 
grounds were opened for public fishing. On previous occasions when these beds were 
opened the sample of oysters caught was much larger, and when the fishermen had 
finished they left the grounds in an almost depleted condition. 
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Ninety-four men reported for fishing and fifty-nine licenses were issued on the 
grounds. This number of fishermen were not fishing all the time, as they were con- 
tinually coming and going, but the following table will show the number of men 
fishing each day and their approximate catch :—

In 1900 this area was first opened for public fishing from October 22 till Novem- 
ber 10. As near as could be ascertained the approximate quantity of oysters taken 
during that period amounted to about 3,500 bushels. One hundred and seventy-five 
oyster licenses were issued. The men were engaged six days during the first week, four 
days the second week, and four days the last week. Bad weather stopped the fishing 
on other days. 

In 1908 this area was again opened for public fishing from October 22 till Novem- 
ber 12. There were 152 fishermen fishing on the beds, three days were lost on account 
of bad weather and about 1,600 bushels of oysters were taken, 880 the first week, 
540 the second week and 180 bushels the last week. On this occasion the largest 
proportion of men were fishing for quahaugs, and several of them averaged 150 bushels 
each during the time the ground was thrown open for public fishing. 

In 1908 these beds were opened for public fishing from October 12 till the 31st, 
being 18 working days, although only 18 days’ fishing was carried on, 5 days were lost 
through bad weather, and the returns were 585 bushels of oysters and 4,054 bushels of 
quahaugs; over 100 men engaged in fishing. 

The following is the total number of oysters and quahaugs taken since the beds - 
were first opened :—

I was informed by the fishermen that oysters had spread beyond the reserved area, 
and on the north side of the reserve the men are able to fish on an average about one 
barrel of oysters per man a day. A large shoal, what is termed the ballast block, near 
Pointe du Chéne wharf, was litterally covered with young oysters this summer, but 
being such a shallow spot, many of them will be destroyed by the coming winter’s frost. 
In the Scadouc river, which lies on the southwest part of the bay, oysters are reported 
to be much more plentiful than they have been for years, which is said to be the result 
of the oysters growing on the beds. 
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It would be advisable to have these grounds raked over some time during the 
following season. After the grounds were closed this year, I found it was too late to 
do any further work upon them, owing to the lateness of the season and unsettled 
weather. 

After finishing my work at Shediac I proceeded to Charlottetown with the Ostrea, 
coaled up and lay under steam, watching for an opportunity to run to Pictou, but 
strong winds were blowing all the time, and on Tuesday the 19th a northwest gale 
and snowstorm made it impossible for me to examine the bed at Cariboo, which I was 
in hopes of doing, and as the season was late, I decided to lay Ostrea up for the winter, - 
and so commenced to remove her gear and arranged to have her hauled into winter 
quarters. Placed her on launchways on Friday the 22nd, and had her blocked up on 
Tuesday the 26th. Crew were engaged in removing gear to warehouse and cleaning 
up during the rest of the week and paid same off on November 30. 


OYSTER BARRELS. 


On several occasions I have called the department’s attention to the necessity of 
having a standard measure adopted for the sale of oysters. Of late years many 
different sizes of barrels have been shipped to market, and all classed as a barrel, for 
which every shipper expects to receive the same price. It has now arrived at a 
critical stage and legislation should step in and prescribe the size of an oyster barrel 
for the protection of the buying public. An increase in the-importation of American 
oysters is said to be due to the fact that the trade knows what it is buying when 
purchasing an American barrel, but do not when buying a Canadian barrel of oysters. 
Much dissatisfaction is caused, and in a great many instances the sale of Canadian 
oysters has been cancelled for that very reason. I trust this matter will receive the 
department’s immediate attention and that a standard measure will be adopted without 
further loss of time. 


PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND OYSTER AREAS. 


I am very pleased to be able to report that the Prince Edward Island Government 
have taken active steps with regard to improving the water bottoms around the island 
shores, rivers and bays. Surveys have been made in Richmond bay, Prince county; 
St. Mary’s bay, in Kings county; and North river has been commenced in Queens 
county, and it is the intention to make a complete survey of all water lots. Professor 
H. H. Shaw, the surveyor, has divided Richmond bay into three separate divisions of 
water, as follows:—First division, from Curtain island to Malpeque wharf, contain- 
ing an area of 3,000 acres, which is marked off in sections of .20 square acres for 
convenience, of which about one-half has been considered available for leasing, the 
balance, consisting of all the live oyster beds in the locality, to be reserved for the use 
of the public. Second division, from Curtain island to Lock shore, containing an area 
of 11,000 acres, of which 9,000 acres have been reserved for public fishing. Third 
Division extends from Grand river ferry wharfs over the remaining part of the bay 
to the entrance of Malpeque harbour, and containing an area of 15,000 acres, of which 
2,000 acres have been reserved for public fishing, or a total of 29,000 acres, of which 
12,500 acres are for public use, and 16,500 acres available for leasing. Applications 
have been received from residents for about 3,000 acres up to the end of the season 
in Richmond bay only. The other areas that have been surveyed have not yet been 
opened for applications for leasing. 

- The proposed terms are a $3 fee for application, the lease being for a period of 
20 years, and the rental $1 per acre for the first 5 years, $3 per acre from the end of 
the 5th year to the 10th year, and $5 per acre for the remainder of term, with privilege 


of renewing lease at expiration of 20 years. 
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There is no doubt that this will be a decided advantage to the Island generally, 
and in a few years the public beds should be improved by a certain proportion of the 
spat thrown off the private areas and coming in contact with the natural beds. 

Private culture should receive every encouragement, as when properly managed, 
the oysters sent to market should be superior to those taken from natural beds. I 
should like to see the same action taken in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick.

Besides the above mentioned there are duplicates of many- of the species which 
can be used for outside exhibition purposes, so as to leave the specimens displayed in 
the museum permanently in their places; and there are mounted specimens of other 
species which will be placed on exhibition when the cases which are being made for the 
lower room of the museum are ready. 

A new and important feature in connection with the museum collection will be 
a series of the skeletons of the fishes of Canada. A few skeletons have already been 
prepared. This work is being done by Mr. Rochon, an employee of the museum, who 
manifests great skill in their preparation, leaving little to be desired. Indeed I am 
of the opinion that there will be in our museum as fine a thing of the kind as is to 
be seen any where. Too much emphasis cannot be laid on the importance of having 
a complete collection of the skeletons of the fishes of the Dominion. The present 
state of ichthyological knowledge calls for a deeper insight into the nature of the 
piscine skeleton towards the settling of questions appertaining to fishes in general 
as touching their phylogeny, and as scientists await such knowledge as a guide in 
finding out the true relationship of fishes, whatever we can help in bringing to light 
in this respect is sure to be welcome. 
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In the floor space of the upper room there are tables upon which are set in 
continued succession a series of square cases containing a miscellaneous collection of 
specimens, all of which bear some relation to the sea or to the fresh waters. These 
specimens were brought together from many parts of the Dominion, and chiefly 
embrace fish bones, numerous marine invertebrates (such as mollusks, crustaceans, 
starfishes, &c.), and eggs of water-birds; and, as mentioned in the report of last year, 
in a case at the end of the room in the basal compartments of the cases containing 
the mounted fishes, there are specimens of mounted water birds, mostly divers, waders, 
gulls, shore birds ‘and ducks. At the rounded ends of the upright cases specimens 
of turtles, vertebral columns of sharks, &c., have since been placed; and, in view of 
completing the room, negotiations are being entered into to acquire the skeleton of 
a whale and specimens of large-sized fishes, all of which will be suspended from the 
roof. There are also in this room the following models: a steam trawler with otter 
trawl gear, a steam herring drifter two sailing fishing vessels, a herring weir and a 
fishway. 

Various models of vessels, bones of whales, heads of mammals, &c., most of which. 
are surplus specimens of the institution, formerly known as the ‘Fishery Exhibit,’ 
have been placed in the entrance space and stairway; but many of these articles lack- 
requisite data (the essential importance of keeping data appearing in those days not 
to have been. considered), so that anything regarding their history can be only- 
surmised. ; 

The subdued light of the basement of the building, with the windows situated as: 
they are, so that the light penetrates from the side on the southern wall, and from: 
the top on the eastern and northern walls, admirably adapts that part of the building to 
be turned into an aquarium. The basement indeed could well be turned into a sort 
of miniature of the aquarium of the Trocadero in Paris, and the light would fall upon - 
the fishes in the very best way to show them off. The tanks inside and outside the 
building and a part of the incubators in the hatchery could be left as they are; and it 
seems fortunate that there should be a part of the building suitable for an aquarium 
which would be in keeping with the general character of the museum, such as the: 
dimensions and style of the building will permit of its being; but I have again to point 
out (as was done in the report of last year), that as the collection grows, far more: 
space and a proper museum structure will be required in order to display the col~ 
lection to the very best advantage. 

Another recent acquisition to the museum is a nest of the Belted Kingfisher 
(Ceryle aleyon) with the complete complement of eggs—7 in number, and the male bird 
which was found in the tunnel of the nest. 

It is expected that at least one floor of the museum will be open to the general 
public during the coming autumn. .

FISH BREEDING 


Orrawa, September 3, 1913. 


To the Superintendent of Fisheries, 
Ottawa, Ontario. 


Sir,—A detailed report on the fish breeding operations of the department for the 
last fiscal year, 1912-18, is herewith submitted; also a statement of the distribution of 
fry from the different hatcheries during the present season, 1913. 

Since my last report, the hatcheries at Middleton, N.S., Buctouche, N.B., Colling- 
wood Ont., and Gull Harbour, Big island, Manitoba, have been completed, and the two 
first mentioned were operated during the past season. 

The Middleton is a salmon and trout hatchery. It is situated on a small tributary 
of the Nictaux river, a short distance from the town of Middleton, Annapolis county, 
N.S. It is 60 feet long by 25 feet wide and 14 feet high from the top of the sills to the 
bottom of the plates. It is fitted up with 30 hatching troughs, 15 feet 7 inches long, 
10 inches wide and 6 inches deep, inside measurement. These troughs, with the retain- 
ing tanks that have been provided, will accommodate over three and a half million 
eggs. Space is also provided for the incubation of shad on a small scale. A dwelling 
28 feet by 22 feet situated near the hatchery on a plot of land containing about half an 
acre, has been purchased, as a residence for the officer in charge. One million one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand salmon and ee thousand speckled trout fry 
were distributed from this hatchery last spring. 

The Buctouche is a lobster hatchery. It is situated on a bar at the entrance to the 
Buctouche harbour, about 6 miles from the town of Buctouche. It is of the standard 
size adopted for such hatcheries, viz., 48 feet 2 inches long by 30 feet 2 inches wide and 
13 feet in height from the upper side of the sills to the lower side of the plates. It has 
a capacity of over 150 jars, and its operation last spring resulted in a distribution of 
234 million young lobsters. 

The Collingwood is a whitefish hatchery. It is situated on Raglan street, in the 
town of Collingwood, and is 76. feet 6 inches long by 41 feet 6 inches wide, with a 
14-foot wall. Its batteries will accommodate 672 whitefish jars. A comfortable 
eottage has been built convenient to the hatchery for the officer in charge. 

The hatchery at Gull Harbour, Big Island, was built for the purpose of replenishing 
the southern part of Lake Winnipeg with whitefish and pickerel. It is framed, 77 feet 
long by 37 feet wide and 25 feet in height from the upper side of the sills to the top 
of the wall plates. It has a capacity of about seventy million eggs. Living quarters 
for the officer in charge are provided over the hatching room. 

During the present summer, contracts were awarded for the erection of hatcheries 
and dwellings for the officers in charge thereof, at the Little River reservoir, near St. 
John, N.B., a salmon retaining pond at New Mills on the Bay Chaleur, N.B.; a white- 
fish hatchery on the Dauphin river, Lake Winnipeg, Manitoba; a trout hatchery at 
Banff, Alberta, and a trout hatchery at Gerrard, B.C.; also for a subsidiary trout 
hatchery on the Belgium horse ranch, near Calgary, Alberta. 
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The Ottawa hatchery, Ontario; the Bon Accord, Fraser river hatchery, B.C.; and 


the bass ponds at Point Ann on the Bay of Quinte have, for the following reasons, 


been discontinued. : 

At the Ottawa hatchery, the water is obtained from the city water supply, which 
has, since the outbreak of typhoid, been treated with hypo chloride, which made it unfit 
for hatchery purposes. As the provincial government in Ontario derives all the 
revenue from the fisheries, it has been arranged to leave the propagation of sporting © 
fish with it, and this department will confine its fish breeding operations in the province 
to the commercial species. Following this arrangement, the bass ponds at Point Ann, 
which have not for several seasons, owing to quarrying operations in the vicinity, been 
giving satisfactory results, have been abandoned. 

The hatchery at Bon Accord on the Fraser river, B.C., has been discontinued, as 
its situation became unsuitable, being in the centre of the C. N. R. townsite of Port 
Mann. The timber on the surrounding land was cleared off and the stream from which 
the water supply was obtained, was greatly reduced in volume and quality. The 
hatchery building was also old and in need of extensive repairs. The large Harrison 
lake ‘hatchery, judging from the experience of recent years, can readily accommodate 
all the eggs that can be collected in the district. 

The department has at the present time distributed throughout the Dominion, 
fifty-one hatcheries, three subsidiary hatcheries, and five salmon retaining ponds, fully 
equipped, and four hatcheries, one subsidiary hatchery, one salmon pond and one 
lobster pond under construction.

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During the past season the number of berried lobsters taken is reported to have 
been much less than in previous years. The weather in several places was rough and 
unfavourable, and to these two factors is largely due the decrease of young lobsters 
distributed. The failure of contractors to deliver machinery on the dates promised and 
the consquent later opening of some hatcheries, also affected the output to a certain 
extent. In other species, the distribution compares favourably with that of former 
years. 

A brief outline of the work in the different provinces is ¢:ven below. 


NOVA SCOTIA. 


In this province there are five salmon hatcheries, including the Lindloff subsidiary 
hatchery; 1 salmon retaining pond; 7 lobster hatcheries and one lobster pond. From 
them the following distribution was made last spring :—

and 169 berried lobsters 10 inches and over in length. 

Between November 12 and 26, 576 females and 265 male salmon were strinnved 
at the Margaree retaining pond. From these 6,539,000 eg¢s were obtained and laid 
down in the hatchery at N. E. Margaree. In February last, 1,750,000 of these eggs 
were transferred to the new hatchery at Middleton, Annapolis county, and in March 
1,250,000 were transferred to the Lindloff subsidiary hatchery. For the first time in 
its history, speckled trout were incubated in the Margaree hatchery. The eggs were 
collected and the resulting fry, about 40,000 in number, were distributed in streams 
tributary to the Margaree river. 

The Bedford hatchery obtained 1.500,000 salmon eggs from the Miramichi retain- 
ing pond, N.B., and 98,000 speckled and 5,000 red trout eggs from the St. Alexis hatch- 
ery, Quebec. The efforts of the officer in charge to collect ouananiche eggs in Grand 
lake and tributary streams, were not successful, but with the experience gained, better 
results are hoped for next year. 1 

The Windsor hatchery received 320,000 salmon eggs from the Miramichi pond, 
N.B., and 1,000,000 eyed eggs from the Grand Falls hatchery, N.B. In addition to the 
1,750,000 salmon eges referred to in a previous paragraph, the Middleton hatchery 
received 56,000 speckled trout eggs from St. Alexis. The distribution of the fry result- 
ing from the above mentioned eggs, is given in the accompanying list of distribution 
for the present year. 

The total distribution of young lobsters in the seven hatcheries in this province, 


was 274,600,000. The Long Beach retaining pond was not sufficiently advanced to 


operate, but a temporary enclosure was built in which the berried lobsters that were 
purchased from the fishermen, were retained during the fishing season, and liberated 
at the close thereof in the districts in which they were taken. The large pond which 
was started last year will be completed this season and operated to as large an extent 
as possible next spring. 


NEW BRUNSWICK. 


In this province there are three salmon hatcheries, three lobster hatcheries and a 
floating shad hatchery on the St. John river. There are also three retaining ~o~ds 
for salmon, located on the Little river near St. John; at South Esk on the Miramichi, 
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and at Tidehead on the Restigouche. From these hatcheries the following distribution 
was made last spring :—

From 456 females and 248 males stripped at St. John pond last fall, 4,206,000 
eggs were obtained which were brought to the eyed stage at the hatchery at Grand 
Falls, when the following shipments were made :— .

At Miramichi 912 female and 626 male salmon were stripped, from which 6,376,000 
eggs were obtained. These were distributed as follows :—

The remaining eggs were hatched and distributed from the Miramichi hatchery at 
South Esk. 


From the pond at Tidehead, 2,142,000 eggs were obtained, which were all hatched 
and distributed from the Restigouche hatchery at Campbellton. 


During the season of 1912, the shad hatchery was located at Darling’s Island in the 
Kennebecasis river, and the operations resulted in a distribution of 750,000 fry. After 
the hatchery was closed last season, an inspection was made of the different areas where 
shad are taken in New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, and the information obtained 
indicated that a larger number of eggs could be eollected in the Washademoak river, 
in the vicinity of the narrows than at any other place. The hatchery was therefore, 
towed to this location, last spring, and the first ripe eggs were taken on June 2. 
Between that date and June 20, in the neighbourhood of 7,500 shad were handled, 
from which 2,250,000 eggs were obtained. From this number 1,200,000 strong fry were 
hatched and liberated in the immediate vicinity of the hatchery, as it was anchored on 
a natural spawning bed. 


The reports regarding the condition of the salmon fishery, both commercial and 
sporting, are very encouraging, and in this connection the officer in charge of the 
Restigouche hatchery makes the following remarks in his report :— 


‘In order to convey some conception of the present condition of the Restigouche 
river, I will first quote Mr. Archibald Mitchell’s score, which is authentic and was 
made with a fly about seven miles above Matapedia last June.

Similar scores were being made all over the Restigouche river by 75 or 100 anglers 
from Tide Head to Kedgewick, on 75 miles of water, and the Metapedia was excellent, 


and this too early in June. Is it evidence that the spring fishery is failing? As I 


stated in last year’s report there has not been a poor year for the last five or six years 
on the Restigouche. The fishery is gradually improving. 


INCREASED VALUE OF PROPERTY. 


Mr. Archibald Mitchell purchased his present holdings a few years ago for $38,000. 
Last year he sold one-quarter interest for $22,000, giving the property a value of 
$88,000. 

I might here quote from the late J. Henry Fair, Commissioner of Fisheries for 
New Brunswick, report dated December 30, 1899, remarking on the Upsalquitch river, 
he says it was leased in 1887 for a term of five years at $570 ner annum, and alleges 
there is no angling below Little Falls. This river was sold a few days ago in Fred- 
ericton at public auction by provincial government for 10 years, at over $3,000 per 
annum and cost of guardianship $2,000 more. The stretch below Little Falls, where 
the commissioner says there was no angling a few years ago, sold for $800 per annnum. 

In same report, speaking of Little Main river, above Kedgewick, he says: ‘ These 
waters have never been leased, although repeatedly advertised and offered for sale. He 
says: ‘ There is no angling for salmon on this part of the Restigouche.’ 

But here again is another revelation. These waters were leased last year by the 
provineial government, and the lessees caught 119 salmon and grilse in ten days’ 
fishing. 
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Since the fishing season closed last year, two small properties on the Restigouche 
and Metapedia have been sold for upwards of $30,000. A few years ago, they were 
offered for half the sum. All these figures and facts can be verified and are the best 
evidence of the ecndition of the rivers and the results of hatchery work.’ 


PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND. 


In this province there are three hatcheries, one for salmon and trout located at 
Kelly’s pond, near Southport, and two lobster hatcheries, located respectively at Block 
House point, at the entrance to Charlottetown harbour, and in Georgetown harbour. 
From these the following distribution was made this season :—

For several seasons the officer in charge of the Kelly’s pond hatchery has been 
endeavouring to collect speckled trout eggs with little success. Last fall, however, | am 
pleased to report that he seceeded in collecting 134,000 eggs from two comparatively 
small streams. With the experience gained, it is expected that this number will be 
largely increased next year. The salmon eggs for this establishment, 1,280,000, were 
obtained from the retaining pond at South Esk, on the Miramichi river. The points 
of distribution are given in the tables attached to this report. 


QUEBEC. 


In this province there are six hatcheries for the different varieties of trout and 
two lobster hatcheries. From these, the following distribution was made last season :—

The salmon trout eggs incubated in the hatcheries in this province are collected 
in Georgian Bay, and the speckled trout eggs are collected in the St. Alexis district, 
Maskinonge county, by the officer in charge of the hatchery at that place. 


ONTARIO. 


The hatcheries in this province lave in the past been devoted almost entirely 
to the commercial species, such as salmen trout, whitefish and pickerel. The operations 
for the collection of salmon trout and whitefish eggs were last year conducted on a 
larger scale than in any previous year. The following quantities of eggs were 
collected in Georgian Bay and Lake Huron :—

‘Of those collected in the four places last mentioned, 40,800,000 were placed in the 
Collingwood hatchery and 28,500,000 in the Port Arthur hatchery; the remainder were 
handled at Sandwich. The 60,000,000 from the Bay of Quinte were handled at Sarnia. 
Those collected at the mouth of the French river in Georgian bay, were placed in the 
Collingwood hatchery. In addition to the whitefish eggs above mentioned, 7 0,000,000 
pickerel eggs were collected in the vicinity of Point Edward, Lake Huron, and hatched 
at Sarnia. 

With the exception of the eggs placed in the Collingwood hatchery, very satis- 
factory results were obtained from the number collected. At Collingwood, the water 
was last season obtained for the hatchery from the town water supply. Unfortu- 
nately just at, the time the eggs were placed in the jars, a severe storm prevailed, 
which caused a great deal of mud to be carried through the supply pipe into the 
troughs, and Fept the water so heavily charged with sediment that the eggs could not 
be kept clean or in proper motion. After several days the water cleared to a smal 
extent,. but cn December 6 another storm developed, which so filled the water with 
sediment that the eggs began to smother rapidly and would soon have been a total 
loss. Under these conditions, as soon as the weather permitted, the good eggs remain- 
ing, about twenty-five million, were distributed on the spawning beds in the vicinity 
of Collingwood. To prevent such a condition of affairs obtaining in future, a 
Ransom Ver Mehr filter is being installed. 

The speckled trout eggs collected on Lake Nepigon were brought to the eyed 
stage at the Port Arthur hatchery, when a proportion of them were distributed to 
Wiarton, Southampton and Newcastle hatcheries, Ontario, the Grand Falls hatchery, 
N.B., and the Cowichan hatchery, B.C. :

MANITOBA, | 


In this province, there are four hatcheries, the output of three of them, viz.— 
Selkirk, Gull harbour and Berens river—go into Lake Winnipeg, and that of the 
fourth, Snake island, into Lake Winnipegosis. The eggs for those on Lake Winni- 
peg are collected at the mouth of the Dauphin or Little Saskatchewan river. While 
no difficulty has been experienced in capturing a sufficient number of parent fish at 
this place, a great deal of difficulty has been experienced in conducting operations 
until the fish taken are in condition for stripping, and afterwards, in transferring the 
eggs to the different hatcheries. Some idea of the conditions obtaining are given in 
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the following extracts from the reports of Mr. Wm. Overton, who was in charge of 
operations during the fall of 1911, and Mr. C. P. Paulson, who was in charge during 
the fall of 1912. . 

Extract from Mr. Overton’s report— 

‘When I say that the fish did not commence to spawn until the 26th day of 
October, and on that date we took only one case after haadling four thousand fish, 
and on the following day the same result; we did not handle the fish again until the 
30th, when we took six cases, on the 31st five cases, November 1, four cases, and on 
the second, the day on which we left for Selkirk, we secured three and one-half 
cases, making in all twenty and one-half cases. 

‘It would be well to point out here that the slush commenced running in the 
river on the morning of the 27th and had not abated when we left, in fact it was two 
feet in depth. Besides that, the ice was forming in the crates and around the docks, 
so fast that it was with difficulty that we were able to hang on long enough to secure 
the quantity of eggs we did. ‘When I say that the ice around the docks and crates 
was at least four inches thick, the Department will appreciate what we had to contend 
with. 

‘After leaving the Little Saskatchewan river, we encountered new-made ice 
from one and one-half to two and one-half inches in thickness for a distance of twelve 
miles; from that point until we reached off Tamarac island no ice was seen, but at 
this point we travelled through about ten miles of new-made ice; from there on we 
had open water until the mouth of the Red river was reached, and were gratified to 
find that the tug Chieftain, owned by the Northern Fish Company, had kept the 
channel open. We, therefore, experienced no trouble in making the channel, but in 
making the entrance to the cross channel, our steamer got aground, which was caused 
by the low stage of the water in the river at the time, but on the morning of the 
fourth, the tug Tempest, owned by the Northern Fish Company, came to our relief 
and pulled the steamer off the bar. 

‘When we left the Little Saskatchewan river we had an ice breaker attached to the 
steamer, which we had constructed at that point, made of birch logs, and well bolted 
together. If this precaution had not been taken, it is very doubtful if the boat would 
have been able to make through the ice. As it was the breaker was completely used 
up and had to ke discarded from that point until Selkirk was reached.’ 

Extract from Mr. Paulson’s report :— 

‘We started from Selkirk on September 9 and went direct to the Little 
Saskatchewan river. We set the pound net on the 16th and made the first lift on the 
18th. The fishing was fairly good until October 10. From that date until we pulled 
out the net on October 26, it was very light. We caught, all told, 36,404 whitefish. 
As we did not require all the male fish we caught, we liberated a considerable number 
of them irmediately after taking them out of the pot. Owing to the fact that we 
caught so few fish in October, we could not liberate eny of the female fish caught in Sep- 
tember. These fish kept well in the crates, and there appeared to be nothing wrong with 
them, but a big percentage of them did not ripen. We had on hand when starting to 
take spawn on October 26, 16,000 female and 7,000 male fish. Of these we stripped 
4,020 female and 1,340 male Fa We got a pint of eggs from each female fish on the 
average. We took one hundred and ten million eggs altogether. Of these we took 
fifty-two million to Berens river on October 29 and put them in the jars that night. 
We went back to Saskatchewan on the 30th and stayed there until November 6, on 
which date we left for Gull harbour and Selkirk. I did not see it of any use staying 
there any longer, as the fish we then had in the crates apparently would not spawn. 
We took fifty-eight million eggs in with us.’ 

The eggs for the hatchery on Lake Winnipegosis are hanes in the Waterhen 
river. In the past, the same difficulty has been experienced in collecting eggs for this 
hatchery as on Lake Winnipeg. I am pleased to state, however, that last season a 
number of fish were successfully towed in crate boats from the fishery and impounded 


—— 
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in a lagoon at the hatchery, and arrangements are being made to follow the same course 
in future on a larger scale if necessary, and impound a larger number of fish in the 
lagoon, as a reserve in case the lake should freeze up and put an end to the operations 
at the Waterhen river. 

A total of 87,440,000 whitefish fry were distributed in the waters of this province 
this season. : 


BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The operations of the different hatcheries in this province were last season yvéry 
satisfactory, with the exception of the Harrison lake and Granite creek establishments. 
Practically no female salmon reached Shuswap lake last season, and the chief inspector 
of fisheries for the province reports that this lake can be depended upon to sup- 
ply sufficient sockeye salmon eggs to justify the operating of the Granite creek 
hatchery only during the years of the big run of salmon. 12,188,000 eggs were collected 
for the Harrison lake hatchery, of this number 2,800,000 were sockeye. This 
failure to collect eggs is not in any way due to lack of energy on the part of the officer 
in charge. In addition to this collection 5,000,000 whitefish eges were obtained by 
the provincial government from the United States hatchery at Put-In bay, Lake Erie, 
and 3,000,000 were transferred from the Port Arthur hatehery. These eggs hatched 
out well, and the fry were liberated in a strong and vigorous condition. For some 
years the officers of the Pemberton hatchery have experienced great difficulty in filling 
that establishment on account of the Indians taking the salmon as they ascend the 
rivers before they reach the hatchery pens. Last year, an arrangement was made 
between this department and the Department of Indian Affairs, whereby a special 
officer was appointed to supervise the catching of salmon ascending the Birkenhead 
river by the Indians and the distribution of the salmon from the hatchery pens after 
they were stripped. This arrangement gave most satisfactory results to all concerned. 
25,000,000 sockeye eggs were obtained for the hatcheries, and the Indians secured an 
ample supply of fish for food. The same arrangement has been made this year.

I also beg to report that during the past season the fish breeding service has been 
definitely organized and a permanent salary attached to each permanent position in 
the different hatcheries. Up till last year, with the exception of British Columbia, 
the hatcheries were not in any way classified according to their importance. They 
are now placed in four groups and a minimum and maximum salary attached to each 
permanent position. A policy of promotion in the service has also been adopted, 
whereby the officer in charge of a new hatchery is selected from amongst officers in 
charge of hatcheries of lesser importance, or the assistants in hatcheries of the same 
class. To assure efficiency, no person is appointed officer in charge unless he has had 
experience in fish breeding work, and assistants are required to be strictly temperate, 
healthy, active and energetic men, possessed of a good education, and on appointment 
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to be not more than 45 years of age. This re-organization will not only obtain a 
better class of men for the service, but will induce greater interest in the work and 
greater energy in the discharge of their duties by those already in the service. 

In conclusion, I am pleased to say that with few exceptions, the officers have 
been indefatigable in the discharge of their duties.

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REPORT ON FISH AND FISHERIES OF HUDSON STRAIT BASED ON 
OBSERVATIONS MADE DURING AN OFFICIAL PATROL, OCTOBER, 
1912, TO SEPTEMBER, 1913, BY THOMAS. TANNER, DOMINION 
CUSTOMS AND FISHERY OFFICER. 


The waters of Hudson strait so far as fisheries are concerned, may be regarded ~ 
as a virgin area, and though no thorough investigation of these resources has been 
made, the result of my investigations from October, 1912, to September, 1913, shows 
that there are supplies of valuable fish which could be made of great market value 
and are well worth development. ’ 

The two difficulties are: 1st. The sparse population and consequent lack of fisher- 
men; 2nd. The short season, which would involve all the work being done in a short 
time. These two difficulties can be easily overcome. The example of British Columbia 
proves this. The British Columbia coast had until recently a very limited population, 
and the runs of the principal fish were confined to a few months in the year. Notwith- 
‘standing that, the Pacific fisheries of Canada have developed enormously and in some 
years the catch of British Columbia salmon, halibut, &c., has exceeded that of cod and 
lobsters combined. Thus in 1910-11 salmon amounted to $10,333,070, while lobsters and 
cod reached the value of $8,991,963 (lobsters $4,790,203, and cod $4,201,760). 

It may be-noted that lobsters, mackerel, halibut, oysters and smelt do not occur 
so far as I was able to observe. 

From a commercial standpoint the cod is the most important fish and there is no 
regular cod-fishing carried on. As Rev. S. M. Stewart informed me (to quote his own 
words), ‘There is no limit to the quantity of cod fish” ‘Some years ago,’ added Mr. 
Stewart, ‘Newfoundland vessels were here, but none have come for the past eight 
or ten years.’ A few small schoonerg from Newfoundland come up every year and get 
full loads of codfish and other fish. 

The weather is perfect for fishing, but not so favourable for drying them on the 
spot, but the catches can be salted and taken home to the curing places just as ig the 
practice of the Lunenburg fleet. As this is deep sea fishing no doubt a bounty could 
be authorized during the first few years when the industry is in its first stages of 
development. The sum of $160,000 per annum is available ‘ to encourage the develop- 
ment of the sea fisheries and the building of fishing vessels,’ as the title of Fishing 
Bounty Act states. . 

There are probably about 500 Eskimo who would be available as practised fisher- 
men if the project of utilizing these cod fisheries was carried out and white men 
appointed to superintend the operations. Eskimo women are as expert at fishing 
as the men, and are accustomed to do as much work as the men, so that full crews 
could be relied upon and they are hard workers, steady and reliable, if under proper 
superintendence. 

I am of opinion that such Eskimo fishermen and women would be far more 
reliable than the Indians of the Pacific coast. Wherever wages are offered to them 
they are found to be the best and most reliable workers to be obtained and as they 
are all British subjects and residents in territory belonging to the Dominion of 
Canada, they would be fully entitled to the benefit of the Fishing Bounty Act, in my 
opinion. 

: Port Burwell would be the best centre as it has two harbours, the inner and outer 
harbours, and there are the finest fishing grounds within easy reach on all sides. The 
Eskimo would come from other localities and camp at Port Burwell, although at the 
port itself there are always a number of Eskimos, say about 140 men, women and 
children. The chief method of fishing would be by baited trawls rather than by inshore 
traps and 8 to 12 weeks would cover the fishing season. 
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Wiith respect to the salmon family three kinds occur including the true sea salmon, 
thie salmon trout, sometimes called Arctic salmon ranging from 5 Ibs. to 8 lbs; ‘A fish,’ 
Mr. A. P. Low says in his report on the Neptune, 1906, page 297, ‘superior to the best 
Pacific salmon, and indeed of such good table qualities that there would be a great 
demand for it in the best markets. I found this fish delicious and of far better flavour 
than any other salmon or salmon trout that I ever tasted.’ 

The Eskimo have been accustomed to dam streams in the fall when the salmon 
trout are running up to spawn and they got their winter supplies in this way. During 
the summer months these fish are plentiful off the shores, not only along the south 
shores, but on the coast of Baffin Land, where I myself saw them on many occasions. 
Nets would require to be used to take them during the summer and I saw the nets 
which are used. I pointed out that the nets should be of larger mesh, not less than 5 
inches, but they have used nets of 24 to3 inches mesh. After my warning them that 
the Fisheries Act specified a larger mesh the agents of the Hudson Bay Company, 
and of the missions, promised to inform the Eskimo and as they make their own nets 
from twine bought at the stores, these nets will in future be of larger mesh as the 
law requires. 

The chief export of salted salmon trout in barrels is to St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
but the annual quantity put up could be vastly increased were the fishery systematically 
developed. There is no energy or enterprise at, present and the fishing done is simpiv 
to supply the local needs of the posts, and winter food at the Eskimo camps, the fish 
being stored under rocks, covered with snow near their igloos or winter houses. The 
export is at present very limited. : . 

There is a great future for a profitable industry if the enterprise was pushed by. 
practical men. The cost of the fish is really nominal and the price realized in the 
market for these pickled salmon, would be more than double the cost. They might be 
frozen and shipped on refrigerator boats and it could not fail to pay well, as the fish 
are of such exceedingly fine quality. The supply is now unlimited and the price they 
would bring if properly handled would, without question, equal that of the best frozen 
salmon now retailed at 15 to 20 cents per pound. These Hudson Strait fish would be 
preferred to any of the Pacific salmon now on the markets. 

The seal and white whale industries are capable of being better utilized. Both 
these animals yield the finest oi] which when refined is in demand as one of the best 
machine lubricating oils, while the skin makes excellent leather and the Eskimo boots 
and clothing made from it are very lasting, flexible and of fine texture. No leather is 
more serviceable. The meat is always in demand for food for the Eskimo tribes and 
their dogs, and they keep a supply frozen to meet their winter requirements, 

The whaling has so declined that practically few pr no whalers frequent these 
regions, in contrast to the great and active whaling industry carried on for over a 
hundred years by whalers from Scotland, the United States and from Gaspé and a few 
other posts in Canada. 

The Hudson Bay Company also tried whaling according to their records which I 
saw, but they found it did not pay, and have long ceased to carry on this fishery. I 
saw five whales in the strait which were declared to be the valuable right whale or bow- 
head. Owing to the absence of whalers I did not issue any licenses, though I was pre- 
pared to collect fees and distribute whaling licenses in accordance with the instructions 
given me by the Department. A 

As the various parties I met seemed anxious to know what the Dominion Fishery 
Regulations are, I prepared and circulated a suitable copy of the laws extracted from 
the Fisheries Act, chapter 45, and I saw every evidence that the agents and the Eskimo 
tribes would pay, every attention to these regulations. The tribes are most law-abiding 
and only need to be informed as to the law in order to obey it. 

T may add that I resided in this northern area from October, 1912, to September, 
1913, and I visited Baffin Land and other distant places along the strait.
